Problems 


The Legislature of Alabama is 
in special session to consider school 
needs Adopting the plan proposed 
by Governor Patterson the law- 
makers recessed the regular ses- 
sion following the passa,ge of the 
general appropriation bill and a 
call from the Governor for a spec- 
ial session followed immediately. 

Governor Patterson read a spec- 
ial message to the law makers, in 


Joint session to point out ~the- 


great need for legislation to meet 
the needs of education and to sug- 
gest measures that would provide 
the necessary revefhue. 

He asked for an increase of 42 
million dollars of additional rev- 
enue, to meet what he called “the 
greatest financial crisis ever faced 
by our school system He also ask- 
ed the Legislature to authorize a 
bond issue of 75 million dollars for 
school construction; 50 million dol- 
lars for elementary and high 
schols and 2% million for the col- 
leges, . 

“The matter of the most urgent 
need” the Governor said is an in- 
creasu in salaries for teachers in 
both the public schools and in in- 
stitutions of higher learning. 
Teachers salaries in Ala. are woe- 
fully inadequate; we are losing 
teachers to other states that pay 
higher salaries” 

Speaking of the need for im- 
proved school buildings, Governor 
Patterson said: “In many cases the 
school buildings are unsanitary and 
have been condemned, and are lit- 
tle better than fire traps. We are 
sending our children to schools in 
buildings so run down and dilapi- 
dated that we would not think of 
keeping our cattle in such build- 
ings.” 

Many educators were in the hall 
listening to the Governor’s ad- 
dress To them, he said: “Analyze 
/your school system and ‘eliminate 
| all waste and overlapping. You 
must cut out non-essential pro- 
grams; you must eliminate the 
frills. If you do not do this, you 
will contribute to the destruction 
of the public school system.” 

School Integration 

Speaking of school integration, 
the Governor said: “We are aware 
that the dark cloud of school inte- 
gration hangs over our heads. In 
spite of this, we cannot afford to 
crawl back into a hole as far as 
public education is concerned. We 
should be prepared to abandon our 
public school system if integra- 
tion is forced upon us. If Ala- 
bema negroes turn against us and 
try to force integration upon us, 


I would scrap the public educa-. 


tion system before I would submit 
to it.” “Before I would submit to 
integration in any school I would 
close that school’ and cut off pub- 
lic funds to it.” 

“Education is truly Alabama’s 
greatest need” Governor Patterson 
said in closing. “The people ex- 
pect this need to be met. They 
demand it.

$1.33 to their ‘‘nest egg’’ in 
life insurance and other accumu- 
lated long-term savings in 1958 for 
every dollar in their net increase 
in debt to buy homes, cars and 
other goods and servites during 
the year. 

This was the best showing 
in the post-World War II period 
excluding the reconversion year 
of 1946 as still under wartime in- 
fluences. And the 1958 increase of 
nearly $18 billions in accumulated 
long-term savings of individuals, 
as compiled by the Home Loan 
Bank Board, was exceeded in the 
past in only three years during 
World War I, when savings 
reached abnormally high levels 
under the combined stimulus of 
patriotism and consumer goods 
shortages. 

The 1957-58 recession may have 
tended to spur people to put a 
little something extra aside for 
their future protection and se- 
curity. At the same time, person- 
al debt did show a sizeable in- 
crease last year, amounting to 
over $13 billions, to bring the total 
to just under $190 billions, 


But, all the facts considered, 
the 1958 record on the savings- 
borrowing front provides a fresh 
demonstration of how deeply in- 
grained is the people's thrift habit 
and of the prudence with which 
the average person makes his 
spending and savings decisions. 
This is of particular significance 
in view of the inflationary atmos- 
phere which has prevailed In re- 
cent years. 

A bigger “nest egg,”’ of course, 
is a confidence-breeder of the first 
magnitude, giving people a great- 
er feeling of independence and 
security. Savings likewise help to 
fight inflation and to preserve the 
dollar’s buying power, of vital im- 
portance in view of the continued 
strength of the underlying infla- 
tionary pressures and the concern 
this has aroused over the future. 

Savings, in addition, are also 
the dynamic factor in economic 
growth and national progress, 
providing the major part of the 
capital and investment funds 
which the nation needs to go 
ahead and to help meet the mili- 
tary-economic’ challenge ~of~the 
Communist world.

Perhaps one of the reasons 
trolling is productive is that troll- 
ing doubles the amount of time 
actually spent in fishing. The lure 
is always in the water, always on 
the move—and the fisherman isn't 
wasting time moving his boat 
from one “good looking spot’’ to 
another. 

Trolling is sometimes best dur- 
ing hot weather, when fish are 
deep. One of the first rules in suc- 
cessful trolling is to get the lure 
down deep, where the big fish 
are. Bottom foods such as crayfish 
and aquatic insects are a staple 
item on the fish menu, so it 
makes sense to get a lure down 
where the fish are feeding. 

The best speed for trolling is

From Mrs. Bert Stewart, Spring- 
ville, lowa: I remember the old 
threshing days when the average 
“run’’ lasted during nearly all of 
the month of August. The “crew” 
consisted of all the farmers for 
miles around, in addition to the 
men who accompanied the rig it- 

_ self. These were the engineer, 
the man (or youth) who hauled 
water by the tankful to suppiy 
the engine, & one (or sometimes 
two’ to tend the separator. These 
usually stayed overnight at the 


homes of patrons, but in these, 
cases when they did go home,

DEATH OF 
ABRAHAM LINCOLN 


The most tragic death in Amer- 
ican history occurred in Washing- 
ton on the cold, rainy Saturday of 
April 15, 1865, Early in the morn- 
ing of that dismal day President 
Abraham Lincoln died, where he 
had lain unconscious all night, on 
a plain wooden bed in the little 


Peterson. The house was across 


the street from Ford's Theatre 
where the President had been 
struck down by an assassin’s bul- 
let the night before. 


The assassin was John Wilkes 
Booth, an idle actor. Booth was 
handsome 
with a sallow face and a black 
mustache. He was a fiery Con- 
federate sympathizer and ring- 
leader at that time of a plot to 
murder the chief officials of the 
Booth had been 
hanging around Washington for 
months and his evil plotting pe

Five days afier General Lee's 
surrender on April 9, Washington 
was still in a holiday mood on 
Good Friday, April 14, 1865, while 
throughout the land the people 
rejoiced at the coming of peace 
after four terrible years of civil 
war. It was also, incidentelly, the 
fourth anniversary of the fall of 
Fort Sumter which had opened 
the war. In the morning Lincoln 
held a long session with his Cabi- 
net during which he emphasized 
his lenient attitude toward the 
Southern states. “Even the worst 
of the rebels will not be hanged,” 
he said. “Enough lives have been

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HOUGH they complain bitter- 
ly about rising prices, many 
millions of Americans don't real- 
ly want inflation stopped, accord- 
ing to the family economics bu- 
reau of a national life insurance 
company.

Cotton Set 


Marketing quota penalty rates 
on “excess” cotton of the 1959 
crops of upland cotton were an- 
nounced today by the U. S_ De- 
partment of Agriculture. The 
penalty rate on upland cotton is 
19.2 cents per pound. 


Controlling legislation directs 
fhat the marketing quota penalty 
rate for upland cotton be 50 per- 
cent of the parity price per pound 
of cotton effective as of June 15 
of the calendar year in which the 
cotton is produced. The parity 
price for upland cotton as of 


. dune 15, 1959, was 38.18 cents per 


pound. 
Growers approved marketing 


quotas for the 1959 crops of up- 
lend and extra long staple cot- 
ton in referendums on Dec. 15, 
po5s. 

When cotton marketing quotas 
are in effect, a farmer who does 
hot comply with the cotton acre- 
age allotment established for his 
farm, is subject to a penalty on 
his farm marketing excess. The 
eotton crop from the farm is also 
ineligible for price support under 
Commodity Credit Corporation 
programs.

Of Representatives

In recessing the regular session, 
there are approximately 60 bills 
left remaining on the calendar to 
be voted on when the regular ses- 
sion starts again in August. No 
controversial bills have been passed 
since the last report other than 
the bill which would abolish the 
State Board of Pensions and Sec- 
vrity and provide for the appoint- 
ment of a commissioner of the de- 
partment by the Governor. After 
lengthy debate this measure in- 
definitely postponed by a vote of 
52 to 30 

One of the most controversial 
bills yet to come, that will be on 
the calendar, provides for Super- 
numerary Circuit Solicitors, and 
creates retirement for certain Cir- 
cuit Solicitors after a period of 
service. It is predicted this mea- 
sure will have rough sledding in 
both Houses. 

GOVERNOR ADDRESSES FIRST 
DAY OF SPECIAL SESSION 

The Governor issued the call for 
the special session for one pur- 
pose, that is, “Providing legislation 
to meet the existing emergency in 
education.” In the address he re- 
minded the legislators of the plight 


of our schools and emphasized 
again the need for additional 
funds. 


The Governor recommended the

MONTGOMERY, Nearly a hun- 
dred new and expanding industries 
in the first six months of 1959 
have announced plans to invest 
more than $23 million in Alabama 
plants, Jack C. Warner, president 
of the Alabama State Chamber of 
Commerce said in Montgomery 
yesterday. “There are 93 new ex- 
pending plants included on the 
list.” 


Forty three are brand new in- 
dustries, while 50 are expansions 
of existing plants. These new and 
expanding industries will provide 
than 5,000 additional jobs 
for Alsabamians when all an 
nounced plans are finished and 
the units are in full operation 

A variety of products ranging 
from electric steel furnaces to 
frozen crab meat are in the list 
az items planned by the new and 
expanding firms. 

These 93 new and expanding in- 
dustries are scattered in 37 of 
Alabama's 67 counties and are in 
51 different cities. The $23,161, 280 
does not represent any State or 
Federal expenditures in Alabama 
so far in 1959 since only invest- 
ment by private capital is included.

F YOU had to select only one 
lure from your tackle box 
for the next fishing expedition, 
how long would it take you to 
make the decision? Chances are,

They will 
further argue that no one type of 
lure (popper, medium runner, 
deep runner) is best for fishing 
year round, in all types of weath- 
er and all types of water. 

And yet, it is not necessary, 45 
is true in many instances, for a 
beit caster or spin fisherman to 
carry a stock of lures that rivals 
the selections at the local sporting 
goods store. One or two lures of 
the various types is sufficient for 
any fishing trip, and the selection 
of these lures should be easy if 
the angler is even slightly ta- 
miliar with the territory he in- 
tends to fish. 


Quite often, the best lure at a 
given time is one that resembles 
natural fish foods of the area. 
Some anglers will take the first 
fish they catch and cut him open 
to see what he has been feeding 
on. The contents of his stomach 
will tell whether he has been 
feeding on the bottom er the top 
of the water—and accordingly 
what type of lure will get to the 
area where the fish are feeding. 

Sometimes the first lure select- 
éd will produce strikes and fish. 
Other times, the angler must ex- 
periment. It's best to give a lure 
ample opportunity to prove itself, 
yet not stick to on. for too long. 
Almost any lure, if fished long 
enough, hard enough, will pro- 
| duce a strike or a fish.

‘On County 
Highways 


By James L. Ray, 
County Engineer 


The County Highway Depart- 
menc has just compieted 7.3 miles 
of new pavement in the Calera 
area. The type surface is known 
as a double bituminous surface 
treatment. This new paved high- 
way connects Calera on the west 
side and extends into the Dry 
Valley Area connecting Chilton 
County in three places and mak- 
ing connections with State High- 
ways 25 and 155. 

The County was fortunate in 
obtaining an excellent Contractor 
for the placing of bituminous 
treatments for this summer. This 
is the one phase of County con- 
struction that the County High- 
way Department does not perform 
| with its own forces, The intense 
competition for bituminous work 
so far precludes the possibility of 
the County being able to effect 
‘savings in this particular field. 
The County still has approx. 20 
miles of resurfacing to be done 
/and 23 miles of new highways to 
pave before October of this year. 

Construction is on schedule for 
the. US 280 to Dunnavant County 
‘Highway and the Fungo County 
Road near Pelham. The recent ad- 
dition of new and larger equip- 
ment to the County Construction 
Units has greatly bolstered their 
ability to move more excavation at 
an accelerated rate, and at. less 
}eost per cubic yard, The above 
| mentioned addition of equipment 
has almost doubled the earth mov- 
ing capacity of the two County 
Construction Units.

The story said that a big mag-! 


nesium plant would be built at 
Selma, to become the second com- 
mercial producer of magnesium in 
the United States. This first an- 
nouncement stated that the 
plant would have a rated annual 
production capacity of 10,000 tons 
of high purity magnesium. 

Alabama Dolomite Raw Material 

The process to be used in the 
plant, it was announced, would be 
the ferrosilicon reduction process, 
using silicon as a reducing agent, 
reacted in the form of ferrosilicon 
with magnesium oxide obtained 
from burnt dolomite rock. The 
raw material for this process is 
Alabama dolomite. 

The reok occurs in Alabama in 
substantial quantities. Alabama 
Metallurgical Corporation (Ala- 
met) has acquired 58 acres of rich 
dolomite deposits in Shelby Coun- 
ty, near’ Montevallo, The raw 
material for Alamet’s ‘Selma plant 
will be quarried at this Shelby 
site. According to L. G. White, 
President, the potential supply is 
unlimited. 


Climate and Water Factors 


Other factors influencing the 
choice of the Selma site, in ad- 
dition to.the proximity of raw 
“materials, included , Alabama’s 
year-round mild climate, low-cost 
fuel and power, and labor avail- 
ability, plus the Alabama River, 
which will one day be navigable to 
the plant site. 

The Selma..and..Dallas..County 
Chamber of Commerce was active 
in the effort to secure this new 
industry, Alabama Power Com- 
pany assisted %: the research and 
the actual location of the plant. 

It was not until October, 1958, 
that actual groundbreaking for 
the plant was announced to take 
place in November.

Magnesium Importance Increases 


Magnesium is one of the light- 
est of metals, weighing a third 
less than aluminum. It is exten- 
sively used in the production of 
missiles for the defense program. 
It is also important as an alloy 
to give strength to other metals. 
use of magnesium for structural 
purposes has been increasing 
steadily over the last 25 years. 

Although the plant will not be- 
gin operations until fall, possible 
expansion of the plant is already 
under consideration. Selmians also 
expect other industries to locate 
in the area to be near this new 
source of supply for magnesium. 

Alabama Metallurgical Corpo- 
ration is another of the major in- 
dustrial plans which have chosen 
riverside sites in Alabama within 
the last few years, finding in 
water-rich Alabama the site re- 
quirements which they needed,

The new law continues for an- 
other year the excise rates origin- 


ally imposed in 1951 on distilled | 


spirits, cigarettes, passenger cars 
and automobile accessories. It will 
thus prevent the government from 
losing approximately three bill- 
ion dollars in annual revenues. 
The extension law contains some 
tax reductions, however. It re- 


' duces from 10 per cent the tax on 


passenger transportation and re- 
peals the levy on local telephone 
service. Both these provisiqns will 


| go into effect on July 1, 1960. 


GI HOUSING LOANS 


The President also signed into 
law last week a bill to increase 
the maximum interest rate on GI 
losns from the present 4% per 
cent to 5% per cent. The increased 
ceiling is expected to stimulate the 
availability of guaranteed loans-to 
veterans. In recent years, the 
loan program has almost reach- 
ed a standstill since private lend- 
ing institutions have preferred to 
invest their funds elsewhere rather 
than lend to veterans at the pre- 
vious interest rate of 4% per cent. 

The law also authorizes an addi- 
tional $100 million for the direct 
housing loan program Under this 
program, government loans are 
made to veterans residing in small 
or rural areas where private cap- 
ital is not available for the financ- 
ing of guaranteed home loans. 
This feature of the legislation had 
been opposed by the President.

CROP LOANS LIMITED 


A compromise appropriation bill 
for the Department of Agriculture, 
approved by Congress and sent to 
the White House last week, con- 
tains modified restrictions on the 
amount of price support loans 
available to any one farmer. It 
limits to $50,000 loans to any per- 
son on the 1960 production of any 
one surplus crop, unless the per- 
son ggrees either to reduce the 
following year’s production up to 
| 20 per cent or repay the amount 


in excess of $50,000 within a speci- 


| fied period. Before a compromise 
was reached on the legislation, 
|the Senate had endorsed a pro- 
vision limiting the total of price 
support loans on all crops com- 
bined to $50,000 per farmer. 
According to the liberalized pro- 
vision in the final bill, however, a 
large farm can obtain loans of up 
to $50,000 on each price-support- 
ed crop planted on it. 

The appropriation measure as 
sent to the President contains al- 
most four billion dollars for op- 
erating the Department of Agri- 
culture and the Commodity Credit 
Corporation during fiscal year 
1960. The total is $110 million less 
than the amount requested by the 
Administration.

who first returned from exile did 
the same. 

But when Ezra and Nehemiah 
came to direct the affairs at and 
near Jerusalem, they forbade the 
marriage of Jews with other peo- 
ples and even went so far as to 
compel the Jewish men who had 
taken alien wives to give them up, 
also the children who had been 
born to them of alien wives. It 
was a heartless edict, but Ezra 
and Nehemiah tried to enforce it 
to the letter, 

It is believed that the Book of 
Ruth was written about this time 
to show that even alien wives 
could bless and had blessed the 
Jews tremendously. 

The fact that the authenticity 
of this book has not been ques- 
tioned and that it is a part of all 
versions of the Scriptures shows 
to what extent the principle of 
“good in all peoples and God’s 
biesssing for all people” has been’ 
accepted even by the Jews.

Quite often, this fellow will 

up at the general store or sport 
ing goods shop with a limit catch, 
ed just at the time everybody else is 
fussing about the fact that they 
just ‘‘ain’t biting.” 

Some pass it off as “luck,” but 
there is little luck involved. Any- 
body can get lucky, of course, and 
by being in the right place, at the 
right time, with the proper bait, 
“load the boat” with fish. But the 
fellow who does it consistently, in 
all types of weather and under all 
conditions has something more on 
his side than luck. 

His first asset, probably, is a 
thorough knowledge of the water 
he fishes. He knows where the fish 
will be when the water tempera- 
ture is a certain degree, or where 
they will feed when the water ig 
rising or falling. . 

The expert angier catches fish 
because he knews where to fish— 
or, if he happens to be in strange 
waters, he “scouts around” until 
he finds the right spot. Fish aren’t 
everywhere in a lake or stream, 
especially if it ts a big body of 
water. The trick is to find them. 

An outboard motor is essential 
when fishing big water.

N estimated 124 million individ- 
ual policyholders of life in- 
surance combined to amass the 
greatest bulwark of family finan- 
cial protection on record in this 
country, some $550,000,000,000 of 
life insurance protection in force 
at the start of this year. About 90 
per cent of this amount, an ag- 
gregate of $494,000,000,000, was 
written by the legal reserve life 
insurance companies on their 
112,000,000 U.S. policy holders. The 
remainder includes life insurance 
in force with fraternal and assess- 
ment organizations, savings banks 
and U.S. servicemen’s insurance. 
This highlighted the statistical 
record of life insurance in the 
United States, reported in the 1959 
Life Insurance Fact book. 

The role of the American family 
in life insurance ownership is em- 
phasized. Insured American fam- 
ilies boosted their average owner- 
ship of life insurance to abovt 
$11,000 per family last year, an all- 
time high. The substantial in- 
crease in averagé ownership was 
the result of 1958 record purchases 
of $66,800,000,000, slightly more 
than the year before. Nearly 
‘three-fourths of this amount repre- 
sented ordinary life insurance pro-

families. It was noted that new 
policy features and recent markct- 
ing developments such as the 
family plan policy and discounts 
on larger policy purchases have 
contributed to the record pur- 
chases. 

The fact book reports a year's 
decrease of $2.1 billion in the 
amount of new group life insur- 
ance written in 1958 and indicates 
that this is due to two factors: a 
reflection of economic conditions 
and a narrowing of the market for 
group life insurance since a ma- 
jority of the larger business and 
industrial concerns had contracted 
for such programs in previous 
years, However, total life insur- 
ance in force at year-end 1958 was 
8 per cent over the year before. It 
was reported that over one-half of 
the nation’s civilian non-agricul- 
tural work force had group life 
insurance protection last year. 

Life insurance benefit payments 
in 1958 continued their annual rise 
with $7,200,000,000 paid to Ameri- 
can families through life insurance 
and annuity programs. Close to 
60 per cent of this total repre- 
sented “‘living’’ benefits paid to 
policyholders themselves.

Records show that some 450 select 4-H Club boys and assistant county agents 
have attended the annual state 4-H Fish and Wildlife Camp since its beginning 
a few years ago. In fact, some of the first graduates of this camp are now com- 
pleting their college work, and a few have chosen the wildlife field as a career. 

The first camp was held seven years ago when the Federal Cartridge Corp- 
oration offered financial assistance for a conservation short course. Although we 
started small, we thought big, and today we think we are conducting the best 
youth camp in the nation. 

During the past six years we have enlarged our program and increased en- 
rollment. Camp sites where we've left-our mark are Grist, Rotary, and Grand- 
view. Now we have established something of a semi-permanent home at Camp 
Tukabatchee near Prattville. This site is ideal with a modern rifle range; lake 
for supervised swimming, boat safety instruction, and casting; and plenty of wooded 
area for trapping.

Each camper serves his own plate, and believe me, 
he leaves it clean. 


Now you might ask what the camp is really like? 
First of all, it is not a loafing place for convalescents. 
Members get up at 6:45 a. m. and attend outdoor in- 
struction classes. After a good lunch all campers en- 
joy a short rest period before continuing classes. From 
5:00 to 6:00 p. m., carefully supervised swimming is 
the order. (Those who fail to follow the senior life- 
guard’s instructions to the letter are sent to their 
cabins. ) . 

Following the evening meal there is more classroom 
instruction. And the final touch for the day is a 
movie on game or fish management. Remember, the 
theme throughout the wildlife camp is wildlife con- 
servation—the wise use of our natural resources. Most 
of what the boys and agents learn in camp is seldom 
ever taught in schools or colleges. 


Here are a few of the subjects on which the campers 
receive instruction: snake identification; trapping pred- 
ators and furbearers; rifle practice and firearm safety; 
fly, bait, and spin casting; boat safety; fly tying; 
identification of valuable wildlife trees; fishpond con- 
struction and management; and game management 


on the farm. And finally, at the end of the camp a 
written examination is given, and awards are made 
to outstanding students. Not only do the clubsters 
receive valuable training, but they are able to assist

Pork Meat Is Tender 
Due To Early Finish Age

AVE you ever eaten a really tough piece 
of pork? 

Before answering, recall that no piece of 
meat should be tough if it’s properly prepar- 
ed. At any rate, the percentage of pork cuts 
that would classify as tough is relatively small 
and for good reasons. Unlike some other 
sources of red meat, pigs reach desirable 
finish at around the tender age of six months: 
They are usually given a nutritious pig-start- 
ing ration when they are six or seven days 
old. They remain on this ration and their 
mother’s milk for six to eight weeks. Then 
they are given a well balanced ration con- 
taining all the energy, minerals, vitamins, pro- 
teins needed for fast growth and develop- 
ment. 


These valuable food nutrients are effective- 
ly converted into delicious, tender pork chops, 
roasts, and center cuts of ham. The same 
cuts from older animals that would ordinarily 
be tough usually go into various kinds of sau- 
sages or luncheon meats. No other meat ani- 
mal, with the possible exception of lamb, pro- 
duces such a uniformly tender and flavorsome 
meat at such an early age as the pig. 


Pork is one of our most versatile meats, 
menu-wise as well as in the numerous ways 
it can be handled and its quality preserved. 
In the old days pork was used either fresh, 
canned, or cured. These three methods are 
still very prominent in processing and mer- 
chandising pork. And with present freezing 
facilities at our finger tips, pork can be pro- 
cessed throughout the year. 


Storing by freezing is the modern way of 
maintaining the quality of fresh pork for sev- 
eral months. However, we have learned 
through unhappy experiences that pork fla- 
vor changes when frozen for over eight 
months. US Department of Agriculture scien- 
tists are studying the reaction that takes place 
between air and pork fat. They hope to dis- 
cover factors contributing to rancidity and 
off-flavor occurring in pork when stored for 
longer than six to eight months. 


In, the meantime you can do some things 
that will. make it possible to maintain the 
taste and quality of pork when processing it 
for the freezer. First, trim as much of the 
exterior fat off the pork as possible, still 
maintaining a desirable cut. Second, make 
sure you have a good, tight wrap on the meat 
to exclude all the air from the package. 
Freeze and store the pork at zero’ C. or low- 
er.

Multiple Farrowing System Tried In Pike

H°s production in a multiple farrowing 
system can add up to a sizeable number 
of animals going to market each month. 


For example, 72 sows on the multiple 
system would be handled by the following 
procedure: During each month 12 sows would 
be bred, 12 would farrow, and pigs from 12 
would be sold. With a minimum of eight 
pigs raised per litter, the producer would 
have 96 hogs going to market each month, 
or 1152 each year. 


That’s the way it’s figured on paper, but 
the real figures add up in the hog lot where 
the success of any hog production system de- 
pends on the soundness of the producer’s 
management program. 

The multiple system is being used on the 
B. L. Sanders’ farm in Pike County. Sanders 
and his two sons, W. O. and Lamar, are in 
business together. B. L. operates the gin 
and connecting business, Lamar handles the 
livestock and auction barn in Luverne, and 
W. O. is in charge of-the farm and hog op- 
erations. 

W. O. says he grew up in the hog business 
and has been selling market hogs all along 
from his commercial herd. He has 26 sows in 
this herd and has averaged raising just over 
eight pigs per litter—a good average, espe- 
cially since the mothers were all gilts, says 
County Agent H. J. Carter. W. O. is continu- 
ing to expand his commercial herd with a 
goal of 36 crossbred sows, points out the 
agent. These sows are being bred to pure- 
bred boars for three- and four-way crosses. 

Sows of the commercial herd are being 
handled through 13 Pigaloos. This farrow- 
ing facility serves the same purpose as the 
farrowing pen and can be very successful, if 
handled properly, declares Sanders. 

To expand his business, Sanders started 
last summer making plans for a purebred 
herd. His goal here is also 36 brood sows 
plus replacement gilts, and already he has

27 sows and gilts toward this number. Twelve 
of these are from certified breeding, and he 
has a purebred boar from certified mating. 
His purebred herd will meet production reg- 
istry and meat certification standards. 

All sows are being handled the same way. 


The herd is broken down into 12-sow units 
with sows in each group sharing a two-acre 
pasture of Starr millet during the summer 
and oats in winter. Gilts are kept in one large 
pasture by themselves. And, of course, the 
boars have their individual living quarters. 

To properly manage the purebred sows, 
Sanders is building a 12-unit farrowing house 
equipped with farrowing jackets, heat lamps, 
automatic waterers and feeders, and other 
conveniences. Located near the farrowing 
facilities is a wash rack for bathing the sow 
before she enters the maternity quarters. This 
sanitation practice prevents infesting the new 
born pigs with worms or other parasites that 
might be spread through eggs clinging to the 
mother’s body when she enters the farrowing 
jacket. 

When the little pigs are born, Sanders is 
on hand to clean and place them under the 
heat lamps away from their mothers. This 
one practice is of vital importance to the hog 
producer, because it is at this stage poor man-

hog program. Also, the Pike County farmer is using 
a purebred boar with a herd of crossbred sows. His 
goal is some 100 market hogs each month during the 
year. 


agers lose the biggest percentage of their 
animals. 


At two to four days old the baby porkers 
receive a shot of iron solution to prevent 
anemia. Male pigs are castrated at one week 
of age and all are given cholera shots at five 
weeks. Worm treatment comes at the age of 
eight weeks. 


When the pigs leave the farrowing pens at 
six weeks, they are transported by wagon to 
the feeding parlor. This 30- by 60-foot par- 
lor is divided into three sections to allow 
grouping of animals by size and to make man- 
agement jobs easier. Sanders is adding an- 
other feeding parlor of the same size to take 
care of his expanding market hog program. 

High level antibiotics are fed to the pigs 
when they enter the feeding area. Feeding 
of antibiotics is gradually reduced to a very 
low level by the time the animals are sold. 
Home-grown feed makes up the biggest. por- 
tion of the ration. And Sanders does his own 
mixing by purchasing needed supplement to 
yo with the corn. 

Following this system, the producer has the 
animals on the market in five months weigh- 
ing 200 pounds and over, “It’s a full-time 
job for one man,” says Sanders. 

The Goshen Rt, 1 farmer also produces pea- 
nuts and cotton.

Cullman Farmer Turns To Beef, Hogs and Hens

S* CE 1949 H. G. Higgins of Cullman Coun- 
ty has “tailor made” his 310-acre farm 
into one of livestock production. 

When the Holly Pond Rt. 2 producer came 
back to his old home place in 1945, most of 
the land was in cotton. He continued to pro- 
duce the crop for a short time before poor 
weather and other factors discouraged him. 
It was then that he began thinking along the 
lines of cattle production. One of his big 
reasons for going to livestock was the fact 
that some of his neighbors who had borrowed 
money from him repaid the debt with cattle. 


Builds Brood Cow Herd 


With a start of 30 head of native cattle, 
Higgins bought a registered bull for upgrad- 
ing the herd. He saved the best heifers for 
herd expansion. Then, between 19538 and 
1955 the Unit Test Demonstration farmer 
bought 33 high quality animals to add to the 
original herd. And by continuing good breed- 
ing and management practices, Higgins has 
built the herd to 60 brood cows with inten- 
tions of expanding to 100 sometime in the 
future. 

“T think I have a pretty good herd of cat- 
tle,” Higgins told County Agent Grady Pink-

could find and changed them often enough 
to prevent inbreeding.” 

While the herd was increasing the Brook- 
lyn community farmer was keeping his pas- 
ture acreage in pace with expansion. Each 
year he cut down on the number of acres 
planted to cotton and absorbed it with graz- 
ing land. Now he has only 10 acres of cotton 
and over 225 acres of pasture, which is made 
up of rescue, clovers, fescue, and bahia grass. 

Too, Higgins has 12 acres of corn and 20 
acres of oats for livestock feed. “On all my 
crops I try to get the most out of them with- 
out injuring the stand,” commented the UTD 
farmer, “I have my grazing land cross-fenc- 
ed into eight plots. This way the animals can 
be rotated from one area to another and ful- 
ly utilize the grass without overgrazing. Al- 
so, I am planning to build a combination hay 
shed-cattle barn to further cut down on 
waste.” 


Crossbreeds For Thrifty Pigs 


In addition to beef cattle, Higgins has a 
20-brood sow operation from which he is av- 
eraging about eight raised pigs per litter. 
Most of these animals are now crossed with 
a Landrace boar, but the gilts from these sows 
will be bred to a Duroc or Hampshire male. 
By following this method of crossbreeding, 
the Cullman producer figures to get bigger, 
stronger litters of fast growing pigs.

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Higgins is also a believer in providing the 
best for the little porkers from the time they 
are bornzuntil they are sold. He has a six- 
stall farrowing house equip with heat 
lamps and an automatic watering system for 
their comfort and safety. And from the time 
they leave the farrowing house until they go 
to the feed lot for topping out, they have ac- 
cess to lush grazing. Once the pigs reach the 
concrete feed lot, they are finished on bought 
feed. 


Adds Laying Hens 


Although a livestock operation of 60 beef 
cattle and 20 sows would keep most farmers 
hopping, Higgins decided to include broilers 
in his farm plan. In the spring of 1958 he 
built three 1,000-capacity houses and stock- 
ed them with birds. By building the houses 
himself, with some help from farm laborers, 
he managed to cut the cost of each unit to 
about $5,000 including lights and automatic 
waterers and feeders. 

During the period broilers have been grown 
in the houses, Higgins has turned out seven 
batches. The profit from the sale of the 
birds is split 50-50 with a farmer on his place 
who manages them for him. “I figure the 
birds will pay for the houses and equipment 
in about three years,” Higgins said, “plus 


furnishing me with $1800 to $2,000 worth of 
poultry house litter for grazing land.”

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National Farm Safety Week July 19-25 


Nae Farm Safety Week will be 

observed throughout the nation July 
19 through the 25, 

“The purpose of setting this week 
aside is to reduce the tragic farm acci- 
dent toll by urging every farm family to 
adopt safe practices of living, working, 
and playing throughout the year,” de- 
clares API Extension Director Dr. E. T. 
York, Jr. 

He says that nowhere is the problem 
of safety more important than on the 
farm. One-fourth of all on-the-job 
deaths occur in agricuJture. One-fourth 
of all home accidental deaths occur in 
farm homes. Some 15,000 farm people 
lose their lives in accidents each year, 
he adds. And the seriousness of the situ- 
ation is further emphasized by the fact 
that less than one-fourth of our total 
population lives on farms. 

In addition to deaths, reveals Dr. York, 
1,300,000 farm people are injured in 
rural accidents each year. The time lost 
resulting from these accidents is estimat- 
ed at enough to produce the nation’s 
wheatcrop. Therefore, the cost of farm 
accidents runs into hundreds of millions 
of dollars each year, not to mention the 
suffering and unhappiness involved. 

Now, you might ask—why are acci- 
dents so prevalent on farms and in farm 
homes. Because of the very wide range 
of the farmer’s activities and conditions 
under which he must work. He must be 
a “jack-of-all-trades” and, facing the 
risks of each, he must be a carpenter, 
mechanic, painter, and blacksmith and 
be skilled in many other lines. He rare- 
ly gets the.training nor is he taught the 
respect for tools and machinery that is 
drilled into workers in some special 
fields. He is also forced to work in ex- 
tremes of light, temperature, and 
weather, not in a well-heated and light- 
ed factory operated under the guidance 
of a safety engineer. 

So, farm people must live and work 
among the uncertainties of kicking 
mules, balky tractors, explosives, poi- 
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sons, falling trees, vicious bulls, and 
lightning, to name only a few of the 
hazards. 

What hazards are responsible for most 
of the farm accidents? Much study has 
been given to farm accidents, to which 
hazard is the most important, which is 
next, and so on. These studies reveal 
that, while the exact order varies a lit- 
tle from year to year, there are only 12 


types of accidents that account for over 


90 percent of all deaths and serious in- 
juries to farm people. They are falls, 
burns, machinery, animals, firearms, au- 
tomobiles, excessive heat, lightning, me- 
chanical suffocation, falling trees, 
drowning, and poisoning. More than one- 
half of all fatal farm accidents are due 
to falls and burns. 

People who have worked on the prob- 
lem. of farm safety believe that the ma- 
jority of farm accidents and fires would 
be prevented if every farm family could 
be induced to put into effect the follow- 
ing simple, three-point safety program: 

1. Learn to recognize and hunt out 
accident and fire hazards on the farm 
and in the farm home. 

2. Correct and remove those hazards 
that you can. 

83. Learn to live, play, and work safe- 
ly with those hazards that cannot be im- 
mediately corrected or removed. 

The goal to be attained through ob- 
servance of National Farm Safety Week 
is to have every farm family take time 
out during the week to discuss and plan 
how they can work, play, and live safely.

Agents’ Reports Show Forest Management Improving

OGS, pulpwood, piling, poles, crude gum, 
mine props, cross ties, or whatever you 
need—the Alabama farmer has it. Perhaps 
his woodlands are not quite as well manag- 
ed as those owned by industry and federal 
government, but he is learning fast. He is 
now conscious of the value of his timber and 
how fast he can grow it. 

A U.S. Forest Service report for 1945 show- 
ed only two percent of our southern farmers 
managing their woodlands correctly. Ac- 
cording to the county agricultural agents’ an- 
nual reports for 1958, 18 percent of our farm- 
ers in North Alabama, admittedly our lowest 
producing timber area, are now cutting their 
timber correctly. In southeast Alabama, 32 
percent are following good cutting practices. 
In north central Alabama, 41 percent, and 
in southwest Alabama, recognized as the best 
timber growing section of the United States, 
a whopping 58 percent of our farm woodland 
owners are following acceptable forest man- 
agement practices. County agents’ estimates 
show that 36 percent of our 
farmers are doing a good 
job. This nearly coincides 
with a recent U. S. Forest 
Service estimate of 34 per- 
cent. 

This great change in at- 
titude, phenomenal for such 
a short time, shows that the 
Alabama farmer will grow 
anything if he can make a 
profit. And this fact refutes 
the often repeated statement 
that, farmers are mismanaging their wood- 
lands on all sides. 


Farmers are disproving another frequently 
repeated rumor that they are selling out to 
wood-using industries. According to recent 
statistics, the reverse is true. Between 1945 
and 1953, a period regarded by many as a 
high land acquisition period for our paper 
companies, farmers and other small woodland 
owners increased their total acreage by 855,- 
000 acres. That was more than double the 
increase in paper company holdings of 329,- 
000 acres for the same period. Woodland 
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acres in small ownerships of 5,000 acres or 


Social Security Facts 


Some self-employed farmers are failing to re- 
port their earnings and pay the social security 
tax every year. In some cases, the farmer thinks 
he can report earnings for back years at any 
time in the future and get social security credit 
for those earnings. Some other farmers think 
it will only be necessary to report earnings for 
the years when they near retirement age. . . All 
of these farmers are wrong. 

If a self-employed farmer does not file a re- 
port of his farm income within three years, three 
months, and 15 days after the end of the year 
in which it was earned, credit for those earnings 
is lost entirely. 

Payments to the self-employed farmer and his 
dependents are based on all of his reported earn- 
ings after 1954, and will be reduced if earnings 
for some years are not credited to his social 
security account. Failure to report earnings and 
pay the social security tax can result in the 
farmer losing his social security insured status. 
If this. happens and he dies, his dependent sur- 
vivors would not be eligible for survivors’ pay- 
ments, 
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less increased by 1,478,000 acres to a total 
of over 14,601,000. Acreage in small owner- 
ships increased nearly as much in eight years 
as the total woodland ownership of all pulp 


company lands in Alabama. \Farmers are 
holding their land, managing timber acreage 
better, and buying up a few acres all along 
to increase their woodland bank account. 
Contrary to the opinion that wood-using in- 
dustries are gobbling up all the land to be- 
come self-sufficient, we find them taking an 
increasingly active part in promoting good 
forestry on farm woodlands. Some of our 
Alabama sawmillers now have programs in 
which they provide free management and 
marketing advice to farmers. Many of our 
paper companies and pulpwood dealers have 
conservation foresters, free pulpwood mark- 
ing service, free forest management advice, 
free tree planting advice, and many other as- 
sistances for small woodland owners. Our 
wood-using industries know. that a big per- 
centage of the raw materials which they re- 
quire come from farm woodlands. Farmers 
realize that without markets for their wood 
products, there would be no profit in grow- 
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ing them. 

The improved relationship which now ex- 
ists between industry and farmers is worth 
many times the small outlay in friendliness 
on the part of each group. The evident in- 
terest in farmers’ problems shown by the in- 
dustry in recent years has been a big factor 
in improving these relations. 

County agents’ forestry demonstration pro- 
grams and the Extension Service 4-H forestry 
work have helped promote farm woodland 
management to a higher plane in recent years. 
Four-H boys have forestry projects ranging 
from the planting of a few hundred trees 
through the managing and marketing of all 
of the woodland and wood products on the 
farm. There were over 5,000 such forestry 
projects in Alabama last year. Four-H Club 
boys annually plant over a million pine trees. 
In addition to improving woodlands, these 
planted trees also increase the realization of 
the damage caused by fire. 

Alabama’s farm woodland owners and 
wood-using industries have helped each other. 
Were’ it not so, neither group would have 
progressed to its present economic position.

Crowded Young Pines Are Forest Problem 


ROWDED young pines are one of the 

problems of forest management for 

which a satisfactory answer can seldom be 
given. 

According to API Extension Forester Ike 
Martin, this problem deals with young pines 
two to four inches in diameter. With an 
abundant seed supply and favorable ground 
conditions, 25,000 or more young pines may 
be found on one acre. Since Martin recom- 
mends approximately 700 per acre, more 
than this number will only grow more slowly 
and the smaller trees will gradually be crowd- 
ed out. Dead saplings represent volume that 
is not saleable and this volume of wood is 
lost, says the specialist. 

From a forestry standpoint these areas 
should be thinned to about 500 to 700 trees 
per acre. However, any thinning done is 
strictly an investment unless the wood can be 
used for treated fence posts or fuel. “This 
often makes thinning of such an area too 
expensive,” says Martin, “unless the owner 


can afford to invest in the thinning operation . 
and wait to get his money back through in- 
creased growth on the remaining pines. If 
he can’t he must wait for the pines to thin 
themselves and take the resulting slow 
growth as part of the deal.” 

Martin reports that the Agricultural Con- 
servation Program has a thinning practice set 
up in most counties to assist with the cost of 
this non-commercial thinning. The specialist 
recommends that the owners of thick stands 
of young pines should make every effort to 
get the job done iff ACP help can be obtain- 
ed. The resulting increase in growth from 
such a thinning operation will pay well in 
the future. 


Law requires the self-employed farmer, hav- 
ing a net income of at least $400 a year from 
his farming operations, to file a report of this 
income and pay the social security tax due. He 
will be subject to penalties and interest if he 
fails to make a report and pay the taxes. 
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Price-Wise Cattle in the Lead 


Cattle are marching in first place in the present 
farm price parade. Lately, cattle prices have been 
at 100 percent of parity or more—and without the 
benefit of price supports, production controls, mar- 
keting quotas, direct payments, or export subsidies. 

This high standing was not achieved by small 
marketings. Beef output in February and ‘March 
of this year was equal to that of the same period 
in 1958. And in 1958 there was enough beef pro- 
duced to allow 80 pounds for every person in the 
country. This amount was five pounds more per 
person than the 10-year average based on the years 
from 1949 to 1958. That average is the largest on 
record. 


Things To Do In July 

Handed down to us for generations, July lay-by 
time is the period when we ease up from two months 
of the hardest field work of the year. We take 
time to visit around, attend revival meetings, eat 
watermelon, keep cool, and in other words, enjoy 
the most varied and interesting activities of the 
year. 

But July is also a time for realistic planning of 
other work, particularly in the field of marketing. 
Here are a few important things that need your 
attention now. 


Eggs. Bring new pullets into production for the 
better egg prices in the months ahead. The next 
several weeks will be the best time of the year to 
negotiate for egg markets. The time to arrange 
sales of any commodity is in the period when it 
is most needed. If you will see to it that your out- 
let has a steady supply of eggs from now until the 
end of the year, you will be more apt to have a 
satisfactory marKet for the first half of next year 
when egg supplies are more abundant and prices 
are low. 


Milk. Negotiating for a fluid milk market should 
be done between now and the time the schools open. 
The milk supply is usually lowest in the fall, and 
the demand is highest. Supplying your market with 
the milk it needs at that time will put you in the 
strongest position for satisfactory markets during 
the spring. 


Price Support Rates. Be sure you understand

the price support program for cotton, corn, and 
other crops to which support rates apply. Know 
the grade requirements and the premiums and dis- 
counts for different grades and quality levels of 
the product you have for sale. 


Seed Crops. Make arrangements now for mar- 
keting any seed harvested last spring that your 
dealer or other producers will buy for seeding this 
fall. Be sure that seed are tested, free of insect 
damage, certified, bagged, and ready for market. 
This is also the time to buy any seed, fertilizers, 
lime, and other materials you will need. 


Annual Meetings. Most farmer cooperatives hold 
their annual meetings in July. You may be a mem- 
ber of several cooperatives through which you pur- 
chase supplies, sell your products, or obtain needed 
services. The annual meeting will probably be the 
most important business meeting you will have a 
chance to attend during the year. Remember, the 
best satisfied member is the one who knows what 
is going on, helps plan new services as they are | 
needed, and takes advantage of all the savings, in- 
creased earnings, and needed services his business 
organization offers him. 


Beef Cattle. This month usually marks the close 
of our best cattle marketing period. Any calves 
dropped last fall that have not already been sold 
should be marketed now unless you expect to car- 
ry them over for grazing, feeding, and finishing to 
heavier weights and higher grades for sale next 
spring. 


Hogs. You should also finish marketing slaugh- 
ter hogs from the early spring pig crop. Hog prices 
usually begin declining in the late summer and fall 
as the supply of hogs from the Corn Belt builds up. 


Broilers. Broiler producers have been through 
a pretty tight squeeze with high production and low 
prices during most of last year. But if you expect 
to stay in the broiler business, then stay in. You 
can’t guess the market. If you get out, you may do 
so at a time when chick placements are down gen- 
erally, and prices may be higher later when you 
have none to sell. Also, it is much easier to stay 
in than it is to get back in, once you have gotten 
out.

BOUT five weeks ago I walked across a 
field of alfalfa in Lamar County. And 
what County Agent Haskell Lumpkin told 
me about this particular field opened my eyes 
to the real value of this crop. 

Such grazing is, without doubt, the profit 
end of a hog production program. Lumpkin 
said that owner Murray Jackson topped out 
80 hogs on the four-acre plot last winter. 
Jackson figures he cut his feed bill in half 
by having the alfalfa patch for the hogs to 
graze. Besides, he cut 16 tons of hay from 
the four acres during three cuttings. “I 
would have got four cuttings 
if I had not grazed the area,” 
said Jackson. 

Just sure-fire proof that 
good, sound management 
keeps you writing with black 
ink in your profit or loss 
ledger. 


GOVERNMENT SUBSI- 
DIES. You hear a lot of talk* 
about subsidies, and the av- 
erage man-on-the-street will 
probably tell you that agri- 
cultural businesses get the most government 
subsidies and, at the same time, swear 
through his teeth that he or his business re- 
ceives no subsidy. 

The truth is that agricultural operations 
get the least amount of subsidization and 
business the most. Records of amounts paid 
during a recent year show that agricultural 
subsidies totaled $463 million, business got 
$1041 million. 


PULLET PRODUCTION. The cost of grow- 
ing out pullets varies with the season, says 
D. F. King, API poultry department. During 
the summer it costs about $1.60 to grow a 
pullet to laying age, $1.62 in the spring, $1.73 
in the winter, and $2.11 in the fall. 

The difference between summer and fall 
production costs is 51 cents. That is about 
two and a half cents per dozen eggs laid for 
a hen that produces 20 dozen per year. This 
one item could mean the difference between 
profit or loss. 


FARM SAFETY WEEK. Although we are 
adding to our population at the rate of one 
newborn every 11 seconds, chances are we 
won’t be crowded into standing-room-only for 
many years tocome. Why? Because we are 
killing ourselves off at a rather fast rate, 
too. 

Some 15,000 farm people lose their lives 
in accidents each year. Over a million others 
are injured in rural accidents during the same 
time. In addition to heart-break and much 
suffering, the time loss resulting from these 
accidents is estimated at 25,000,000 man days 
—enough effort to produce the nation’s wheat 
crop. That’s an annual cost of hundreds of 
millions of dollars. 

Take heed of this year’s farm safety week 
—July 19 through 25. Start now making 
every day a safe day for you and yours. 


DEHYDRATED BEEF. An Ohio scientist 
is now working to discover a method of mak- 
ing dehydrated beef both tasty and tender, 
declares Ray Cavender, API Extension Spe- 
cialist. Dehydrated meat weighs about 70 
percent less than normal meat. In tests the 
meat is frozen solid, dehydrated, and then 
canned raw under vacuum. However, since 
water makes the meat tender, dehydration 
causes toughness. Researchers hope to find 
a way to make muscle proteins hold moisture 
during the dehydration process.

Specialist Gives Views On Hos Situation

think it’s beneficial just to stop and take a 


long, close look at ourselves and evaluate 
our farm operations in the light of what we 
should be doing to be on the most efficient 
basis, 

Of course, due to one thing or another, we 
realize that it is often impossible to remold 
our operations into the kind we would like 
to have. On the other hand, we sometimes 
miss an opportunity to work in good practices 
that would cost very little. In the final analy- 
sis it is these little things that spell the dif- 
ference between profit and loss in our enter- 
prises. 

Records show that more and more swine 
producers are putting to work money-making 
practices. This is a must if you are to com- 
pete with other hog producers in Alabama 
and other parts of the country. 

It always does us good to see what other 
folks are doing and get their thinking on mat- 
ters that are of particular interest to us. 
Often times it gives us a boost, particularly 
when we find that we aren’t doing as bad 
as we might have imagined. 

Let’s take a look at Iowa, one of our lead- 
ing hog states, to see what producers there 
are doing about meat-type hog production. 
And let’s get their thinking on the current 
hog price situation. 

An Iowa farm magazine recently took a 
poll of the state’s hog growers in which sev- 
eral pertinent questions relative to the hog 
business were presented. With reference to 
a question on government control of hog pro- 
duction, 22 percent of the producers inter- 
viewed voted for no government supports or 
controls under any circumstances. Seventy- 
eight percent indicated they would like some 
help when light hogs dropped below $12 per 
hundred weight on the Chicago market. 

From this poll it appears that the majority 
of Iowa hog growers feel their operation is 
on a sound enough basis for them to stay in 
the game as long as hogs bring $12 or more 
per hundred weight. 

Is your operation set up so that you can 
do the same? Remember, you—as a hog 
grower—are in competition with these Iowa 
gentlemen. 

In another poll 23 percent of the Iowa hog 
producers interviewed reported that all their 
market hogs would classify as meat-type. 
Only 16 percent reported that none of their 
market hogs would grade meat-type. Ten 
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percent indicated they used backfat probing 
as the basis for selecting gilts and boars for 
replacement breeding stock. This may seem 
like a few, but I would estimate that less than 
one percent of Alabama hog growers are 
using backfat probing as a basis of selecting 
meat-type breeding stock. 


When asked about growing meat-type 
hogs, one Iowa hog grower commented, 
“Some folks think they have meat-type hogs 
when they don’t. And I’ve seen good hogs 
get graded down simply because they went 
to market too early. On the other hand, even 
a good meat-type hog can’t stand a lot of 
extra weight and still come out a number 
one.” How true—proof that one of our big- 
gest problems in changing to meat-type hog 
production still lies in recognizing what a 
meat-type hog really looks like. 

In this period of changing agriculture we 
can’t operate on the wait and see assumption 
when it comes to putting proved recommen- 
dations into practice. You can bet that your 
competition won’t wait until next year, for 
by that time something new and better will 
be introduced. 


So don’t wait to start improving the quality 
of your hogs until markets all over Alabama 
start heavily discounting your pork because 
of poor quality. Don’t wait to build modern 
farrowing facilities until you have lost enough 
pigs from cold weather, mashing, etc., to pay 
for a good farrowing house. (Purebred breed- 
ers have a wonderful opportunity to improve 
the production ability as well as quality of 
their animals through the Extension Service’s 
on-the-farm testing program.) Don’t wait to 
take advantage of this program until you 
start finding it difficult to sell purebreds on 
the basis of the pedigree alone. Records of 
performance on purebreds are as important 
to commercial livestock operations as the soil 
test is to proper fertility of the soil. 

If you’re depending on your swine opera- 
tion to provide a sizeable share of your in- 
come, you must treat it as a business instead 
of a sideline; otherwise, in the future you 
may be depending on something else for in- 
come and your hogs will be simply a side- 
line—nothing more. 


We can’t keep changes from taking place; ° 


all we can do is try to keep up with them, 
and we’re told that in the futuré we will have 
to run just to stay even. 

Have a look at your competition. Are you 
keeping up with it? Better yet, are you tak- 
ing advantage of all the scientific research 
and knowledge available at your county 
agent’s office?’ Get this information—it will 
help you stay out in front of your competition.

OPERATION SIZE IMPORTANT. Poor 
labor efficiency and low business volume are 
robbing many Alabama farmers of profits. 
In a recent state-wide management study it 
was found that enterprises on many farms 
were not big enough to keep a man busy the 
year around. Neither were land and other 
resources fully utilized. On other farms, too 
many men were employed for the size of the 
operation, resulting in poor labor efficiency. 
On the farms studied, it was found that re- 
turns to labor and management increased as 
volume of business and labor efficiency in- 
creased. This shows the importance of hav- 
ing an economical size operation and using 
labor and machinery to best advantages.

VICTORIA BLIGHT. Oat losses caused by 
attack of Victoria blight disease can be re- 
duced by using a crop rotation of oats, wheat, 
and caley peas. This was shown in prelimi- 
nary results of a disease control-rotation ex- 
periment at the Black Belt Substation. Rota- 
tion is an accessory control method for many 
diseases. \ In some instances it gives the only 
effective control of diseases caused by soil- 
borne pathogens, 


COTTON DEFOLIATION. Application of 
cotton spray defoliants with a broadcast type 
nozzle is effective and practical, according to 
results of Alabama studies. Broadcast type 
nozzles are commonly used for spraying pas- 
tures but have given excellent defoliation in 
four- to five-foot cotton. Good coverage was 
obtained with 20 gallons of solution per acre - 
applied at a pressure of 40 pounds per square 
inch on an eight-row swath. 


HARDWOOD CONTROL. Poisoning hard- 
woods on upland areas where only a few 
pine seedlings are established is not recom- 
mended. Such a treatment simply changes 
the stand composition from large hardwoods 
to small hardwoods. Tests at the Fayette 
Forest Unit indicate that hardwood control 
should not be practiced in stands with less 
than 250 established pine seedlings per acre 
unless planting or direct seeding will follow 
the poisoning,

SOD-SEEDING. Sod-seeding can increase 
the number of days that forage is available 
on sod areas. Alabama tests reveal that cost 
of preparing land is kept at a minimum where 
pastures are sod-seeded. With proper man-’ 
agement, the permanent sod crop can be 
maintained and sod-seeded crops produced. 
A crop of grain can be produced from these 
inter-seeded plantings.

HOUSING CREDIT. About 98 percent of 
the commercial banks in Alabama have made 
mortgage loans since January 1, 1957. Ac- 
cording to replies from 228 Alabama banks, 
80 percent have made loans for homes in 
rural areas. Although commercial banks are 
important in financing rural homes, they ac- 
count for a smaller percentage of total loans 
than in the late 1940’s. Federal Land Bank - 
savings and loan associations, and Farmers 
Home Administration have become more ac- 
tive in rural home financing in recent years.

N the not-too-distant past, when 

the shades of night began to 
fall on lake or stream, the bait 
caster put his reel awa,, closed 
his tackle box and headed for 
home. But, this was before some 
die-hard angler discovered that 
long, hot days and cool moonlight 
nights are a combirfation which 
make evening hours the ideal 
time to catch black bass and a 
variety of other sport fish. 

Where fresh water fishing is 
concerned, the night-time hours 
once belonged almost exclusively 
to the catfish enthusiasts. Ardent 
bait casters spending a weekend 
at their favorite fishing camp 
would set out a few “limb” lines 
or a trotline baited for cats, just 
to catch a few fish when it was 
‘too dark"’ to east forbass or 
bream. But, this was all before 
some guy who wouldn't quit 
found out that the big, lunker 
bass like to feed at night and will 
take an artificial lure as readily 
in the dark as in the early morn. 
(How dark the night-time is to a 
fish is a question someone else 
will have to answer.) 


Some tips for night-time bass 
fishing: Unless you are an expert 
caster, use spinning gear; Back- 
lashes and “bird's nests’ are bad 
enough in the daylight. Start out 
with a top water popping bait and 
don't be afraid to make noise 
with it, particularly if. you are 


_Aishing,.a_takewhere~trees-and™ 


other cover extend several feet 
from the shoreline. Keep other 
noise and movement in the water 
at a minimum. Be sure that you 
have a good flashlight or lantern, 
with extra batteries and fuel. Fish 
familiar waters if you can. If you 
remember landmarks from day- 
light observations, you will be 
surprised how well you can see 
in the night when your eyes be- 
come adjusted to the darkness.

A LONG view of the ownership 
and distribution of U. S. 
Government securities as com- 
piled by the Treasury Depart- 
ment gives an insight into the

ATLANTIC CABLE COMPLETED 


' The lon struggle to establish telegraphic communication 
across the Atlantic Ocean succeeded on July 27, 1866, thanks to 
the courage and perseverance of Cyrus W. Field, an indomitable 


American with a big idea and the 


will to succeed. 


Years earlier he had become interested in a project for a 
telegraph across Newfoundland, and from that developed the idea 
of continuing a cable to Europe. News from continent to contin- 
ent in seconds by electricity instead of weeks by boat! 


There, were many who scoffed at the idea of layin 
cable for 2,00¢ miles on the bottom of the ocean. But

went ahead. He was a New England Yankee with lots of grit and 
determination. At the age of thirty five he was already a wealthy 
business man risen from a humble start. 

Cyrus Field raised money, got some partners in the venture, 
and went to London to obtain British capital. A company was 
formed and the first attempt to lay a cable was made in Auzust, 


1857. Field was on the boat that 
hundred miles out a storm arose 
save the ship. 


started out from Ireland, Four 
and the cable had to be cut to 


Cyrus Field was not discouraged. He went ahead and raised 
more money. In June, 1858 the U. S. steam frigate “Niagara” and 
the British battleship “Agamemnon” cooperated in the second at- 
tempt. Each carried half the total length of cable. They met in 
mid-ocean, spliced cables and sailed in dpposite directions, Three 
times the cable broke. A month later they tried again. The Amer- 
ican ship reached Newfoundland and the British ship arrived fn 
Ireland with cable ends. On August 16, 1858 President Buchanan 
and Queen Victoria exchanged greetings by cable telegraph. 

But just as the acclaim for Cyrus F*2ld was rising the cable 
went dead. Faulty insulation and too high voltage killed it. Ridicule 


replaced praise, 


Before another attempt could get under way the Civil War 
broke out and the venture had to be abandoned until July, 1865. 
A bigger cable was built. The old cable had weighed a ton to the 
mile. The new one was almost twice as heavy. The mammoth 
steamship “Great Eastern” was used. It carried all the cable from 
Ireland. Again the cable snapped several times and this attempt 


was also a failure.

From Vesta A. Cox, Bennett, 
Colorado: I remember when my 
two sisters and I were very young 
mother used to burn sulphur on 
the coal shovel when there was a 
contagious disease in the neigh- 
borhood. 

She walked through all the 
rooms with the shovel thrust out 
before her while the beautiful 
blue and gold flames spurted up- 
ward. The fumes were choking 
yet we felt secure in the knowl- 
edge that they killed the germs 
and purified the air. 

Then around our necks she put 
cords at the end of which hung 
inch and a half square bags filled 
with asafetida. These we wore 
under our clothes to school. When 
we sat too near the huge pot- 
bellied stove the fetid odor of 
asafetida permeated the room. 
However, the heavy, long wool 
underwear kept us warm ana we 
were seldom ill 

We took doses of sulphur and 
molasses for colds and had our 
chests rubbed with goose grease, 
quinine, and kerosene. 

In spring when it was warm 
Mother let us take off our long 
underwear and asafetida bags. 
Then she gave us sassafras tea to 
thin and cleanse our blood, rhu- 
barb for a spring tonic, and 
sponge mushrooms because we 
liked them.

ID you ever go fishing with 
a fellow who took along a 
| thermometer and barometer znd 
spent just about as much time 


“studying’’ prevailing conditions 
as he did in actually fishing? 

The majority of anglers, of 
course, don't go to this trouble, 
although those living in coastal 
areas keep up with the tides and 
other elements which have some 
effect on the activity of fish. 

In fresh water fishing, a ther- 
mometer can be a handy item. 
But just because you are able to 
find ideal water temperatures for 
fish at a certain depth, this is no 
guarantee that the fish will be 
there. Other factors, such as food 
and available cover, must be con- 
sidered. 

Let’s face it. The “average” 
fisherman isn’t scientific-minded 
once he gets to his favorite lake 
or stream—he came to fish. Usu- 
ally, he can't wait to get that 
first lure or minnow into the wa- 
ter and he keeps it there until it’s 
time to go home. 

The angler who just wants to 
catch fish without using any gadg- 
ets will do best if he concentrates 
on fishing two particular water 
depths—the top and the bottom. 
If he gives both a good, thorough 
try, he will catch some fish. 

Reasoning behind this is sim- 
ple. Food and cover for all types 
of fish are found principally at 
the top and at the bottom. Bass 
may be feeding on frogs, insects 
and hatches on the surface, or 
taking crayfish, helgrammites 
and minnows on the bottom. And, 
if they aren't taking anything at 

_all, they are somewhere, top or 
“bottom, taking it easy beneath a 
log, rock shelf, or in a weed 
pocket.

GUADALCANAL 


The first step on the long hard road to victory in the Pacific 
area of World War II was taken on August 7, 1942 when the U.S. 
Marines landed on Guadalcanal. On that date the Ist Marine Di- 
vision, 10,000 strong, stormed ashore on the Luga Point beach 
of the island. It was a surprise attack that caught the Japanese 
off guard, and captured the airfield which the Japanese had been 
building with great labor. The Marines renamed the captured air- 
field “Henderson Field" in memory of Major Loften Henderson, 
a hero of the Battle of Midway two months previously. 

Guadalcanal, 85 miles long and 30 miles wide, is a dark, hilly, 
jungle-covered island among the mass of coral reefs, atolls and 
lagoons in the central Solomon Islands group. On one side of the 
island is a broad plain Hs owe | down to the sea, and here the

After the first surprise of the Marine landing the Japanese 
reacted strongly with savage aitacks that were thrown back with 


heavy loss. 


Both sides brought in reinforcements with air and 


naval support. Two days after the first landing of the Marines 
the Japanese fleet won a victory in the night battle of Savo Island 
by sinking fodr American heavy cruisers. This defeat temporarily 
deprived the U. S. Forces on Guadalcanal of naval support. But 
not for long. The U. S. Navy roared back in action to beat back 


one Jap task force after another. 


On Guadalcanal the battle raged back and forth through the 
jungles in a series of bitterly fought actions. Day and night, pa- 
trols, sweating profusely, fought desperately in the steaming 
jungles and swamps, seizing ridge after ridge in hand-to-hand 
fighting. Overhead Jap Zeros and American P-40's roared and 
screamed in dogfights. At night the stabbing gun flashes of war- 


ships seared the dark sky. 


Slowly the U.S. forces wore the Japanese down and pushed 
them back. The Japanese tried every trick to hold Guadalcanal, 
but land, air and sea action brought them ever closer to defeat

WORLD OUTDOORS 


Roo Many years some of the 

most famous fishing in the 
world has been Ozark ‘‘float fish- 
ing"’ drifting down a rolling 
stream with nothing to do but 
cast for the big ones while a 
guide handled the boat and told 
you just where to toss your lure 
to catch the big ones. 

In some parts of the ceuntry, 
float fishing has become a com- 
mercial venture. Outfitters wilt 
provide everything—boat, feod, 
guide, even fishing equipment. 
And, prices are usually reason- 
able. 

But it has only been recently 
that the average angler took up 
with the idea that he can catch 
fish close to home in the same 
manner—floating down his fa- 
vorite fishing stream. You can or- 
ganize your own float trip on the 
nearest ‘‘floatable’’ stream—at a 
small cest, especially if you own 
or have access to a boat. For e 
small stream, all you need is the 
boat, some time, your fishing 
equipment and someone to. pick 
you up downstream. If you fish 
a large stream, particularly one 
which has large pools where the 
water runs deep, with little cur- 
rent, an outboard motor is almost 
a necessity. In fact, if you are 
fishing a deep stream, you can 
eliminate the necessity of having 
to rely on someone to pick you up 
downstream, You,can motor up- 
stream several miles and then 
fish back to your starting point. 

One of the advantages of float 
fishing is that it gets you te fish 
ing waters inaccessible by road 
and thus much less fished than the 
portions of the stream above and

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Sod Seeded Crops 
Expected To Increase 


oO. N. ANDREWS

OD seeding is here to stay! That is what 
several Alabama county agents told me 
recently. Furthermore, they believe this 
method of seeding will increase from year 
to year, providing recommended practices are 
used. 

Seeding on sod is not a new practice, but 
the sod-seeder—a piece of equipment espe- 
cially designed for the job—is fairly new. 

The sod-seeder makes narrow slits usual- 
ly 16 to 20 inches apart in the sod, applies 
and covers the fertilizer and seed, and firms 
the soil over the seed in one operation. 

When farmers refer.to sod seeding, they 
are usually referring to seeding crops on 
established sods. However, this particular 
type seeder can be used to plant small grains, 
legumes, and grasses on either sod or pre- 
pared land. 

The idea behind sod seeding is to lengthen 
the grazing period for forage production on 
an area without destroying the pasture crop 
already on it. There are hundreds of thou- 
sands of acres in the South on which sod 
seeding will pay off. Included are pastures 
of coastal bermuda, common bermuda, bahia, 
or native grasses. 

Seeding cool-season crops on good dallis 
grass-white clover pastures is not a good 
practice. Such seedings might throw the pas- 
ture out of balance. Too, dallis grass is your 
best summer pasture and plantings of cool- 
season crops may reduce your summer graz- 
ing.

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Farmers should not expect “‘before Christ- 
mas” grazing where sod seeding is done. On 
the other hand, seeding on well-prepared fal- 
lowed land, in most years, is ready by late fall 
or early winter. Crops seeded on sod usually 
will not be ready until late winter. Most 
failures with sod seeding have been due to 
planting too early. Wait until the pasture 
sod is dormant—mid-October or later—to 
sod-seed cool-season crops. Earlier planting 
allows established plants to rob young seed- 
lings of moisture and plant nutrients, thus 
poor, weak stands result. 

No soil preparation is necessary, but heavy 
growth of sod crops must be removed by clip- 
ping or grazing before seeding is done. Other- 
wise the cool-season crops will not be able 
to make much growth. 


Commercial Florists Hold Workshop

CHOOL bells are ringing again at Auburn 
for 125 florists from all over Alabama. 
These florists have put aside their tools of 
the trade and are visiting the Auburn Cam- 
pus this week (August 5, 6, and 7) for the 
second summer Short Course of Floral De- 
signing, which is sponsored by the Alabama 
State Florists in cooperation with API’s ex- 
tension service and experiment station. 

The schoolmaster is Bill Hixson of the Hix- 
son Florist School of Lakewood, Cleveland, 
Ohio. Hixson will repeat as school master 
at Auburn this year due to his outstanding 
ability to teach others the fundamentals of 
floristry. The short course will encompass 
all the basic techniques employed by the av- 
erage florist. Basic principles of the trade 
are to be stressed to the short course partici- 
pants in order that the customers of floral 


services in Alabama will receive better qual- 
ity workmanship and materials in their pur- 
chases. 

Each participant will attend lectures and 
demonstrations on floral funeral work, wed- 
ding decorations, hospital arrangements, 
bookkeeping, care of potted plants, and 
many other facets of the industry that will 


benefit shop owners as well as the purchaser 
of his products. For best utilization of the 
short course participant’s time, they will ac- 
tually put into practice many ofthe unique 
and labor saving techniques as taught by 
Hixson. Over one-half of the short course 
will be utilized in workshop activities in or- 
der for each florist to understand and apply 
the best and latest techniques. 

This activity of the land grant college of 
Alabama is only one of the many services that 
are provided by the three divisions of the 
college. Short courses in this field of work 
are relatively new in the South. Each home-

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Sod Seeding Lengthens Grazing Period—Doesn’t Hurt Other Crop 


A complete fertilizer should be applied 
under the seed at planting. Lime and fer- 
tilizer should be applied according to state 
soil test recommendations. And it is best 
to plant when there is plenty of moisture in 
the soil. It is difficult to sod-seed in dry soil 
and particularly on the heavy type soils. 

Drill spacings of 16 to 20 inches apart are 
more desirable than narrow spacing of 8 to 
10 inches because wider spacings do less dam- 
age to the sod. However, the 8 to 10-inch 
spacings produce slightly higher yields. 

The best cool-season crops to seed on sod 
are oats, wheat, rye, vetch, crimson clover, 
and Caley peas.

or 50 pounds of Caley peas. Of the small 
grains used, oats is the one most farmers pre- 
fer. In addition to providing good grazing, 
oats will make satisfactory yields of grain, 
silage, or hay. Rye grass makes excellent 
growth but tends to retard spring and sum- 
mer growth of established warm season crops. 


Experiment station tests show sod seeded 
oats to be a more dependable grain or silage 
crop than other small grain seeded in the 
same manner. On adapted soil Caley peas 
have exceeded other legumes for drilling in 
permanent sod. However, satisfactory growth 
of vetch and crimson clover has been obtain- 
ed in experiment station tests in Alabama 
and Mississippi. 

I have pointed out that cool-season crops 
can be successfully grown on established sods 
by seeding with a sod-seeder. I have also 
suggested what, when, where, and how to sod 
seed. Now the big question. Will it pay? 
Yes, it will pay on many farms in most years. 

How much will it pay? Of course, that 
will depend. Generally speaking, sod seed- 
ing to provide cool-season grazing is better 
adapted to beef cattle and sheep production 
than it is to milk production. However, it 
can be profitably used on many dairy farms. 
It is an accepted fact that small grains or 
other cool season crops seeded on prepared 
land will produce more forage earlier than 
sod seeded crops. Experimental data show 
sod seeded crops produce a high yield of 
forage, but most of it is made after January 
15. 


Two years’ results—1956 and 1957—at the 
Lower Coastal Plain Substation show that 
small grains produced about 80 percent as 
much forage when sod seeded as when seed- 
ed on prepared land. But most of the growth 
came after February 1. Tests conducted in 
Mississippi show similar results. These results 
indicate that sod seeding may have a bigger 
place in the production of grain, silage, or 
hay than for winter grazing. Over a three- 
year period (1955-1957) at the Brown Loam 
Experiment Station in Mississippi, sod seeded 
oats yielded 61 bushels per acre. In similar 
tests the total forage of oats produced before 
March 1 was equal in feed value to 45 bushels 
of oats per acre. 

Sod seeded oats, ryegrass, and crimson 
clover produced 298 pounds of beef per acre 
at the Natchez, Mississippi, Branch Experi- 
ment Station test in 1955, At State College 
Mississippi sod seeded oats and wheat fur- 
nished 56 cow-grazing days in the winter of 
1955-56. The grazing produced 1983 pounds 
of 4% milk at a total feed and pasture cost 
of $1.70 per 100 pounds. The same crops 
planted on a prepared seedbed furnished 102 
cow-grazing days and produced 3250 pounds 
of 4% milk at a total feed and pasture cost 
of $1.44 per 100 pounds. , 

Generally, more hazards are encountered 
with sod seeded crops than crops planted on 
a prepared seedbed. This is mainly due to 
extremely dry weather in the fall and the 
competition between the sodded crops and 
the permanent sod crops. However, waiting 
until mid-October or later to plant will re- 
duce this hazard to a large degree. 

The sod seeding method is not confined to 
seeding cool-season grasses and legumes in a 
permanent sod. It is an excellent method of 
seeding dallis grass in an established stand 
of white clover. The sod-seeder has been suc- 
cessfully used in drilling millet or sudan in 
small grain stubble; also in drilling small 
grain and legumes in row crop middles or 
following crops harvested for hay.

Cooperative Pig Sales To Provide A Market 


Raising Versus Buying Of Feeder Pigs 


Uniform groups of good quality, fresh-from-the-farm feeder pigs were in 
strong demand by feeder buyers at the Ozark and Evergreen cooperative feeder pig 
sales. The majority of the 1346 pigs sold through the two sales went back to farms 
in the area for finishing. In a few short weeks these pigs will be making their way 
back through markets in South Alabama as top hogs on their way to the consumers’ 


dinner table. 


TTENTION is being focused on the feed- 

er pig business these days. And, many 

hog farmers are viewing their operations with 

a critical eye, hoping to fit this phase of the 

swine industry into their setups and increase 

net profits, said API Extension Specialist Ray 
Cavender. 

The hog marketing expert pointed out that 
growers are asking if they can boost profits 
on one end and lower production costs on 
the other by buying feeder pigs to finish out 
to market weight, or is it cheaper for them 
to raise their own pigs? 

“Let’s answer that question this way,” said 
Cavender. “We know that many hog pro- 
ducers are already starting their pork pro- 
duction programs by purchasing 35- to 55- 
pound feeder pigs. In following this type 
program, these producers had to make com- 
plete analyses of their individual farm situa- 
tions. So, the answer to the question of 
whether to buy feeder pigs or raise them lies 
in each individual farm operation. In making 
your choice, base your decision on the dif- 
ference between costs and returns of raised 
pigs and the costs and returns of purchased 
pigs.” 


Other factors that should be considered are 


as follows: “If you are presently producing 
sufficient grain to carry all the sows you 
can manage and feed out all of their pigs, 
probably your best bet is to sell your grain 
through the pigs by feeding them out to 
market tops,’ declared the specialist. “On 
the other hand, if your grain production is 
limited, you may fare better to increase your 
sow herd and raise pigs for the feeder pig 
market. You can almost always find a good 
demand locally for thrifty feeder pigs 
through farmers who have extra grain. 


“Then, there are those farmers who pro- 


. duce an abundance of corn but do not like 


to farrow their own pigs. They want to in- 
crease profits through their grain produc- 
tion program by selling their corn through 
hogs. Therefore, these producers provide a 
good feeder pig market. 

“Feeder pig markets have been fairly 
strong and with more emphasis on specializa- 
tion, all indications are that feeder pig pro- 
duction is likely to increase, particularly in 
areas of marginal grain production. 
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veterinarians.

“One big objection to purchasing feeder 
pigs is the risk of bringing in diseased ani- 
mals. Introducing diseased pigs in a herd is 
usually enough to convince a feeder that he 
should have raised his pigs or used more care 
and judgment in selecting a clean source of 
supply. When purchasing feeder pigs, it is 
highly recommended that you know some- 
thing about the conditions under which the 
pigs were raised or eliminate some of the 
risks by buying from a reputable dealer. 

“Just how much is a feeder pig worth? 
The -answer to this question has been ap- 
proached through the use of various formu- 
las. One of these is to calculate the pig costs, 
production costs, and estimated future selling 
price of top hogs. 

‘“‘What can I pay for feeder pigs? A leaf- 
let compiled by Dr. Morris White and Dr. 
J. H. Yeager, API agricultural experiment 
station economists, is worthy of study by Ala- 
bama farmers considering purchasing feed- 
ers or dealing in the feeder pig market. To 
determine how much you can pay for a feed- 
er pig, White and Yeager recommend the fol- 
lowing formula: The value of a top. hog at 
market time minus the cost of corn required 
to top out the hog plus other costs (supple- 
ment, vaccination, etc.,) leaves the amount 
you can pay for pigs and break even. This 
means that in order to make a profit you 
must obtain the pigs at less cost per head 
than the price which gives the break-even 
figure. At the same time, consider your pos- 
sibilities of doing a more efficient job of 
growing and finishing hogs than that of the 
average producer. Also, value placed on 
farm-produced grain will enter into the over- 
all profit picture. Certainly, in many cases 
the value of grain is doubled when sold 
through hogs. 


“Studies from other experiment stations 
present, more or less, rules of thumb for esti- 
mating the value of feeder pigs. One such 
study suggests the value of a feeder pig may 
be found by multiplying the present mar- 
ket price for top hogs by a given factor. For 
an example, 1.8 times the market price gives 
the approximate value of a forty pound feed- 
er pig. Use the factors 1.7, 1.5, and 1.45 
respectively when arriving at the value of 
50, 60, and 70 pound pigs. Likewise, this 
procedure will give the estimated price that 
one can pay for feeder pigs of a given weight 


and still break even after production costs 
are added to the cost of the pig. 

“In the future Alabama hog growers in- 
terested in purchasing feeder pigs may have 
the opportunity to do so through organized 
cooperative feeder pig sales. Pigs accepted 
for such sales will be fresh-off-the-farm pigs 
that have been health inspected at the farm 
prior to sale date. This type sale should be 
of interest to hog feeders throughout the state 
since only thrifty, good quality, disease free 
pigs will be sold through cooperative feeder 
pig sales. 

“Two pilot sales were recently held at 
Ozark and Evergreen to test the market de- 
mand for pigs offered through sales of this 
type. Extension agents in the 10 participat- 
ing counties report favorable interest among 


producers for follow-up cooperative sales to 
handle fall farrowed litters. 


“This type of venture is not new, at least 
not to our neighboring states and the Mid- 
west. Livestock cooperatives of one kind or 
another have been operating in the United 
States for more than one hundred years. Dur- 
ing the period 1910-1925, several thousand 
local livestock shipping associations were 
established in the U. S. Many are still op- 
erating effectively today. With few excep- 
tions these livestock cooperatives have done 
and are doing an excellent job for livestock 
producers. The recent cooperative feeder pig 
sales were operated similar to those carried 
on by feeder pig producer-cooperatives in 
neighboring states. A volume of pigs was of- 
fered to buyers in uniform lots, sorted accord- 
ing to weight and color. 


“Increased specialization in swine produc- 
tion has brought about this demand for thrif- 
ty, high quality feeder pigs. And it is ex- 
pected that this trend will continue. Produc- 
ing healthy feeder pigs of the right type for 
cooperative sales could become a profitable 
enterprise for the hog producer with limited 
resources. Growers should take the time to 
estimate the costs and returns of producing 
feeder pigs and compare the estimated out- 
come with that from their present hog system. 
And farmers who are not producing hogs 
should ‘size up’ the possibilities for such an 
enterprise on their farms,” concluded Caven- 
der.

FHD Brings Higher Yields, Better Living 
On A. J. Persall’s Farm In Cullman County

ETTER management practices have in- 
creased A. J. Persall’s farm income over 
400 percent. 

Before joining the Cullman County Farm 
and Home Development program and learn- 
ing new and improved farming practices, the 
Chances Cross Roads farmer was tending 
about 25 acres of corn which was producing 
less than 25 bushels per acre. Also, he was 
making about a bale of cotton per acre on 
17 acres and growing a few acres of sweet- 
potatoes, hay, and peaches. 

The first improved practice the Cullman 
Rt. 10 producer tried was soil testing to find 
the correct amounts and kinds of fertilizer 
needed for maximum returns. And accord- 
ing to Assistant County Agent Orbon Smith, 
this practice has paid off. Corn yields in- 
creased about 10 to 15 bushels per acre and 
less fertilizer was required under the new 
practice. However, all the credit can’t be 
given to soil testing, for using a recommended 
hybrid corn variety also played a big part in 
this increased yield. 

Although Persall did not plant cotton last 
year, he has 24 acres in the crop now and 
should make close to a bale and a half per 
acre if the weather is normal. -This crop, 
like the corn, was fertilized according to soil 
test recommendations and is being thorough- 
ly dusted to control insects during the sum- 
mer and early fall. 


In addition to better management on both 
corn and cotton as well as with the peach 
orchard and sweetpotato acreage, the FHD 
farmer has made improvements on the live- 
stock end of his farm operation. The num- 
ber of cows-from-which he produces manu- 
facturing milk has been increased from four 
to eight. He has added a 10,000-capacity 
broiler unit, and now he is in the process of 
building a brood sow herd. 

In the dairy operation, Persall is quick to 
point out that his three children, Ester, Sybil, 
and David, are responsible for the family be- 
ing in the milk production business. They 
care for the animals and, in turn, use the 
money from the sale of milk for their own 
purposes. : 

And good purposes they are, too. For an 
example, Ester used her money to buy her 
school clothes and a bedroom suit for the 
home. Sybil also bought a bedroom suit, her 


schoo] clothes, and has recently purchased a 
sewing machine so she tan make more of her 
own clothes. David is using his money from 
milk sales to further his education. 

In the poultry enterprise, Persall explained 
that his broiler house was built two years 
ago and birds are being raised on a contract 
basis. “One more year and I will have the 
house completely paid for. Then I should 
be able to realize quite a bit of income that 
has been going back into the house,” he said. 

Turning to the hog operation, the Cullman 
farmer pointed out that he now has three 
high quality, crossbred sows which will be 
bred to a registered male. Future plans are 
to build a combination feed lot-farrowing 
house and top out hogs on dry lot, using as 
much home-grown grain as possible. 

“Persall has not overlooked pasture im- 
provement, either,” commented Agent Smith. 
“He now has 17 acres of land which are be- 
ing reseeded to clover, dallis grass, and fes- 
cue. This acreage should produce plenty of 
good grazing for it receives an annual ap- 
plication of poultry manure.” 

Looking around the Persall home you can 
see the effects of increased farm income. 
Their home has just about received a com- 
plete face-lifting to make it a more comfort- 
able place in which to live. The outside has 
been covered with shingles, new doors and 
new windows have been added, and the in- 
side walls repapered. The family also plans 
additional closet space.

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Performance Testing Used - - 


Fast Beef Gains Sousht In Brood Cows 


Bice the years breeders of registered cat- 
tle have been satisfied to select brood 
stock simply through pedigrees and eye ap- 
peal. But with today’s keen competition for 
the consumer’s dollar, cattlemen find it more 
important than ever to produce cattle with 
desirable confirmation and good ancestral 
breeding, declared API Livestockman R. C. 
Farquhar. 


Too, cattlemen have known for a long time 
that animals vary in their ability to produce. 
This variation, in many instances, is the dif- 
ference between profit and loss on an animal, 
However, an animal's ability to produce goes 
undetected in many herds due to the num- 
ber of animals in the herd and the owner’s 
neglect in keeping individual records on his 
animals, explained the specialist. 

Breeders of registered and commercial cat- 
tle today, however, are becoming more aware 
of the importance of keeping individual rec- 
ords because such records help eliminate the 
guess work in culling the inferior producing 
animals and in selecting the best ones to 
keep. ; 

The newest beef cattle production system 
today is built around an animal's ability to 
transmit economic, hereditable traits such as 
milking ability, weaning weight, confirma- 
tion, and feed lot performance, or the average 
daily gain of an animal. Probably the most 
important inherited characteristic is the ani- 
mal’s ability to perform in the feed lot or 
pasture and utilize the feed to good advan- 
tage. 

Individual records show up such traits; 
thus, by saving the heifers possessing these 
traits or by using a bull that is a fast gainer, 
one can increase the gaining ability of his 
herd. 

Zack Dismukes, herdsman for the Circle 
W Ranch of Boligee in Greene County, has 
known for some time that many of the cows 
in his herd were consistently producing his 
best calves and that one bul! produced faster 
gaining calves than did another. Dismukes 
is now in the process of determining the exact 
difference in the ability of cows to produce 
and is saving his replacement heifers from his 
best cows. 

The cattleman is also putting all his bulls 
that will be sold as breeding stock through 
an on-the-farm performance testing program. 
This will enable commercial cattlemen to buy 
bulls with a performance record attached. 
Dismukes said that due to the demand for 
better bulls by commercial cattlemen in the 
Black Belt area, he and other owners are pay- 
ing closer attention to the type bulls they 
produce.

There will be 30 top-notch bulls offered for 
sale October 29 at the Circle W Ranch, point- 
ed out Dismukes. And these bulls are on 
performance test now. They were weighed 
in at the beginning of a 120-day feeding 
period and will be weighed again at the end 
of the period—just before the sale in October. 
‘We are trying to determine which bulls show 
the fastest rate of gain and the ones that show 
the most economical rate of gain. Then, buy- 
ers will know the type of bulls they are get- 
ting,” explained Dismukes, | 

“‘Too,”’ added Farquhar, “when a large 
enough supply of bulls of this type are avail- 
able, commercial cattlemen will have little 
difficulty in finding bulls that will improve 
their cattle. Under the present setup, a pro- 
ducer may use a bull for two years before 
finding out that the animal is hindering his

Working Together Community-Wide Gives Strength To Program

OES your community want a new payroll? 
There are more than two thousand communities 
and well-defined neighborhoods in Alabama, Many 
are seeking small industries to boost their payrolls, 
and with some degree of success, Of course, you do 
not get a new industry over night. 

Miami, Oklahoma, found itself almost destitute im- 
mediately after World War II because lead and zinc 
mines closed down, but the few enterprising citizens 
remaining got busy to do something about their plight. 
They personally contacted 76 corporations interested 
in finding new locations for expansion—no takers, no 
new industry. These energetic local citizens still press- 
ed the collar and worked all the harder. Their seven- 
ty-seventh effort resulted in a B, F. Goodrich plant 
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being established there. 
ers. 

There are approximately four million seven hundred 
thousand farms in the United States. Two million of 
these farms produce 91 percent of commercial ag- 
ricultural products, while the remaining two million 
seven hundred thousand farms produce only nine per- 
cent. 

There are many low-income farmers in Alabama 
who desperately need to supplement their meagre farm 
income with off-farm employment. A new industry 
is one approach, though only one. 

Our extension community development program can 
assist in many different ways toward solving our low- 
income situation. Other than new industries com- 
munities in Alabama have within the past few years 
doubled, trebled, and quadrupled their average per 
farm income through their community improvement 
clubs. Whenever the local citizens, both farm and 


It now employs 2,000 work- 


non-farm, first decide to do something about their 
problems themselves, then Extension agents can as- 
sist; however, the idea must originate with the folks. 

In any community in Alabama where the people 
have definitely felt needs, they can go to their Ex- 
tension agents and say to them: “Listen, we need your 
help to organize our community to raise the standard 
of living—our incomes.”” Then the county agent and 
his staff will say: “Fine, get the folks together and 
we'll come out and work with you.” 

I know of no community in Alabama that can’t 
materially increase its payrolls provided the folks 
themselves—both farm and business—team:'up and 
do their bit. 

Those who have an earnest desire to help them- 
selves can get assistance, but they must do their part, 
too. For example, John was driving his horse and

O enter the field of farming these days 
when one producer has to provide for 
himself and 24 others takes plenty of courage. 


And Jimmy Rickles of St. Clair County has 
that courage, ambition, and stamina to mas- 
ter the job. The 19-year-old youngster of 
Ashville Rt. 2 finished high school last year 
and found himself faced with the decision of 
entering college or immediately taking over 
a 320-acre farm—a big chore for a 19-year- 
old, 


Nevertheless, Rickles’ pleasant experiences 
as a farm boy were deep rooted and he took 
the farm in preference to more education. 
And in one year he has launched one of the 
best hog operations in the county, according 
to Assistant County Agent W. D. Jackson, 
agent in charge of Farm and Home Develop- 
ment work in St. Clair County. 


An Early Start 


Jackson pointed out that the youngster 
started his purebred hog program two years 
ago while he was still in school. He built 
hog pastures with cross fences, running 
water, and range shelters. These are for his 
gilts and sows. Later he converted an old 
mule barn into a central farrowing house 
equipped with farrowing jackets, heat lamps, 
automatic waterers, and self-feeders. He lo- 
cated five pens on each side of the barn’s hall- 
way after first pouring a concrete floor 
throughout the farrowing house. 

Next, he plans to cut an outlet in the back 
of each pen and pour concrete slabs for sun 
porches to be used by the sows and their pigs. 

Rickles already has 22 sows and gilts to- 
ward his goal of 35 brood animals. Eighteen 
of these have already farrowed and the other 
four will bring pigs in October. He has av- 
eraged raising 9.5 pigs per litter and is sav- 
ing the ones that show the best quality and 
meat-typeness for expanding his herd or to 
sell to other breeders. The others are being 
sold as feeder pigs or finished out for mar- 
ket. 


Meat-Type Hogs 


In building his purebred Duroc hog pro- 
gram, Rickles is taking all precautions to pro- 
duce a meat-type animal. Presently he has 
two boars of excellent quality.. One boar’s 
sire was a national premium animal in Indi- 
ana. Also, he is working closely with Agent 


sow and her pigs in a farrowing jacket. Rickles has 
raised an average of 9.5 pigs per litter since starting 
his hog operation.

Jackson on the litter certification program. 


A sow’s litter weighing 800 to 349 pounds 
in 56 days qualifies for the silver certificate. 
And a litter weighing 350 or over in the 56 
days qualifies for the gold certificate. On 
gilts the weight range is 250 to 299 for the 
silver certificate and 300 and over for the 
gold certificate. 


Keeps Records 


Rickles records the birth date and weight 
of each litter and then records the weight 
again in 56 days. Recently he spot weighed 
some of the animals at 45 days old and found 
they averaged weighing 45 pounds each. No 
doubt he qualified for the gold certificate on 
these litters. 

The Pine Forest community lad is also 
working toward a brucellosis free herd. In 
fact, the animals are in the process of be- 
ing tested now. 


One phase of Rickles’ operation that gets 
plenty of attention is the sanitation program. 
When a sow is brought into the farrowing 
house, she is thoroughly washed down with 
water, brush, and mild soap. .And before 
she enters the pen, the old straw is removed, 
the pen washed and disinfected, and fresh 
straw is provided. Water for the animals 
comes from beneath a mountain near the 
barn. No buildings or other sources of con- 
tamination are located along the water sup- 
ply. Therefore, Rickles feels that the young 
pigs are protected against internal parasites. 
The pigs also receive iron shots to prevent 
anemia. 

In addition to his hog program, Rickles pro- 
duces some cotton and is adding hens as an- 
other source of income.

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Financing A Farm Business 


Much more capital is required today in just about 
any kind of farming, Last year I heard a dairyman 
say, ‘‘When papa went to the field to make hay, he 
carried a grass blade worth about two dollars. Now 
I take $10,000 worth of haying equipment to the 
field. But the big difference is that papa made 
hay for two mules and I make hay for 100 high-pro- 
ducing dairy cows.” 

This dairyman was substituting capital for labor 
by buying machinery that would do a much bigger 
job and, in the long-run, do it more cheaply. Too, 
farmers are substituting capital for other things. 


By using such items as more and better insecticides, ’ 


fertilizer, farm machinery, and irrigation, the farm- 
er is able to offset the effects of small profits re- 
sulting from the cost-price squeeze he is in. One 
of the biggest uses of capital today is to expand 
the size of the farm business—either by purchase 
or lease of more land or by increased production 
per worker per acre. 


We also need to remember that mistakes in the 
use of capital can be terribly expensive. Money 
alone will not do the job. It must be coupled with 
well made plans and careful management. 


Egg Trends 


In Alabama we are really getting into big busi- 
ness with eggs. During the first three months of 
this year chick placements for growing out laying 
hens were 34 percent greater in Alabama than a 
year earlier. Even so, our neighboring states were 
ahead” of us—Mississippi placements were up 48 
percent and in Georgia there was a whopping 90 
percent incfease over the same time last year. 

We are fast approaching the time in Alabama 
when we will have a surplus of eggs instead of a 
shortage. We need to begin thinking about ship- 
ping eggs to out-of-state markets instead of bring- 
ing eggs in from the outside. Some poultrymen 
expect this to come about in a period of two 
years. If so, it will sharpen our competitive situa- 
tion—the need-for meeting the competition in other 
markets where we will want to move in. 


Home-Grown Food Use Declining 


Home-grown food, as a part of the American 
consumers’ total food supply, is shrinking to a 
smaller and smaller proportion, as reported by the 
Agricultural Marketing Service. In the mid-1930's 
home-grown food accounted for 20 percent of the 
civilian consumption of all foods. By 1957 the pro- 
portion had shrunk to about eight percent. 

Most of the change has occurred since 1941. Re- 
duction in home livestock production has been much 
greater than that of crop production. This reflects 
the impact of the decrease in farm population and 
of problems of livestock production in urban areas, 
But many farmers, hard pressed between increasing

costs and low prices for products marketed, might 
profit by producing more of the food supply at 
home. When you spend a dollar for food, 62 cents 
of it goes for marketing costs and only 38 cents 
to the farmer who prodyced it. Why not save this 
62 cents yourself? 


1959 Price Support—Cotton 


The 1959 purchase rate for base quality Middling, 
one inch, Choice A cotton is 34.10 cents per pound 
and the 1959 loan rate for Choice B is 28.40 cents 
per pound at average location, as announced April 
27. Premiums and discounts are in effect for the 
various qualities of upland cotton (full and split 
grades). These will be used by Commodity Credit 
Corporation for purchasing Choice A and in mak- 
ing loans on Choice B upland cotton under the 
1959 price support program. See your county agent 
or the county Agricultural Stabilization Committee 
for loan rates in your county. 


Cotton Quality 

The most profitable things a farmer can do this 
fall are to pick his cotton often, pick it clean (don’t 
let it weather damage), and have it classed (mar- 
ket high quality in every bale). You can make 
a lot more money this way. 

If anyone needs a reminder of the increasing im- 
portance of contjnued improvement of cotton qual- 
ity, here is the big one. The carry-over of cotton 
on August 1, 1958 contained the largest proportion 
of the lower grades of cotton on record. Low Mid- 
dling and lower grades made up 44 percent of the 
total compared with 31 percent in 1957. The pro- 
portion of Strict Middling and higher grades re- 
mained at the 30-year low of seven percent set in 
1957. As a result, the grade index of cotton in 
the carry-over was the lowest on record. Cotton 
staple one inch and shorter comprised 60 percent 
of the total, the highest since 1945. 


No Stigma To Be In Debt 


Time was when farmers used to feel there was 
a stigma to being in debt, but it’s no longer true, 
said R. B. Tootell, Governor, Farm Credit Admin- 
istration. Applauding the change in thinking by to- 
day’s farmers, he said, “if farmers today believe 
they can make money by borrowing, they do not 
hesitate to go in debt.” 

Present farm debt total, estimated at $20 bil- 
lion, is not yet to the danger point. The debt is 
offset by farm assets estimated at $200 billion— 
a debt of only 10 percent. However, many indi- 
vidual farmers are carrying dangerously heavy debt 
loads. 

“The availability of sound constructive credit 
can do more than any other thing to keep the 
farmer a free agent—one who is able to choose 
among alternatives and exercise the judgments of 
a manager.”

PROFITS ON SMALL FARMS. Possibili- 
ties for good returns from a small farm are 
shown by records of a 70-acre dairy-cotton 
unit at the Sand Mountain Substation. Total 


sales from the one-man unit in:1958 were 
$8,918 with a net cash income of $5,103. The 
unit has 15 to 18 dairy cows, four acres of 
cotton, and feed crops for the cows.

FENCE POST LIFE. Untreated pine fence 
posts last less than three years, according to 
results of service tests. The life of unsplit 
oak posts wasn’t much longer. Simple farm 
treatment can make both pine and oak last 
much longer. In a 10-year-old test fence 
less than 214 percent of the pine and oak 
posts, treated by cold soaking in penta, had 
failed.

NEW VETCH. Warrior vetch produced 
good yields of green manure and high quality 
seed in the lower two-thirds of Alabama in 
API Agricultural Experiment Station tests. 
The new variety appears to be resistant to 
the vetch bruchid which damages seed of 
other varieties. Warrior is easy to establish 
in grass sods, furnishes early grazing, and 
supplies nitrogen to summer grasses. The va- 
riety shows good potential for improving 
grazing on sandy soils of southeastern Ala- 
bama. For best seed production, it should be 
planted in a support such as cotton stalks or 
small grain. It will not reseed,

TURNING CROTALARIA. Yield of fall 
turnips is increased by turning crotalaria, ac- 
cording to results of Alabama tests. With 120 
pounds each of phosphate and potash per 
acre on light sandy soil, six-year average 
yields of fall-grown turnips were 7,470 
pounds per acre with no nitrogen, 20,474 
pounds from 60 pounds nitrogen, and 37,176 
pounds from 120 pounds of nitrogen. When 
crotalaria was turned in addition to the nitro- 
gen treatments, yields were 16,193; 35,312; 
and 44,108 pounds per acre. Increases were 
greater on clay soils.

DIVIDING DAYLILIES. August and Sep- 
tember are excellent months to divide large 
clumps of daylilies and establish new plant- 
ings, Auburn studies reveal. Clumps should 
be lifted with a spading fork; carefully sep- 
arate plants. Fleshy, storage roots should 
be retained on each division. Tops are cut 
to six to eight inches high. Divisions are re- 
planted at intervals of 18 to 24 inches for 
specimen flowering or grouped in clusters 
with plants 12- inches apart for a mass, land- 
scape effect,

WINTER GRAZING TRIALS. Winter graz- 
ing crops planted on prepared seedbed usual- 
ly provide more days of grazing than do sod- 
seeded plantings. In tests during the last 
two winters, days of grazing from prepared 
seedbed plantings were: oats-crimson clover, 
122 days in 1957-58 and 154 in 1958-59; rye- 
ryegrass-crimson, 144 days the first winter 
and 154 in 1958-59. When sod-seeded, days 
of grazing obtained were: rye-crimson on 
coastal bermuda sod, 118 days in 1957-58 and 
114 days the following season; rye on dallis 
grass-white clover, 98 days the first season 
and 140 days in 1958-59.

Servicemen’s Schools Set For August

BR paint me broiler growers, although 
fighting for their lives price-wise, are 
not taking the broiler industry slump sitting 
down. Presently they are encouraging their 
servicemen to attend Extension Service and 
broiler contractor-sponsored short courses 
originated for the specific purpose of giving 
advanced training in management and dis- 
ease problems. 

The first such schools were held last May 
in Jasper and Cullman and were attended by 
104 servicemen, broiler contractors, and other 
industry leaders. More fhan 50 million broil- 
ers are produced annually in the areas cov- 
ered by these schools. Two more poultry 
servicemen’s schools are scheduled in Annis- 
ton and Fort Payne on August 25, 26, and 
27. Broiler servicemen and others interested 
in attending one of the schools should con- 
tact County Agent A. S. Mathews Jr., Annis- 
ton, or County Agent J. W. Pate, Fort Payne. 

Extension Service personnel and broiler 
contractors realized the tremendous respons-

buggy down the road in a deep sand bed. Beside him 
was Mary, his sweetheart. Looking out on the side 
of the road, John spied a thousand-leg centipede. He 
said to Mary, “‘There’s a thousand-leg worm. [If I 
had as many arms as that centipede has legs, I’d hug 
you with every one of them.” Mary looked at John, 
quite inquisitively, and replied: “John, you don’t even 
use the two arms you have.” Willingness to do your 
part must precede any request for help. 

Every community in Alabama has at least two 
strong arms—namely, good soil and good people. They 
may not be able to capture a new industry right 
away, but they can “brighten the corner where they 
are” by cooperating with their Extension agents in a 
community improvement club. It will do for them 
what Union Community Club has done in Franklin, 
Appalachian in Blount, New Site in Tallapoosa, Black- 
woods in Dale, Mt. Olive in Chambers, Lennox-Spring- 
hill in Conecuh, Mt. Olive in Butler, Hargrove in 
Pickens, Thach in Walker County, and many others. 

Do you want a new industry? If so, organize for 
action. Use the two arms you have, and like Miami, 
Oklahoma, these arms may be multiplied to four thou- 
sand arms. 
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ibility involved in helping growers with man- 
agement and disease problems, thus the 
schools or short courses were designed to help 
the serviceman. 

The idea took root in Jasper when eight 
broiler contractors operating in Walker Coun- 
ty and County Agent J. C. Bullington got their 
heads together and discussed the possibilities 
of providing servicemen with up-to-date rec- 
ommendations on broiler management and 
disease control. The program included the 
following: 


1. Three night sessions of three hours 
each totaling nine hours of instruction. 


2. Selected topics that were discussed un- 
der the following three subjects: 

a. General broiler management recom- 
mendations. 

b. - Housing, equipment, brooding, heat, 
and ventilation. 

c. Diseases, parasites, and reducing con- 
demnations and down-grading at processing 
plants, 


8. Instructors from the API poultry de- 
partment, API Extension Service, poultry di- 
agnostic laboratory, and the poultry indus- 
try. 


County Agent’H. G. Pinkston of Cullman 
conducted the schools in his county in like 
manner, except that short courses were held 
in two one-day sessions rather than night 
meetings. Walker, Winston, Cullman, Mar- 
shall, and Blount counties were represented 
in the two area schools. 


Those participating in the instruction of 
servicemen were Professor Dale F, King, Dr. 
G. J. Cottier, and Dr. S. A. Edgar, API poul- 
try department; Dr. Charles S. Roberts, di- 
agnostic laboratory at Auburn; and myself. 

Dr. Clifford Douglas, Dr. Lawrence Mitch- 
ell, Marshall Durbin, Dick Haggard, Dr. M.

He can start the ball rolling in that 
direction. 
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DRY WEATHER TAKES TOLL. One and 
a quarter million dollars worth of corn—65 
percent of the entire crop—in Pike County 
was chalked off as lost by the first of July. 

“Dry weather burned it up,” County Agent 
H. J. (Nick) Carter told me on a recent visit 
in his county. He said the annual income 
of the county would be shrunk by another 
quarter-to a half-million because hogs that 
would have been fed out on the corn would 
have to be sold early. Too, 3,000 bales of 
cotton went up in the hot weather “smoke,” 
said Carter, bringing a total ' 
of three million dollars cut 
in the county’s annual farm 
income take. 

“In other words,” the 
agent said frowning, “that 
was the farmers’ profit.” 


PIG LITTER CERTIFIED 
MEAT-TYPE, On-the-farm 
testing paid Houston Coun- 
ty’s Foy and Kirby Kirkland 
because they are among the 
first in the state to certify 
a meat-type litter of pigs under the new cer- 
tification program of the API Extension Ser- 
vice. 

Hog Marketing Specialist Ray Cavender re- 
ports that the Kirklands have worked closely 
with County Agent George McMillan of Do- 
than in carrying out the necessary steps of 
producing animals for certification. Sunny- 
land Packing Company cooperated in running 
the carcass test, and on June 11 the Kirk- 
lands received notice of the certification from 
the United Durog Association. 

The litter was farrowed January 26. It 
missed receiving an award from the Alabama 
Meat Packers Association by only a few days 
as they must be farrowed on or after Febru- 
ary 1, 1959 to be eligible for the award. 

The API Extension Meat Hog Certification 
Program is available to all purebred swine 
breeders in Alabama. 


ORDER PINE SEEDLING NEEDS. It’s 
time to order those pine seedlings that you 
need for setting this fall. Check with your 
county Agriculture Stabilization Committee 
concerning the soil bank program. The chair- 
man can tell you if the program will be in 
effect this year. 

Then, see your county agent for making 
application for pine seedlings. You will need 
approximately 1,000 seedlings per acre and 
your order should be placed early before 
available stock is taken up. 


OPPORTUNITIES IN AGRICULTURE. A 
new bulletin is just off the press and can be 
picked up at your county agent’s office. The 
name of this bulletin is “Opportunities in Ag- 
riculture,” circular number 550. It was writ- 
ten by A. W. Jones, API Extension marketing 
specialist, and carries information worth 
reading. 

BEEF PRICES UP, PORK DOWN. Beef 
prices for the rest of the year are likely to 
remain above 1958 levels, but pork prices are 
expected to continue lower, according to 
USDA. 

Unless dry conditions in the Northern 
Plains and the Southwest get worse and force 
more marketing, prospects are that cattle 
marketings will be small enough to put a 
prop under prices during all of this year. 

Consumers may expect larger supplies of 
grain-fed beef, but less of non-grain-fed beef.

From Tishie Hicks, Gentryville, 
Indiana: The first time I remem- 
ber hearing the year dated was 
1880.

LUCY STONE, FEMINIST 


In the little New England town of West Brockfield, Mass., 
there was born on August 13, 1818, the woman who grew up to 
be the great reformer and pioneer of women's rights in America. 
Her name was Lucy Stone, « name that still remains significant. 
As a symbol of her feminine individuality Lucy Stone retained her 
maiden name after she married, And those women who have fol- 
lowed her example are known as “Lucy Stoners” to this day. 

Her father, Francis Stone, descendant of puritan stock, was a 
farmer and tanner who believed that-men were divinely ordained 
to rule over women, a common belief in those days. And his meck 
wife, Hannah, accepted this view. But not Lucy. Even when still 
very young she was resentful of women’s inferior lot. 

After her brothers were sent to college Lucy. wanted to go, 
too. Papa Stone was shocked at the idea and refused to cooperate. 
Lucy set out to earn her own money by teaching and household 
work and eventually put herself through Oberlin College, graduat- 
ing in 1847, At college she was considered a dangerous radical, 
for in addition to her advanced stand on women’s rights she was 
also an ardent abolitionist bitterly opposed to slavery. For years 
she lectured for the Anti-Slavery Society, as well as on the rights 
of women, delivering her messages over most of the country. 

Lucy Stone was an eloquent speaker with a beautiful voice, 
She was also a handsome woman with unusual personal magnetism, 
short but well built, with red cheeks, a tip-tilted nose that lent an 
expression of good nature and friendliness, bright gray eyes, and 
a crowning mass of dark brown hair. Honest and forthright, un- 
selfish and unafraid, she was kind even to her opponents, 

On May 1, 1855 she married Henry Brown Blackwell, an 
English-born liberal. He met Lucy. Stone at a Massachusetts legis- 
lative hearing on a women’s suffrage petition. With marriage they 
became co-fighters in the same causes, Lucy Stone kept her own 
name after marriage, merely substituting the title Mrs. for Miss. 
A daughter, Alice Stone Blackwell, was born of the marriage. 


Mrs. Lucy Stone kept up her work for women’s rights un- 
ceasingly. With her husband she started and edited the “Women's 
Journal” in Boston. She continued lecturing, drafting bills and at- 
tending legislative hearings. She kept this up in her fight for 
women's personal and political rights until her health failed shortly 
before her death in Dorchester, Mass, on October 18, 1893. . 

With her last words Lucy Stone urged her daughter to help 
“make the world better,” and to carry on the fight, not only for 


the ween of America. but in the righteous causes of all mankind, 
as well.

Cates Sponsors 
Bill Giving Aid To 
Alabama Schools 


A bill by Representative John 
Lewis Cates of Shelby county, to 
levy a tax on cigarettes and other 
'tcbacco products, was passed by 
both houses of the Legislature last 
week. The vote on the bill in the 


House was 64 to 31. 

This new tax bill, it is estimated 
will raise between five and _ six 
million dollars annually for 
schools. This added to” revenue 
from the Sales Tax bill, passed the 
previous week, will bring in an 


estimated total of between 29 and 
/30 million dollars for education in 
|Alabama. The Cates bill levies a 
|tax of two cents a package on 
| cigarets and increases the tax on 


lother tobacco products about 50 
(per cent. Snuff and chewing 
|tobacco were exempted. 


The House. completed its work 
!for schools by passing a general 
school appropriation bill that will 
provide about 150 million dollars 
for education in the coming year. 
'An increase of about six million 
|dollars is provided for the school 
year 1960-61. 

This was the largest budget for 
schools ever adopted by an Ala- 
hama Legislature. For the year 
1958-59 the total appropriation for 
schools was $120,500,000. 

it_is estimated that teachers 
will receive an increase of 15 per 
cent in salaries. 

Before adjourning last week the 
House passed a bill authorizing 
}a bond issue of 100 million dollars 
| for school buildings. The vote on 
ithis bill was 78 to 5. It would, if 
passed by the Senate, finance the 
| biggest school building program 
in the history of Alabama. 
| About 24 million dollars of the 
total is earmarked for the Col- 
leges and the University. The bal- 
ance will be used to provide build- 
ings for grade and high schools,

How many times have you 
‘d this remark when some 
angler pulled into the boat dock 
with a limit catch? You'll hear it 
every time, for it’s as natu al to 
associate ‘‘luck" with fishing as it 
5 to think of ham and eggs at 
jreakfast time. 

‘There is some “‘luck”’ in suc- 
cessfu! fishing, of course, -s there 
is in evervthirg else—but ‘“‘luck"’ 
is not nearly so import nt as ex- 
perience, perseverance, and 
know-how 

The difference between a limit 
catch and one or two fish may be 
as little as 10 inches or so: the 
experienced, persevering caster 
will toss his plug or cast his Ay 
right up to the shoreline, tight 
against tree trunks and _ sub- 
merged logs; his fellow fisherman 
may fall short a foot or more with 
his cast time after time and la- 
ment the fact that the fish just 
“aren't taking." 

The experienced angler places 
much emphasis on ‘“‘technique.’” 
When he tries out a new lure, he 
follows the manufacturer's recom- 
mendations to the letter—then he 
experiments, retrieving in 4 slow, 
then a fast, then an erratic man- 
ner When he catches a fish, he 
remembers the particular action 
that he was giving the lure at the 
moment of the strike and he re- 
peats that action on following 
casts. 

The most common mistake 
among inexperienced anglers is 
that of fishing too fast. They toss 

ouf'the’ lure and ‘then see how” 
fast they can reel it in.

Church Government 


Let us think about the simple God-given system of church 
government described in the bible. 

New Testament churches were simply the Christians in 
given localities who met to worship in their own communities 
and who were governed by their own elders. Each congregation 
was called a church and each was governed exactly alike—by 
qualified men who were appointed to oversee the congregation 
(1 Tim. 3:17; Acts 20:28). The Bible calls these men “elders”, 
“bishops,” “overseers” and “pastors” (Titus 1:5-7; Acts 20:17-28, 
Eph. 4:11). Their work was to oversee the local congregation 
as shepherds oversee a flock. 

The position and work of elders must not be confused with 
the position and work of the deacons. Deacons were “servants” 
(L Timothy 3:8-13), who could be given duties but who had 
no authority to oversee the flock. Preachers were simply pro- 
clairners of the gospel and in no instance was the preacher 
called “the pastor.” All in the congregation were under the 
authority of the elders (bishops) who were subject to Christ 
and who were to uphold the Word and to use it in their work. 

Each congregation was independent of all other congre- 
gations. Each group of elders had authority only over the one 
congregation where they worshiped. No bishop. had authority 
over a fellow bishop nor was there a distinction between elders 
and bishops. No group of elders had authority over a second

| AMEDICAN HISTORY

OLIVER WENDELL HOLMES ANNIVERSARY 


This week is the anniversary of the birth, on August 29, 1809, 
of Oliver Wendell Holmes, that outstanding American who was 
poet, writer and physician. A wan of wit and wisdom, he carved 
for himself a memorable niche in his country’s Hall of Fame. He 
has the distinction of not only being outstanding in his own right, 
but also of being the father of Oliver Wendell Holmes, Jr., the 
justly celebrated U.S. Supreme Court Justice. 

Oliver Wendell Holmes was born in Cambridge, Mass., of 
Sarah Wendell Holmes and the Rev. Abiel Holmes. The ancestry 


was of early colonial stock. Hi

The poem was’ printed in the Boston Daily 
Advertiser on September 16, 1830. The Constitution was saved.

SAVED By GRACE 


The Bible teaches men are saved by grace (Eph, 2:8, 9). 
The word grace occurs over U70 times in the New Testament. 
It has referred to many things as: a bounty (1 Cor. 16:3); Paul’s 
(2 Cor. 1:15) and even to this life (1 Pet. 3:7). Although 


it has been used in reference to many different things it con- 


visit 


sistently carries the thought of favor. 


Grace does not of itself suggest merit or lack of merit, as 
Jesus increased in grace (or favor: Lk. 2:52). However, it is 
definitely pointed out that men receive pardon (salvation) with. 
out merit on their part. They -receive it as a gift from God. 


Must men obey God to obtain pardon? Yes. There is a dif- 
fereace between obtain and merit. As Naaman had to obey .to 
obtain God’s gift of healing so sinners must obey to obtain the 
gift of salvation (Heb. 5:8, 9; Mt. 7:21). Although Naaman 
complied with conditions his healing was still a gift from God. 


Thus, the sinners on Pentecost who were told to repent and 
be baptized for the remission of sins could not claim they merit- 
ed pardon by obeying. They did not earn salvation. We should 


not imagine a conflict between God’s grace and his command- 
ments. It is as much grace to tell sinners how to come into and 
| walk in God’s grace as it is to tell them that Jesus provided the 
way. Jesus said, “Why call ye me, Lord, Lord, and do not the 
things which I say?” (Lk. 6:46).

many boat races on the mighty 


INCE the 


Mississippi River. But, in the 68 
years since the famous Natchez- 
Lee race, less than 30 boats in 
competitive races have completed 
the 1,068-mile grind from St. Louls 
to New Orleans. Distance and 
turbulent water are enough to 
stop all but the sturdiest crafts 
and skippers, 

This Labor Day weekend, some 
50 boats are expected to race from 
St, Louls to New Orleans in hot 
pursuit of more than $5,000 in 
prize money. It’s a safe bet that 
plenty of boats will not complete 
the race. 

Record for the distance is 29 
hours and 29 minutes, set last 
year by Byron Pool and Lonnie 
Kirkpatrick. Their time was the 
fastest any man, boat and motor 
had ever m de the trip, and 
smashed the old record for this 
race by 14 hours 30 minutes. 

Only stock boats and motors, as 
used by everyday boaters, are 
eligible for the race. The prize 
money includes $1,000 to the win- 
ner with other prizes ranging from 
$300 to $100 for the next nine to 
finish. In addition, $100 govern- 
ment bonds will be awarded the 
first boat to reach each of seven 
fueling stops.

It is believed that Obadiah de- 
lievered his prophecy against 
Edom soon after the Babylonians 


captured Jerusalem and enslaved 


many of its inhabitants in 586 
G. 
Obadiah charged the Edomites 


with refusing to assist Judah when 
Nebuchadrezzar laid seige to Jeru- 
salem, although the Edomites as 
descendants of Esau were blood 
relatives of the Israelites, 
The prophet also and very cor- 
rectly accuses the Edomites with 
giving assistance to the Babylon- 
ians, with the looting of Jerusalem 
follownig its capture, and with 
preventing the escape of many 
inhabitants of the city as they 
fled southward from the destruc- 
tion of their city and nation and 
the enslavement of the conquered 
people, Especially critical was 
Obadiah because the Edomites had 
gloated over the misfortunes of 
their kinsmen the Israelites. 
The Edomites had always been 
enemies of the Israelites. They had 
opposed the progress of Moses 
and his people as they fled from 
Egypt toward Canaan. They had 
often made raids of thievery into 
the land of the Israelites after 
Canaan was reached. and several 
times had engaged in 
against them.

FRANKLIN'S KITE EXPERIMENT 


With a thunderstorm coming up over Philadelphia on the 
hot, sultry afternoon of June 5, 1752, Benjamin Franklin hurried 
out to a nearby meadow, carrying a home-made kite with him. 
His 21-year-old son, William, going along somewhat reluctantly 
at the prospect of getting wet, carried a Leyden jar, a glass jar 


coated with tinfoil and topped by 


a brass knob. 


Benjamin Franklin was 46 years old at the time and experi- 
menting with the new strange power which scientists had recent- 


ly named electricity. The thought 


had occurred to him that light- 


ning and electricity were t':e same, How to prove it? 


He decided that a kite reaching up to the thunder clouds 
would be the best way of drawing down lightning. He made a kite 
out of a large silk handkerchief stretched over a light cedar frame 
and firmly fastened at the corners. A pointed wire was fastened 
at the top of the kite. To the long hempen string Franklin tied 
a silk ribbon, and at the point where the ribbon and string joined 
he fastened a large iron door key. . 


On this stormy afternoon, Franklin, accompanied by his son, 
hastened out in the field to try his kite experiment. By a cowshed 


in an open field the kite was raised high. 


in the sky and a wind tossed the 


Black clouds piled up 
tree tops. A cloud passed over 


the kite. Thunder cracked. But there was no reaction with the 


kite, 


Franklin, standing with his son in the doorway of the shed 
iis the rain poured down, began to despair of success, The wind 
carried another black cloud over the kite, and suddenly Franklin 
saw the fibres of the hempen string stand on end while a flicker- 
ing flame streamed down its length. Excitedly he touched his knuc- 
kles to the'door key. He felt a shock as a spark flew out. With a 


shout of triumph Franklin drew spark 


with his knuckles, 
“We have it, Billy! We have 


after spark from the key 


receiving a stronger shock each time.

summer we would put milk and 
butter in the cket and lower it 
into the well to keep it cool. 

There was a man in the vil- 
lage who cut ice in the winter 
and stored it in sawdust in his 
barn. They would put ice ‘in the’ 
washtub and set the food around 
it. We also had a box buried on 
the shady side of the house 
which was used to store perish- 
able items. 

We had no screens, but at 
mealtime would get a nice, bushy 
limb off a tree and everyone 
would take turns waving it back 
and forth over the table to keep 
the flies away. 

My mother always cooked 
beans in an iron pot on a small 

wood burning stove. In the spring, 
mother made us a straw mat- 
tress and always had a corn 
hu.". pillow to sleep on.

From Mrs. B. Stewart, Spring- 
ville, Iowa: I remember the 
highlight of the threshing season 
was in reality an aftermath, and 
took place the following day, be- 
fore the bright yellow straw had 
a chance to be spoiled by weath- 
er. Half a dozen straw ticks had 
to be emptied, washed, dried. 
filled and sewed up again, all be- 
fore bedtime, We kids had to 
assist with the stuffing, a hot, 
itchy job we detested.. Mother, 
well aware of how emaciated a 
straw matress could become in 
due time, insisted on our cram- 
ming in every whisp the tick 
would hold. Of course we com- 
plained—we couldn't possibly 
sleep on ‘“‘such a big bloated 
bay,” but secretly we could hard- 
ly wait until bedtime to try them 
out!

go when the weather gets 
hot, the water too warm, and the 
fish “stop biting?'’ The good fish- 
ermen go right on fishing and they 
continue to catch fish. 

In lakes that are big and deep, 
the successful angler raises his 
cork or bobbler when the tempera- 
tures go up. He knows that the 
fish are going deep, where the 
water is cooler, to do their feed- 
ing. In the streams and lakes that 
are not so deep, he concentrates 
more on the “shady” spots—lily 
pads, tree stumps,and tree-shaded 
shorelines. 

The successful angler may stay 
out all day, but he fishes most dil- 
igently in the early morning and 
late afternoon. This is a good pol- 
icy year-round, but it is more im- 
portant during the warmer days 
of the year. The best time to catch 
fish is when they are feeding and 
common sense tells one that they 
do more feeding in the cool 
hours than during the hot por- 
tions of the day. 

During hot weather, too, fish 


| quite often do most of their feed-

OF PRESIDENT GARFIELD 

.. President James A. Garfield was leaving Washington for a 
trip to the North on the morning of July 2, 1881 when he was shot 
and badly wounded in the railroad station, the second President 
of the United States to be shot down by an assassin. 
who shot him was a forty-year-old Chicago lawyer, Charles J. 
Guiteau, who was seeking political revenge. 

James Abram Garfield, 20th President of the United States, 
had been born in a log cabin in Ohio and grew up amid the rugged 
conditions of frontier life. He had been nicknamed “The Canal 
Boy” because in his youth he had worked on a canal boat. 

In politics Garfield was a staunch Republican. He made a 
name for himself as a reliable party man, and had served in 
Congress for 18 years. The Republican party nominated him as 
its “dark horse’ candidate for the Presidency at its 1880 conven- 
tion. He was elected and took office on March 4, 1881 with Chester 


The man 


James A. Garfield was an impressive figure, six feet tall and 
strongly built, with his large face covered with a full beard. In 
office he was soon shaken and wearied by the fierce political 
quarrels surrounding him. The Republican party was split be- 
tween the supporters of James G. Blaine of Maine and Roscoe 
Conklin of New York. They were rival Congressional leaders and 


When Garfield appointed Blaine as his Secretary of State he 
greatly offended the Conkling group. The Blaine-Garfield side 
became known as the “Half Breeds,” and the Conklin group as 
the “Stalwarts.”” Bitterness between the two groups was intense. 

Among the hundreds of office seekers who flocked to Wash- 
ington was Charles Guiteau, a man with a disordered mind and 
a follower of the “Stalwarts.” He wanted a government job in 
the foreign field. He was turned down, Embittered, he sought 


Garfield was leaving Washington on the morning of July 
2, 1881 for & rest and to deliver an address at Williams College in 
Massachusetts. Blaine accompanied him. As they entered the 
waiting room of the railroad station Guiteau stepped behind the 
President, ‘and shouting, “I am a Stalwart, and now Arthur is 


One bullet grazed the President’s 


arm, the other bullet struck him in the back. 

The assassin was seized at once. After a long and sensational 
trial that lasted for months Guiteau was found guilty and hanged 
on June 30, 1882. Meanwhile President Garfield lingered between 


life and death for weeks. On the 79th day of his brave struggle 
for life he suffered a relapse and in a sudden spasm of pain he 
died at half past ten in the evening of September 19, 1881. 

It was a sad end to the life of the 20th President of the United 
States cut down by an assassin's bullet at the age of fifty.

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Modern “New Look” Hos 
Hard To Describe By Producer

Just what is this “‘new look” in hogs? 

In measurements, the “new look” 
would be something like this—carcass 
length, 81 inches (first rib to the aitch- 
bone) ; backfat thickness, 1.1 inches; and 
dressing percentage, 50 percent or more 
in ham, loin, and shoulder. 

Now, you might ask, “Just how do 
I recognize this new look in hogs?” 

A lot of high-powered adjectives have 
been used to describe the model meat- 
type hog, yet many are still confused 
as to what one really looks like. For 
an example, some producers are disil- 
lusioned because buyers, processors, or 
others criticize their extremely long, 
narrow, shallow-bodied hogs as being 
“meatless” rather than meat-type. In 
most cases this is the result of inferior 
breeding but could be lack of finish. 
Likewise, producers who have meat-type 
pigs to begin with but feed them to 
heavy weights are penalized at the mar- 
ket. Here again the producer is dis- 
illusioned because he does not under- 
stand that over weight changes the pic- 
ture. It must be remembered that even 
a meat-type hog will become lardy if 
fed to heavy weight. 

Such —instances—as-— those- described 
above lead me to believe that our big- 
gest obstacle in changing hog type from 
“lard” to “lean” probably is inability 
on the part of producers, buyers, and 
others to recognize the new look hog. 
It is particularly important that hog 
buyers have the ability to recognize value 
differences in live hogs and buy ac- 
cordingly if production of quality hogs 
is to be encouraged at the market place. 
The packer-buyer’s ability to estimate 
the value of live hogs is greater than 
the producer’s and others. They have 
the opportunity to follow lots of hogs 
through the killing process and see them 
with the hair off; and, after all, the 
“inside look” isn’t actually available 
until the carcass is hanging in the cool- 
er. 

The packer-buyer’s ability to estimate 
live value of different type hogs is fur- 
ther enhanced by carcass cut-out infor- 
mation. This points up the big import- 
ance of processors cooperating in pro- 
viding producers with occasional grade 
and cut-out information on his market 
hogs. Information of this type is as 
important to the producer as a road map 
is to a traveler, in that it points out 
the direction the producer needs to go 
in making further progress in his breed- 
ing program. 

Since a rigid system of selection and 
mating is the only way to make lasting 


progress in improved quality, it is es- 
sential that producers know what to look 
for when selecting replacement breed- 
ing stock. A few years ago it was sug- 
gested that the best way to produce lean 
hogs was to alter the feed to contain 
a high percentage of fiber or merely 
switch to a meat-type breed. Presently, 
most authorities agree that neither of 
these avenues is entirely the correct ap- 
proach. 


The “starve-down, lean-up” system of 
producing pork doesn’t fit into our gen- 
eral production pattern of “fast-gain, 
rapid turnover.” At the same time this 
system gives no lasting change in type, 
particularly from a breeding standpoint. 
And certainly no major breed today 
would lay claim to having all uniform, 
meat-type animals. We have seen both 
the excellent and undesirable types in 
all the breeds. Today’s hog producer 
must search out those combinations that 
will aid him in bringing together all the 
economic, productive traits and desirable 
carcass characteristics that will mean 
maximum profits from his herd. 


To help acquaint members of all seg- 
ments of the swine industry with the 
new..look-in-well-muscled, quality hogs, 
a recent meat-type, market hog clinic 
was held in Selma. One hundred and 
ten producers, buyers, processors, and 
others attended the clinic pens a seven- 
county area. A local packing company 
and stockyard cooperated with the Ex- 
tension Service in staging this educa- 
tional event. And educators discussed 
the importance of quality pork from 
the farrowing pen to the frying pan. 

J. M. Gentry, local packing plant 
manager, presented the packer’s interest 
in quality pork production. He said, 
“Pork must be of the kind consumers 
prefer if it is to compete with other 
sources of protein at the meat counter. 
The quality of the product cannot be 
improved once it goes to market. It 
must take place on farms of every hog 
producer in. Alabama through the use 
of superior quality breeding stock.” 


We know that many of the desirable 
traits we are striving for in our hogs 
are highly heritable. And James Powell, 
a purebred breeder from Autauga Coun- 
ty, explained the performance testing 
program he is carrying out in his pure- 
bred Landrace herd. James clearly dem- 
onstrated the progress that can be made 
if proper attention is given to selection 
and culling. With such information 
available on purebreds, the purchaser 
knows exactly what to expect in per- 
formance from the animals.

Too, live market hogs of various 
grades were displayed and discussed at 
the clinic. When carcasses were com- 
pared producers had little trouble pick- 
ing out the USDA number one hog and 
the lardy number two’s and three’s. It 
was also obvious that the long, thin, 
cat-hammed, medium pig—often thought 
of as meat-type—was every bit a coun- 
terfeit. 

A demonstration involving carcasses 
and cuts of the four USDA market hog 
grades brought to light the actual dif- 
ferences in fat and lean and quality of 
cuts that exist among the different 
grades. The carcass from a number one 


meat-type hog was superior in every 
department. It averaged 31 inches in 
length (first rib to the aitchbone), had: 
an average .backfat thickness of 1.1 
inches, and cut out 50 percent of the: 
carcass weight in ham, loin, and shoulder 
—truly meat-type from hock to snout. 

We believe this type of an educational 
event will help improve the ability of 
producers, buyers, and others to recog- 
nize quality in hogs and enable us to 
move faster in all areas—with producers 
growing the right type, buyers paying 
on a live value basis, and processors 
merchandising the product at its best 
advantage. 


New Angle On Controlling Plies

“HOO FLY, don’t bother me.” 

It would be nice if Alabama beef cat- 
tlemen could sing this tune and rid their beef 
herds of the fly problem. However, it takes 
a little more to keep these pesty insects from 
latching on to the cows and calves and causing 
smaller weight gains, especially during the 
hot season. 

Although it is difficult to keep the flies 
down, Taylor Trawick of Henry County seems 
to have found a good solution to the prob- 
lem. The Newville Rt. 2 Farm and Home 
Development demonstrator has been using a 
device of his own making since 1944. And 
he’s had mighty good results. 

Trawick rigged a sack underneath a pole 
that he fastened horizontally over a gap lead- 
ing from one pasture into another. Four 
pounds of 50 percent wettable DDT are plac- 
ed in the sack about every month during the

farms as the number of beef cattle in the 
state increases. 

Unlike the root-hog-or-die system of grand- 
pa’s time, cattlemen today keep close check 
on their cattle and pastures. When they know 
a new calf is to be dropped, they make the 
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season when flies are the worst. Animals 
moving through the gapWhave to pass under 
the DDT back duster; thus, Trawick has al- 
most 100 percent fly control from this 
method. 

The farmer also pointed out that he does 
not fill the sack as soon as it becomes empty. 
He waits until there is sign of flies coming 
back in. “Taylor feels that the flies do not 
build up immunity to the DDT as easily when 
it is handled this way,” said Assistant Coun- 
ty Agent C. L. Barefield. 

The agent went on to explain that Trawick 


‘is one of Henry County’s better farmers be- 


cause he looks after all management details 
of his farm just as he does in keeping flies 
off his cattle. 

“Actually there is no reason for any cat- 
tleman allowing flies to infest. his herd,” the 
agent continued. ‘“‘He can spray them every 


four to six weeks throughout the summer with 
25 pounds of 50 percent wettable DDT, 20 
pounds of 50 percent wettable DDT and one 
pound of 25 percent-wettable lindane, 25

Trawick has a herd of 55 commercial brood 
cows on his 320-acre place. He has 150 acres 
of open land with 75 acres in pasture, 30 
acres of permanent pasture, and the rest in 
bermuda sod. He fattens out some calves but 
sells most of them off the mothers. 

With a 27-acre peanut allotment, Trawick 
rents enough land to give him 78 acres in 
the crop. His cotton allotment is 17 acres 
with 27 acres on the rented land. “Over a 
period of years Trawick has averaged over 
a bale of cotton to the acre,” said Agent Bare- 
field, ‘‘and last year he averaged 450 pounds 
of lint to the acre. His peanut yield was 


1450 pounds on each acre of last year’s crop.”

This Month In Rural Alabama 


Montgomery. 
Farmer 
Takes Up Fight - 
Against 
Cherokee Rose,

 Biageeness ROSE, a pest to cattlemen and 
pasture plants on several thousand acres 
of land in Montgomery County, is, you might 
say, a thorn in the beef producer’s side. 

This viny, bush-like plant grows to a height 
of 15 feet and spans an area some 10 to 15 
feet in diameter. Literally covered with 
sharp briers, this pasture pest is extremely 
hard to kill and is presenting a serious prob- 
lem to many cattlemen in the county. 


According to County Agent Tom McCabe, 
several farmers in the county have tried kéill- 
ing Cherokee Rose with 2,4-D, but he is con- 
vinced that failure was due to only one ap- 
plication of the chemical. Applying one ap- 
plication of 2,4-D on Cherokee Rose is no 
more practical than one application of dust 
on your cotton crop to control boll weevils, 
said McCabe. 

Based on several years’ research at the API 
Lower Coastal Plain Substation at Camden, 
McCabe made the following recommendation: 

“For the most effective control of this 

plant,” said the agent, “remove the top 
growth, preferably with a rotary mower. 
Then when the new growth reaches 12 to 18 
inches, spray with two pounds of 2,4-D amine 
or one pound of low volatile ester per acre 
in 20 gallons of water. Repeat-this treatment 
two_or three times during the ‘growing sea- 
son or as often as growth is 12 to 18 inches 
ong. 
. “For large clumps of roses a single appli- 
cation of the following is recommended. Use 
10 pounds of concentrated Borascu in dry 
form per 100 square feet of soil any time dur- 
ing the year, or use any other recommended 
soil sterilant according to the manufacturer’s 
recommendations,” he said.

J.P. Henry and sons of the Hope Hull com- 
munity have a Cherokee Rose control pro- 
said McCabe. 
They have launched a five- to 10-year pro- 
gram which they believe will at least con- 
trol, if not eradicate, the pest. 

Here’s their program and the procedure 
they used in setting it up. 

Agent McCabe, Mr. Henry, and Davis— 
the youngest son—visited several farms in 
Lowndes County where various type sprayers 
were being used to control Cherokee Rose. 
Then, with several ideas in mind, they drew 
up specifications for a spray machine that 
would most nearly fit their expected needs. 

Since the land where the roses grow is 
usually very rough and can be damaging to 
light-weight equipment, the Henrys sought 
to build a heavy, rugged machine that would 
stand the treatment. Therefore, for the body 
of the trailer-type piece of equipment they 
used a truck axle and wheels and framing 
of heavy steel. Then a 280-gallon drum was 
fastened to the frame work of the trailer. 

Two 50-foot hoses with fog nozzles attach- 
ed are used for spot-spraying work, and a 
broadcast nozzle is attached to the rear of 
the tank. To power the spray equipment a 
pump is fastened to the power takeoff of the 
tractor. Cutoffs on each spot sprayer and 
the broadcast sprayer permit the owner to 
use one or all the attachments as the need 
may be. 


So far the Henrys have used only the spot-

ing with 2,4-D amine and ester, but the Henrys look 


for the plant to sprout out again next spring. They 
will repeat the treatment then and as often as is neces- 
sary to control the pasture pest. 


spray equipment. A span 100 feet in di- 
ameter can be covered with the-two flexible 
hoses. And as the operators walk along 
from one Cherokee Rose bush to another the 
nozzle can be cut off to save spray material. 

The Henrys use 2,4-D amine and ester in 
their fight against the roses. And they figure 
the cost to them has been about two dollars 
per acre on the spot-treatment method. To 
date they have treated the pest on 200 acres 
of pasture land. 

What are the results? As was indicated 
earlier, the Henry’s program is set up on a 
long-time basis—five to 10 years. And no 
definite results are available on this farm 


yet. 


However, huge Cherokee Rose plants that 
were sprayed this year are dry and dead 
clear through the stems. Nevertheless, the 
Henrys expect these plants to sprout out 
again next spring. Too, seed of the rose are 
viable for several years and a continuous 
spray program is necessary to kill the young 
plants coming up from seed each year. 

The Henrys plan to repeat treatments as 
often as is necessary to control both large and 
small plants whether they are coming back 
from established root systems or from seed. 
In the five to 10 years they have set up for 
their program they hope to completely con- 
trol the pest.

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Manufacturing Milk Producers May 
Have Brighter Future Than Past 
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ODERN methods and equipment 
have made production of manu- 
facturing milk one of the most inviting 
money-making enterprises in Alabama. 
Producing milk for manufacturers of 
dairy products is, and will continue to 
be, a very important part of the future 
Alabama dairy industry. And as im- 
proved operating methods are more 
widely used, manufacturing milk farms 
will show better and better returns, be- 
cause of greater volume production at 
lower cost. 

In 1958 Alabama produced a total of 
131,040,000 pounds of milk for manu- 
facturing purposes. This milk was worth 
$4,520,000. It is estimated that Ala- 
bama produces only one-seventh of the 
milk used in manufactured products con- 
sumed in the state. Therefore, if all 
the milk consumed in Alabama in the 
form of manufactured products were 
produced in the state, the dairy income 
from this source would be $31,646,000 
—some $27 million increase in farm in- 
come. 

There are several manufacturing milk 
plants located in Alabama convenient to 
producers interested in this type of in- 
come. Locations are at Dadeville, Union- 
town, Florence, Decatur, and Cullman. 
Out-of-state plants convenient to Ala- 
bama producers are located at Colum- 
bus, Aberdeen, Baldwin, and Tupelo, all 
in Mississippi; Ardmore and Fayette 
ville in Tennessee; and Cedartown, 
Georgia. A particular advantage of 
selling to these plants is that their 
prices are quoted on a national basis. 
Milk plants buy milk on the basis of 
its butterfat content, paying approxi- 
mately the same price for milk of the 
same fat content no matter where it is 
purchased throughout the country. Con- 
sequently, the Alabama dairyman is in 
as favorable position—price-wise—as 
producers in any section of the United 
States. 

There are a number of modern im- 
provements that make. the production of 
manufacturing milk a profitable, enter- 
prise. Take the milking parlor for an 
example. It’s easy to build. Any barn 
or shed on the farm can be converted 
into a milk-shed by farm labor, using 
inexpensive materials available on the 
farm. The pictures on this page show 
three types of milking arrangements, 
and plans for building them are avail- 
able through your county agents’ of- 
fices. 

Two of the pictures—BH-33 and 


, BH-37—are ramp-type milking parlors. 


BH-32 is a pit-type arrangement. These 
three plans are for building milking 
structures inside an existing ‘barn or 
shed or in a new milking barn. 

Your county agent also has plans for 
building hay and feed storage buildings, 
silage self-feeding gates, and other 
types of farm service buildings. 

For efficient operation of your manu- 
facturing milk enterprise, you need cer- 
tain mechanical equipment — electric 
cow-to-can milking machines and some 
type of milk-cooling device, either a re- 
frigerator cooler or a cold water vat. 


The cost of equipment will vary, de- 
pending on the amount used and the 
type selected. 

To show the advantages of modern 
equipment and methods, take a look at 
some research done by some of the ex- 
periment stations in the nation. Tenn- 
essee found that it required 160 hours 
per cow per year to hand-milk 10 cows 
in stanchion barns, but only 60 hours 
per cow in a 40-cow herd where pit-type 
parlors and milking machines were used. 


North Carolina found that labor was 
reduced from 23.6 minutes per cow per 
year, or 77 hours, to 10.4 minutes, or 
88 hours, by the use of milking machines 
and parlors. 


At the Sand Mountain Experiment 
Station in Alabama research shows that 
110 hours per cow per year were need- 
ed where 12 cows were being milked 
with one machine. An elevated stall in 
the same setup reduced the number of 
hours needed to 86, and an elevated 
stall, two milking machines, pipe lines, 
bulk tanks, and 15 cows cut the hours 
to 69. 

These are just some of the things 
modern methods and equipment are do- 
ing to make this phase of the dairy in- 
dustry a profitable enterprise. 

Remember, however, to succeed you 
must have high producing cows. Get a 
minimum of 6,000 pounds of milk from 
Jerseys, 8,500 from Holsteins, and 6,260 
from Guernseys. And milk enough cows 
to make the enterprise profitable. A 
full-time farmer with sufficient land will 
find 20 cows enough for a profitable 
operation. Of course, there is also a 
profit in milking cows as a supplement 
to other employment or for a 4-H proj- 
ect. 

It is important, too, that you keep 
production records. Record plans are 
available for all size herds. See your 
county agent for details and instructions 
on all phases of the dairy industry. 


SHADED FEED LOTS 
IMPROVE CATTLE GAINS 


Cattlemen should be particular about 
choosing a feeding site in the dry lot. 

API Extension Livestockman Bob Far- 
quhar says that more cattle feeding is 
now being done in Alabama. Therefore, 
many growers have found it advan- 
tageous to graze their cattle during the 
fall and winter months on small grain 
grazing, cool season grasses, and dif- 
ferent clovers.- The cattle are then put 
in dry lot for a 90-day finishing period 
beginning in the late spring or early 
summer. 

According to the livestockman, recent 
research studies showed that cattle made 
satisfactory gains during the summer 
when ample shade was provided. These 
tests provided the cattle with no shade, 
natural shade, normal wind circulation, 
and unnatural wind circulation with the 
use of fans. Cattle fed in the natural 
shade area made the best gains and used 
their feed more effectively.

ARD work and elbow grease paid off A. 
W. Moye’s 100-acre farm in only 11 
years of a 40-year variable payment plan 
with the Federal Housing Administration. 
The Flomaton Rt. 1 farmer bought the farm 
in 1940 and started raising hogs, general 
crops, and some cattle on the 58 acres of 
open land. In 1951 profits from his efforts 
reclaimed the note and Moye was the proud 
owner of his own farm. 


Then it happened, after all the long hou 
of hard work paying off the mortgage, oi 
was found on Moye’s farm. “I’m glad I paid 
for my farm with my own labor,” said Moyé. 
Fact is, according to County Agent F. A. 
Rew, Moye didn’t let four and a half oil 
wells (his brother owns half of one) stop 
him from carrying on the farm life he knows 
and loves so well. 

With the farm paid for and extra income 
from his new discovery, Moye was able to 
reduce some of his farm operations and spe- 
cialize in those enterprises he enjoyed most. 
He chose his beef cattle project and support- 
ing crops as his special interest. 

He has 15 acres of coastal bermuda as good 
as any this reporter has ever gazed upon. 
Just across a fence lies eight acres of top- 
notch Pensacola bahia grass with another six 
acres of the same located on another area of 
land across the farm. These 29 acres of grass- 
land are used only for grazing—no hay— 
and with a boost from reseeding crimson clov- 
er double-sodded on the same area, Moye 
carries 60 head of cows and calves on the 
green forage 10 months out of each year. 

‘Fertilizer is the answer,” Moye was quick 
to point out. “Although the cows have ac- 
cess to several hundred acres of woods pas- 
ture (rented land, of course) they stick to 
the 29 acres of lush, heavily fertilized coastal, 
bahia, and crimson grazing,” explained the 
Escambia County farmer.

“T lime the land every three years with a 
ton of lime per acre, and 600 pounds of 0-

pounds of 0-14-14 per acre every fall,’”’ point- 
ed.out Moye.

fertilizer are applied and the crops replant- 
ed. Then another 66 pounds of nitrogen are 
applied as a top-dressing. 

Moye’s 20 acres of corn will turn out an 
estimated yield of 75 or more bushels per 
acre this year, said Agent Rew. He planted 
the Coker 811 variety in 88-inch rows, 20 
inches in the drill following a turned crop of 
good crimson clover. At planting he applied 
400 pounds of 0-12-16 per acre. The land 
received a ton of lime per acre in 1957. This 
year’s crop was side-dressed with 66 pounds 
of nitrogen per acre. The clover also receiv- 
ed 400 pounds of 0-14-14 ahead of the corn. 

The farmer uses the corn to creep-feed 
calves and to mix a ration for heifers he keeps 
for replacements in his beef herd.

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Poultry Specialist Explains Sale Procedure 


Broiler Auction Market Opens In Alabama 
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J. R. HUBBARD, JR. 
API Extension Poultryman 


IVESTOCK, land, household goods, and 
many other farm products have changed 
hands through the auction sale medium. This 
sales channel provides competitive bidding 
and, in most cases, helps the seller receive 
the top market price for his product. 


First Broiler Auction 


The first broiler auction to be established 
in this country was the Eastern Shore Poultry 
Growers- Exchange serving the Delmarva 
area, which includes Delaware, Maryland, 
and Virginia. Next, the Georgia Poultry Ex- 
change was organized to serve the Georgia 
broiler industry. Since then cooperative auc- 
tions have been organized in Arkansas, Tex- 
as, and, this year, in Alabama. And North 
Carolina is now in the process of organizing 
a broiler auction. 


The first broiler auction market to be op- 
erated in Alabama is being handled by the 
Alabama Poultry Exchange, Inc., located at 
Cullman. The market, organized as a co- 
operative for producers, was 
set up in Cullman because 
this location is the center of 
Alabama’s major broiler pro- 
ducing area. The first auc- 
tion was held August 3. Auc- 
tion. takes place each Mon- 

% day, Wednesday, and Friday 
sae at 1:00 p. m. 

a@ Some of the first questions 
ne asked following  establish- 
ment of this new market 
ttc! were: Are the chickens run 
through a sales ring? What is the procedure 

followed in auctioning off chickens? 

Let me answer these questions this way. 
First, the chickens do not appear at the auc- 
tion. And to answer the second question, 
let’s follow John Doe, an average poultry 
producer, through the processes involved in 
preparing to sell a batch of broilers. 


Procedure Explained 


John Doe, an Alabama broiler producer 
and a member of the Alabama Poultry Ex- 
change, would like to sell his broilers by auc- 
tion at the Exchange. He must first contact 
the Poultry Exchange not later than 11:00 
a. m. five days before he actually plans to 
sell his broilers. He gives the necessary in- 
formation to get his broilers listed on the ex- 
change “‘lot sheet.” 

Then the Exchange’s inspector visits the 
farm where Doe’s broilers are located and 
makes a quality report on the condition of 
the chickens. A buyer, after seeing Doe’s 
broilers listed, also has a right to check the 
houses of broilers to be sold. 


The inspector’s report on the quality of 
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BROILER AUCTION—The picture at top left shows 
buyers in action at Alabama’s first broiler auction 
sale held in Cullman back in August.

Doe’s birds is available to the buyers by 11:00 
am, on sale cay. The report shows the 
number, kind, average weight, quality of 
meat and finish, health, feathering, and grade 
of the chickens. Also the method by which 
the chicks will be moved is shown on the re- 
port. 

On sale day when Doe’s broilers are listed 
for sale, Doe is on hand at the Exchange to 
see his birds auctioned. Here the sales room 
is divided down the middle by a waist-high 
partition. Doe, as a seller, sits on one side 
and the buyers have separate, private desks 
on the other. The sales manager and auc- 
tioneer are on a platform in front of the buy- 
ers and sellers. 


Individual Lights Used 


When Doe’s lot number is drawn from a 
basket and his broilers are up for sale, he 
joins the sales recorder at the front of the 
room. A panel of lights are operated in such 
a manner that the seller knows which buyer 
is bidding on his chicks. With the first bid 


- of a buyer, the auctioneer punches a button 


assigned to this buyer. This turns on a light 
at the recorder’s table showing Doe which 
buyer is bidding. It also turns on a light at 
the buyer’s desk to show him that he has the 
bid. When another buyer makes a bid, the 
first bidder’s light goes out, and the light of 
the next bidder comes on. Only the buyer 
can see his own light. 

When the birds are sold, the light of the 
buyer making the last bid is left on at the 
recorder’s table so John Doe will know who 
bought his broilers. The light at the buyer’s 
desk is also left on so he will know that he 
made the last bid. With the final bid Doe 
closes the deal by announcing to the auc- 
tioneer that the birds are sold. 


auction bidding in similar style to any other auction. 
Above are the sellers. As a seller's chicks are being 
auctioned off, he takes a seat along side the sale 
recorder in the front of the room. 


This is how Doe’s broilers are sold while 
they are still in the houses on the farm. 
Broilers are sold FOB (free on board) at the 
farm, and Doe pays the Alabama Poultry Ex- 
change one dollar per thousand birds for sell- 
ing his broilers. : 


Auction Advantages 


The older Poultry Exchanges in Delmarva 
and Georgia point out the following advan- 
tages of an auction. (These advantages-have’ 
helped stimulate the establishment of other 
auctions. ) 


1. Auctions establish competitive bidding 
to bring the top market prices for broilers. 

2. Sellers can get premium prices for 
quality birds. 

8. Auction service provides proper pay- 
ménts to growers for poultry sold. 

4. An auction provides an available mar- 
ket for all broiler growers and an available 
supply of broilers for buyers. 


5. The grower is relieved of negotiations 
involved in selling his broilers when he uses 
the auction method. 


6. Buyers have a good choice of size, qual- 
ity, and quantity of birds.

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Changes 

My . . . what big changes going on and at such 
a fast pace! 

I was brought up in a cotton field just as most 
farm people have been ever since Alabama was 
carved out of the wilderness; so most of our market- 
ing experience has been with one crop—cotton—the 
least perishable of all crops. I’m told there are 
.a few bales around the country that were produced 
before the Civil War and these bales are still in 
good condition. 


Now we are fast moving into marketing of high- 
ly perishable crops such as eggs, milk, meats, 
peaches, and strawberries. Egg marketing is prob- 
ably increasing faster right now than any other 
product we sell. Eggs need to be picked up as 
goon as they are laid, and cooled, graded, pack- 
aged, and sent on their way to market before any 
deterioration sets in. 


And so it is with many other products that we 
are now producing. Study the marketing situation 
for your product. Understand the marketing 
changes going on and profit from what you see. We 
need to catch up fast on some of the facts and 
practices in marketing many products that other 
areas of the country have been carrying on for 
a long time. 


Expected Future Trends 


Here are a few trends that we may expect to see 
in the future. 


1. Increasing pressure for higher standards of 
quality in all products, People want the best of 
everything they buy from a dozen eggs to a new 
automobile, and they have the money to pay for 
it. So if you want to sell for the best price or, 
in some instances, make a sale at all, you had bet- 
ter turn out a product that is appealing and en- 
ticing to people who buy and use it. 

2. Larger and larger volume will be required 
to do satisfactory marketing. When Ma and Pa 
ran the little corner grocery they had to buy in 
small lots because they didn’t sell much. One pro- 
ducer could deliver to such a grocer a dozen_eggs, 
a coop of fryers, or a sack of peas or potatoes. 
Now, most of these corner grocers have been re-

Research shows egg-holding rooms at 60 
degrees and 80 percent humidity keep eggs 
at top quality for a week, provided collecting 
and handling was properly done. 
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placed by a supermarket that sells maybe a mil- 
lion dollars or more worth of produce a year. A 
store like this just can’t buy in small quantities. 
They are buying in larger and larger lots all the 
time—truckloads, carloads, or more. So this means 
that each producer or group of producers needs to 
find ways of getting together a larger volume of 
products of uniform quality to do a satisfactory 
job of marketing. 

3. More attention needs to be given seasonal 
distribution of such products as milk, meat, eggs, 
and some fruits and vegetables to meet the require- 
ments of marketing firms and consumers over the 
entire year. After all, you know all of us have 
to eat every day. Those who merchandise what we 
use have to be assured of a steady supply coming 
to market every day. Somewhere in the country 
there are groups of producers willing and anxious 
to do this. If we don’t meet this marketing re- 
quirement we may lose markets we already have 
for some products. 


Prices 


Speaking about eggs a minute ago reminds me 
that we are going through the lowest price year in 
1959 since before World War II. This also reminds 
me of what I heard one poultryman say in 1935. 
In discussing egg prices he said, “Eggs got so 
cheap that the dogs at my place turned up their 
noses and quit sucking ’em.” 

In this connection, it is a good time right now to 
review some of the economics of producing and 
marketing eggs. For many years we have seen 
good prices for eggs one year. This encouraged 
producers to put in more chicks, grow out more 
pullets, and produce more eggs the next year. Then * 
we had low prices. This discouraged producers. They 
sold many of their hens, put fewer chicks in brood- 
er houses, and produced less eggs the next year. 
This again brought higher prices. This regular, 
two-year cycle of ups and downs in egg supplies and 
prices is about the simplest example we have of 
the economic law of supply, demand, and prices. 

Wpuldn’t it be better business to adopt a regu- 
lar, steady, year-to-year egg business of about the 
size you can best handle and avoid getting hurt by 
these extreme swings in supply and demand?

Cannibalism 

Raising hogs in confinement—such as the 
pig parlor—sometimes brings added prob- 
lems to the hog producer, 

To name one—cannibalism or tail biting 
is an example. Nobody seems to know why 
pigs sometimes bite each other’s tails. One 
theory is that they just get bored and biting 
a friend’s handy tail helps pass the time of 
day. Some growers think that over-crowding, 
shortage of feeder space, and lack of exer- 
cise contribute to the cause. 

One simple management practice reported 
by several producers is to hang rubber tires 
or inner tubes in the pens 
within reach of the pigs. 
Seems that the pigs expel 
their energy and mischief 
pulling at the tires and tubes 


tails. Could be worth a try. 


Squeeze on Farmers 

Many of us fail to grasp 
the extent of the economic 
problems facing farmers and 
how the farmer’s plight tips 
the scales in favor of the rest of us who con- 
sume his products. 

We must remember that in the U. S. only 
22 percent of our income goes for food. In 
West Europe 50 percent is spent for food, 
and in Asia up to 75 percent of the income 
goes for food—and this food is far below ours 
in quality. 

A little increase in prices paid farmers 
would benefit them tremendously while the 
added cost to consumers would be very lit- 
tle. For an example, a 10 percent increase 
in farm prices would increase food cost to 
consumers only four percent but would in- 
crease net income to the farmer 50 percent. 

Should we holler so loud when a few pen- 
nies more on our bill can mean so much to 
the fellow responsible for our livelihood?

Future Farm Business 


Speaking of the plight of the farmer, three 
changes must take place in the next few years 
in American farming systems for the farmer 
to ‘keep up.” 


1. Farm .businesses—and farming is a 
business—must become larger enterprises. 


2. Farm management must be greatly im- 
proved, 


3. Quality products must prevail, with in- 
ferior products purposely being kept off the 
market. 

Two more factors of weight are growing 
items which are-wanted and can be efficient- 
ly marketed and adopting research as soon 
as findings are proved useful and practical.

RESIDUAL ORGANIC. Effects of high 
applications of organic materials may last for 
many years, according to results of Alabama 
tests. In 1952, 1953, and 1954, several types 
of organic material were added to plots. 
Crops have been grown each year since 1954 
without further organic applications. Yields 
of green onions in 1958, with all plots receiv- 
ing 2,000 pounds of fertilizer, were: no or- 
ganic, 14,118 pounds per acre; where saw- 
dust had been added in 1952-54, 15,578 
pounds; on plots getting 24 tons of manure, 
17,690 pounds; and where both sawdust and 
24 tons of manure had been added, 20,410 
pounds per acre. The sawdust added was 
40 tons per acre in 1952 and 20 tons the next 
two years.

H. P. Carter, Monroe County, Feeds Beef Cattle 


Monroe Farmer Goes Strictly Livestock

OGS, beef cattle, and sheep are proving 
their worth for H. P, Carter of Monroe 
County. 

The first and oldest livestock enterprise 
the Monroeville community farmer began 
was hogs. In the past he has built up a 25- 
brood sow herd and let the litters hog off 
peanuts when the price was low for the crop. 

Then, six years ago he had an epidemic 
of swine flu on his 500-acre farm which com- 
pletely wiped out his herd. For two years 
after the disease struck, Carter stayed out 
of the hog business to make sure the same 
thing wouldn’t happen again. When he felt 
that danger was past he bought four Duroc 
sows and a male for use as foundation stock 
on another expected 25-sow unit. 

Now he is well on his way to reaching that 
number for he has 10 top quality gilts al- 
ready selected to go into the brood herd. 
These animals are all from litters of 10 or 
more pigs. 

The second livestock enterprise which the 
Monroe farmer established was beef cattle. 
“T started cattle raising with 85 to 40 grade 
cows,” Carter explained to County Agent 
A. V. Culpepper. “Soon I bought a register- 
ed Angus bull and a few high-quality brood 
cows to help up-grade the herd. And for the 
last four years the quality of my herd has 
reached such a point that I’m selecting some 
of my better heifers for brood cows.” 

Carter is making sure, in his process of 
herd building, that inbreeding won’t be a 
problem. He changes blood lines by getting 
a new bull at least every three years. 

To help in picking the best animals to go 
back into the herd and in getting rid of cull 
cows, the producer is keeping a set of self- 
styled records on each of his animals. “These

Culpepper and Carter View Hogs 
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records are a great asset to me because I 
can do some quick checking and find which 
cows are producing small or slow-growing 
calves and those that are doing a good job,” 
pointed out Carter. “‘And because I have 
sold most of my cull animals on the basis of 
record keeping, I got better than a 90 per- 
— crop of good calves this year,” he grin- 
ned. 

To supply the beef herd with a good ration, 
the Monroeville community livestockman 
provides 40 acres of oats, along with plenty 
of peanut and coastal bermuda hay during the 
winter. In the late spring and summer 
months, the cattle are turned on 80 acres of 
lush coastal bermuda and 40 acres of bahia 
grazing. The winter hay is cut from an ad- 
ditional 25 acres of coastal which is not graz- 
ed during the summer and from 20 acres of 
peanuts that produce over one and a half 
tons per acre. 

Carter’s latest livestock venture has been 
with sheep. Five years ago he brought in 
120 ewe lambs to supplement beef cattle. 
Most of these animals were native ewes so 
he decided to buy six purebred Montadale 
rams to improve the quality. 

The sheep are pastured on a 80-acre area 
near Carter’s home so they can be protected 
from dogs. The area is divided into two 15- 
acre tracts, and the sheep are rotated every 
two weeks to keep down certain parasites, 
They are also protected from worm para- 
sites with six doses of phenothiazine each 


year. 

Carter sells about 150 prime, spring lambs 
each year, and the wool from the herd is sold 
two times a year. “The wool brings in enough 
money to feed the ewe herd,” summed up 
Carter.

‘RESULTS | 
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SOWBUG CONTROL. 


Sowbugs, or pill- 
bugs, are slate-colored insects about one-half 
inch long that roll into balls when disturbed. 
These pests infest flower beds, lawns, mulch 
around ornamental plants, and at times, vege- 


table gardens. They can be controlled by 
thoroughly spraying infested areas with five 
percent DDT, one percent lindane, or five 
percent chlordane emulsions or by using a 
commercial] bait preparation containing me- 
taldehyde and calcium arsenate, or sugar and 
malathion. Two or more applications may 
be necessary. 


SWEETPOTATO PRODUCTS. Jumbo 
sweetpotatoes can be used in making a sugar- 
blanched, frozen strip that is excellent for 
candied yams. The product is made by cut- 
ting peeled potatoes into five eighths-inch 
strips, blanching four and one-half minutes 
in a 60 percent sugar solution at boiling temp- 
erature, cooling, packaging, and freezing. 
Jumbo, No. 2, and other grades are good for 
making sugar-cooked, frozen puree, which 
is excellent for piés and souffles. It is made 
by adding one pound of a 65 percent sugar 
solution to each four pounds of peeled po- 
tatoes, boiling slowly for one hour in a cov- 
ered vessel, peeling, packaging, and freez- 
ing. 

CHOICE OF HOLLIES. Foster’s Hybrid 
No. 2 continues to be the outstanding land- 
scape variety for general use in comparative 
Auburn tests of the female Foster’s Hybrids 
(American X Alabama Dahoon). Foster’s 
Hybrids No. 1 and No. 8 are lighter green 
and looser in growth. - All are suitable for 
upright corner, specimen, or similar use. For 
best fruiting, one plant of Foster’s Hybrid No. 
4 (male) should be included among eight to 
10 female plants. 


EVEN-AGED FORESTS. Adequately 
stocked, even-aged pine forests are highly 
productive and easy to manage. Such forests 
can be regenerated by clear-cutting in nar- 
row strips. In Barbour County tests, two- 
chain-wide strips were clear cut, with 30 seed 
trees per acre left on alternate strips. When 
new reproduction was established, the seed 
trees were harvested. A well-stocked, even- 
aged pine forest was established on the en- 
tire area. 


PEANUT PRODUCTION COSTS. Based 
on 1958 cost data from four southeastern Ala- 
bama counties, cost of producing peanuts on 
mechanized farms was $120.05 per ton, or 
$77.79 per acre. Where workstock supplied 
power, cost was $210.20 per ton, or $123.39 
per acre. These figures are for all costs, in- 
cluding family labor. There was little dif- 
ference in yield between the groups of farms. 
Yield on mechanized farms averaged 1,296 
pounds per acre, as compared with 1,174 
pounds on workstock farms, 


POISONOUS PLANTS. Many poisonous 
plants that can kill livestock are growing in 
Alabama pastures. Danger is greatest when 
good forage is short because of winter killing 
or drought. Under these conditions, cattle 
are more likely to graze the poison plants. 
Studies have revealed that only a small num- 
ber of Alabama’s. many poisonous plants 
cause trouble. These include yellow jessa- 
mine, mountain laurel, oleander, scrub oak, 
bracken fern, white snakeroot, wild cherry, 
and laurel cherry. In addition, ergot on dal- 
lis grass is dangerous. Symptoms of poison- 
ing are depression, loss of weight and appe- 
tite, inability to stand, nervousness, an 
bloody droppings.

ter 7, Section 350 to 383, both in- 
clusive, of the Code of Alabama 
of 1940, or as hereafter amended, 
and appeals in such cases shall be 
provided by law. The Clerk of the 
Shelby County Law and Equity 
Court is hereby made the Clerk 
of such court exercising such juris- 
diction over juvenile matters. 


Section 21: That this Court 
shall have exclusive and original 
jurisdiction of all cases arising 
under Title 34, Article 3, Sections 
89 to 104, both inclusive, of the 
Code of Alabama of 1940, or as 
hereafter amended, which Article 
3 is entitled Desertion and Non- 
Support. That the trial of such 
eases shall be by the Court with- 
out a jury and appeals in such 
cases shall be as provided by law. 
That the Judge of said Shelby 
County Law and Equity Court 
shall be the Judge of the Domestic 
Relations Court; it being the in- 
tention to confer complete, full, 
unlimited and exclusive jurisdic- 
tion upon the Shelby County Law 
and Equity Court of all domestic 
relations matters arising under 
Title 34, Article 3, Section 89 to 
104, both inclusive, of the Code 
of Alabama of 1940, as amended 
or as hereafter may be amended. 

Section 22: Prosecutions for 
misdemeanors committed in Shel- 
by County may be instituted in 
the said court by making an affi- 


davit before the judge, clerk, or 
the solicitor of said Court, the 
writ on said affidavit to be issued 
by the judge, clerk or the solicitor 
of said court, and when the de-

The 
Judge of said court shall have 
power to issue writs of habeas 
corpus, prohibition, certiorari, quo 
warranto, injunctions and all oth- 
er special and extraordinary writs, 
and the procedure, practice and 
rules of the Circuit Courts of 
Alabama relating to such writs as 
are now, or which hereafter may 
be provided by law, except as

HELPING CEV"-LOP ALABAMA 
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To The Citizens 
Of Shelby County 


A local act has been advertised that will make radical changes in the system of courts in 
Shelby County. Under the act the people will be inconvenienced, law enforcement officials will find 
their jobs more difficult, those who are defendants in the new court would find that they pay 
considerably more court cost and many matters now being handled on the beat or precinct level 
could be disposed of only by traveling to Columbiana. This bill would take from the people their 
right to ashearing in their own beat and would require the parties and witnesses to journey to 
Columbiana for all misdemeanor court hearings. The bill would also change the office and duties 
of our Probate Judge. Perhaps worse than all these things is the fact that the people of Shelby 


is 
County will not get to vote on whether they favor this radical change or*not. 


The people will be inconvenienced by this centralizing of courts in Columbiana. To appear in 
this new court the people will have to travel further and because of this many parties and witness- 
es will have to miss a days work to attend this court. Under the bill I believe that within four 
years there will be few if any Justice Courts in Shelby County. If this proves correct then those 
who wish to have warrants issued for the protection of life or property will have to go to Colum- 
biana for this service — further inconvenience. 


If the Justices of the Peace, having been stripped of their official duties by the terms of 
this act, decline to serve, then officers of the law could not get search warrants or warrants of 
arrest except in Columbiana. Officers who arrest an out of state tourist for a traffic violation will 
have to leave their post of duty and bring the person to Columbiana where he can appear before 
the Judge.’Yes — the task of our officers will be more difficult. 


Defendants will find that in many cases they will be charged a $10 Solicitor’s fee and a 
$3 or $4 trial tax before they begin paying the officers’ fees, the clerk’s fees and the fine. They 
do not pay a Solicitor’s fee or a trial tax in a Justice Court. Since the new court will meet in 
Columbiana on days set by the Judge, parties and witnesses will find that they will be put to 
missing a days work more often in attending coirt. Witnesses are paid a fee and mileage for 
their attendance. Since they will have to travel further to attend court another item of court cost 
is increased. Yes — the proposed new court will cost our citizens more. 


Expense of operating the new court would be $8,000 per year or more. Will it increase the 
revenue now being brought in by our courts by this amount so as to pay its own way? I doubt it. 


If you agree with me that this is a bad bill for Shelby County or if you agree with me that 
the people of Shelby County should have the right to vote on such a change in our courts, please 
write or call our State Senator, Joe.W. Graham, Maplesville, Ala., and tell him what you think.

EUROPE ON A BUDGET 
By Richard Fulton 
(Continued from last week.) 


After three days in Florence, 
I very reluctantly boarded the 
train for Rome, which was only a 
two hour ride. This time I shared 
a compartment with an Italian 
family that didn’t know a word of 
English. It was a bit stiff at first, 
but when the little girl shyly of- 
fered me a lemon drop, the form- 
ality was broken. We managed to 
communicate by a sort of univer- 
sal sign language, and spent a 
very enjoyable two hours. 

The first morning in .Rome I 
needed to exchange some Ameri- 
can dollars for Italian lira so I 
| headed for American Express. On 
the way I got hopelessly lost in 
the winding, narrow streets, but 
|just as I was about to despair I 
came out into a piazza that I. re- 
cognized immediately: there in 
front of me was the Trevi Foun- 
tain which had been made so fam- 
jous in the movie “Three Coins in 
a Fountain.” If you've seen the 
movie, you know that there is a 
ilegend that anyone who tossed a 
coin in the fountain will return to 
Rome. Already in love with the 
|“Eternal City”, I tossed in my last 
|nickel and made a silent wish. . . 

When I finally got to American 
Express the office was closed. The 
Italians observe’ a three hour si- 
esta at mid-day, during which time 
jall the shops close and it is im- 
possible to transact business. Since 
I had two’more hours to wait I 
bought a loaf of bread and a jug 

of wine from a street vender and 
climbed the many steps of the Tri- 
nita dei Mundi to enjoy my mid- 
day repast. There, in the yard of 
this famous church, I stretched out 
on the wall and gazed at the vast 
panorama of Rome down beneath 
me. There in the distance was the 
Basicilla of St. Peter’s, “and. the 
muddy Tiber meandered slowly 
down below I wondered~ how 
Aeneas must have felt when he 
sailed yp the Tiber for the first 
tite “ahd what= Hillaire )Betiac 
thought when he saw the dome of 
St. Peter’s after his slow and ard- 
uous journey to Rome. But mostly 
I just thought how good it is to 
be alive, and how good God\is to 
create all the beauty of nature for 
the enjoymént of mankind... . - 

One of the many highlights of 
my five days in Rome was an 
audience with His Holiness, Pope 
John XX111, which I arranged 
\through the North Agperican Col- 
lege. One of my former sehool- 
mates is a student there now, so I 
spent half a day trampling over 
every hill in Vatican City, only to 
\find that the college was out for 
|vacation and atiend wae good-

but the continental breakfast,

who are required to miss time from 
their jobs while awaiting the dis- 
posal of cases in Circuit Court. 
They feel that Shelby County is 
progressing and its Courts should 
progress with it. In checking into 
the need of such a court, I found 
that 390 cases were disposed of 
by Judge A. L. Hardegree dur- 
ing 1958 and despite the efficient 
work of this Court, there remained 
on the Circuit Court docket await- 
ing trial on the date this Bill was 
published 334 cases. In checking 
further with the Legislative Refer- 
jence Service at the State Capitol 
in Montgomery, I found, and have 
records to show, that more than 
two-thirds of the counties of Ala- 
bama, and all counties comparable 
jin size to Shelby, have already 
created some form of Inferior Court 
or obtained relief through addi- 
tional Circuit Judges. Presently, 
there are three additional counties 
in this session of the Legislature 
that are creating this same type 
of Court. The only counties which 
have not made some improvement 
in their judicial system are coun- 
ties with very small population. 

The proposed Bill, now being 
published, would create a court of 
record which would have 
a full annual audit of all its acti- 
vities. This Court would have 
equal power with the Circuit Court 
as to all equity matters (land dis- 
putes, domestic relations, etc.) 
and could handle civil cases wheré 
the amount sued for was $1,000 or 
less. The Justices of the Peace may 
now try eases in which the amount 
sued) for is $100 or less, and

misdemeanors (crimes not inyely- 
Justices of the Peace would still 
have authority toissue warrants 
as they have in the past, inctud- 
ing Search Warrants: however 
all of these cases would be return- 
able to the Inferior Court for trial. 
This new Inferior Court would 
in no way affect Town or City 
Courts. This Court would have 
authority of all Juvenile and non- 
support cases, but it would in no 
way affect the Probate Court 
which would continue to have the 
exclusive authority over all pro- 
bate matters (wills, administration 
of estates, guardianships, etc.) 
As your Representative, I have 
had the opportunity to discuss this 
matter with Representatives from 
all over the State who have simi- 
lar courts in operation in their 
counties. I find that such a court 
has proven most beneficial to the 
People of these counties. For ex- 
ample in Chilton County, 
where a_ similar court has 
| been in operation for several years, 
during the last four year period, 
this court handled 684 equity cases, 
793 civil, 7,816 criminal cases, or 
a total of 9,293 cases. Needless to 
say, this court has operated at no 
cost to the county. In fact, during 
| these four years, $65,390.01 was

A Bill To Be 
Entitled 
AN ACT 


To establish a Law and Equity 
Court for Shelby County, Ala- 
bama: to define its jurisdiction and 
powers; to provide for its officers 
and appointment, election, terms 
of office, powers, duties and com- 
pensation; to provide a Court Re- 
porter for said Court, whenever 
needed, and to fix and prescribe 
his duties and compensation; to 
provide that said Court shall be 
open at all times for the trial of 
causes and the transaction of busi- 
ness; to provide the rules and pro- 
cedure of said Court; to provide 
for the transfer of certain causes 
now or hereafter pending in the 
Circuit Court, County Court, Pro- 
bate Court and the Juvenile Court 
of Shelby County, Alabama; and 
to give the said Court juvenile 
and domestic jurisdiction; and to 
abolish the County Court of Shel- 
by County, Alabama. 

Be I tEnacted by the Legislature 
of Alabama: 


Section 1. That there is hereby 
established in and for Shelby 
County, Alabama, an _ Inferior 
Court of Law, both civil and crim- 
inal, and of Equity, which shall 
be called Shelby County Law and 
Equity Court, and which shall be 
a court of record, and which shall 
have and exercise concurrent juris- 
diction now conferred, or which 
may hereafter be conferred, upon 
the several Circuit Courts of the 
State, provided that the said Shel- 
by County Law and Equity Court 
shall not have jurisdiction to try 
a person charged with felonies 
and provided further that said 
court’s civil jurisdiction on the 
law side of said court shall not 
exceed the sum of $1,000.00, ex- 
clusive of the interest and cost, 
except, however, it is provided 
that in any civil action filed on 
the law side where a cross-action, 
counter-claim, set-off, or plea in 
recoupment is filed, claiming in 
excess of $1,000.00, the court shall 
have jurisdiction of said action 
and shall proceed with it to a con- 
clusion; and said court shall have 
concurrent jurisdiction with Jus- 
tices of the Peace of Shelby Coun- 
ty in all civil matters; and shall 
have exclusive original jurisdic- 
tion in all misdemeanors com- 
mitted in Shelby County, except 
misdemeanors returned by the 
grand jury to the Circuit Court, 
and it shall have preliminary juris- 
diction of all felonies, and of bas- 
tardy, unlawful detainer, and other 
criminal or quasi-criminal proceed_ 
ings cognizable before Justice of 
Peace Courts; and shall also have 
and exercise such further juris- 
diction, authority, functions and 
powers as are hereinafter con- 
ferred upon it by this Act. 

Section 2. That the Governor of 
the State of Alabama shall desig- 
nate and appoint the Judge of 
said Court immediately after the 
effective date of this act and said 
appointee shall hold office until 
the second Tuesday after the first 
Monday in January 1961 and until 
his successor shall be elected and 
qualified. A Judge of said Court 
shal] be elected by the qualified 
electors of Shelby County, Ala- 
bama, at the general election to 
be held in 1960 and each six years 
thereafter, and the term of the 
judge of said Court shall com- 
mence on the second Tuesday af- 
ter the first Monday in January 
following his election, and shall 
continue for a period of six years 
and until his successor shall be 
elected and qualified. The judge 
of said Court, before entering up- 
on the duties of said office, shall 
take the oath required by law to 
be taken by judges of the Circuit 
Courts of Alabama. The said judge 
shall be a qualified elector of 
Shelby County, Alabama, shall be 
learned in the law, and shall have 
been a member of the Shelby 
County Bar for not less than two 
years next preceding his appoint- 
ment or election and shall be a 
member of the Ala. Bar in good 
standing, and shall be not less than 
twentpetiye ¢~ 
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the Governor, and the person so 
appointed shlal hold office as re- 
quired by the Constitution and 
law fo this State, 

Section 4. That the clerk of the 
Circuit Court of Shelby County, 
Alabama, shall be ex-officio clerk 
of the Shelby County Law and 
Equity Court of Shelby County, 
Alabama and shal] have the same 
powers and discharge the same 
duties as clerk of the Circuit 
Courts, and shall be subject to 
the same pains and penalties with 
regard to the duties of the office, 
and shall be entitled to the same 
fees, commissions and emoluments 
as are now, or as may hereafter 
be, allowed to Circuit Clerks of 
Alabama except as hereinafter 
provided and the same shall be 
collected as such fees and com- 
missions are collected in the Cir- 
cuit Courts; except that in civil 
matters where suit is brought for 
$100.00 or leas only the fees and 
commissions allowed by law to 
Justices of the Peace shall be col- 
lected; and said clerk shall exer- 
cise the same powers and per- 
form the same duties as are exer- 
cised and performed in the Circuit 
Court. That the Register of the 
Circuit Court shall be ex-officio 
Register of the Shelby County 
Law and Equity Court and shall 
have the powers and discharge 
the duties which shall devolve upon 
the Register of the Shelby County 
Law and Equity Court and shall 
be subject to the same pains and 
penalties with regard to the duties 
of the office and shall be entitled 
to the same fees and commissions 
as are now, or as may hereafter 
be, allowed to the Register of Cir- 
cuit Courts in Equity and the 
same shall be collected as such 
fees are collected in Circuit 
Courts, 

Section 5. That the Judge of 
said Court shall receive a salary 
of not less than $6,000.00 per an- 
num nor more than $7,200.00 per 
annum, to be fixed from time to 
time by the Shelby County Board 
of Revenue and Control, payable 
in twelve equal monthly install- 
ments out of the county treasury 
at the end of each month, his sign- 
ed receipt being required. 


Section 6. That the Deputy 
Solicitor of Shelby County, Ala- 
bama, shall be the Solicitor of 


said Court and in addition to du- 
ties now imposed upon said solici- 
tor, he shall be required to attend 
said court and therein prosecute 
all cases of a criminal or quasi- 
criminal nature wherein the State 
is a party to the case; and for 
such services he shall receive a 
salary of not less than $3,600.00 
per annum nor more than $4,800.00 
per annum, to be fixed from time 
to time by the Shelby County 


which shall be in lieu of the 
amount now fixed by law for his 
salary as Deputy Solicitor, and is 
to be paid in twelve equal month- 
ly installments out of the County 
Treasury at the end of each month, 
his signed receipt being required. 

Section 7. That the said Shelby 
County Law and Equity Court 
shall be held at the court house of 
Shelby County, Alabama, and that 
said court shall be open at all 
times for the trial of cases and 
transactions of business. In case 
of sickness or disqualification of 
the judge of said court, the law 
applicable to the appointment and 
service of special judges in the 
Circuit Court shall apply, and the 
special judge appointed shall re- 
ceive for his services the same 
pay that special Circuit Judges 
receive for their services and the 
same to be paid out of the General 
Funds of Shelby County, Alabama 
on the certificate of the Clerk or 
the Register making the appoint- 
ment, The Judge of said Court 
shall be subject to the same penal- 
ties for failure to attend upon the 
Court as are Circuit Judges of 
this State.

of the State, and the judge there- 
of, and appeals may be taken from 
the order and judgments of said 
court while sitting as a Court of 
Equity to the Surpreme Court and 
Court of Appeals in the same man. 
ner, and within the same time, as 
appeals are ‘now taken from the 
orders and judgments of the Cir- 
cuit Courts of the State, (except 
as herein provided for appeals 
to the Circuit Court). The same 
rules, regulations and laws, ap- 
plicable to appeals from the Cir- 
cuit Court in Equity, to the Su- 
preme Court or Court of Appeals 
shall govern appeals in all Equity 
cases from the Shelby County Law 
and Equity Court of Shelby Coun- 
ty to the Supreme Court or Court 
of Appeals, unless otherwise pro- 
vided in this Act. 


Section 12, That there shall not 
be any jury trials in the Shelby 
County Law and Equity Court of 
Shelby County in the trial of civil 
and criminal cases but the Judge 
of said Court shall have the au- 
thority and power in all equity 
cases to draw and empanel petit 
juries for the trial of the issues 
of fact of all equity cases in which 
the parties are entitled by law to 
a trial by jury, as provided by 
Title 7, Section 322, 1940 Code of 
| Alabama. In the trial of any such 
equity case by a jury, Sections 
823, 324, 325 and 326, Title 7, 
1940 Code of Alabama, shall gov- 
ern the Court in the trial, sum- 
moning. and. paying of *the-jurors: 

Section 13. All cases in equity, 
now or hereafter pending in the 
Circuit Court of Shelby County, 
Alabama, may be, by agreement 
of the parties thereto, transferred 
from the said Circuit Court to 
Shelby County Law and Equity 
Court of Shejby County. 

Section 14: That the procedure, 
practice and rules governing the 
Circuit Courts of Alabama now, 
or which hereafter may be adopt- 
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ed, shall in all things apply to and 
govern the procedure and practice 
of the Shelby County Law and 
Equity Court except as otherwise 
provided herein. 

Section 15: The Sheriff of Shel- 
by County shall, in person or by 
a deputy, appointed by him, said 
appointment to be approved by 
the judge of said court, be re- 
quired to attend upon said court 
in preserving order, and execute 
all writs of process and perform 
such other duties, in all respects 
as in the Cirevit Court of this 
State, and such deputy required 
for attendance upon said session 
of said court, shall receive the 
sum of $5.00 per day, payable out 
of the county treasury upon the 
warrant of the judge of said court, 
provided that such deputy shall 
not receive pay except for the 
time that the Court is actually in 
session and none of such compen- 
sation to the deputy shall be shar- 
ed in by the Sheriff, and for the 
service by the sheriff of the pro- 
cess of said court, he shall receive 
such compensation as he receives 
under the law of the State of Ala- 
bama or any laws enacted in the 
future by the Legislature of Ala- 
bama for the compensation of the 
sheriff for similar services in the 
Circuit Court, except as herein 
otherwise provided. 

Section 16: That if, for any 
reason, forfeiture be taken on any 
bend on the criminal side of said 
Court, the court may order the 
alias capias returnable instanter 
or within ten days, and unless the 
party or parties against whom the 
forfeiture is taken shall appear 
and show cause, when the for- 
feiture is returnable, why the for- 
feiture should be set aside, then 
the court is hereby authorized and 
empowered to make the judgment 
final. 

Section 17: That the judge of

clusive, of the Code of Alabama 
of 1940, or as hereafter amended, 
and appeals in such cases shall be 
provided by law. The Clerk of the 
Shelby County Law and Equity 
Court>is hereby made the Clerk 
of such court exercising such juris. 
diction over juvenile matters. 


Section 21; That this Court 
shall have exclusive and original 
jurisdiction of all cases arising 
under Title 34, Article 3, Sections 
89 to 104, both inclusive, of the 
Code of Alabama of 1940, or as 
hereafter amended, which Article 
3 is entitled Desertion and Non- 
Support. That the trial of such 
cases shall be by the Court with- 
out a jury and appeals in such 
cases shall be as provided by law.

Section 22: Prosecutions for 
misdemeanors committed in Shel- 


by County may be instituted in 
the said court by making an affi- 
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davit before the judge, clerk, or 
the solicitor of said Court, the 
writ on said affidavit to be issued 
by the judge, clerk or the solicitor 
of said court, and when the de- 
fendant is arrested on said affi- 
davit and warrant, the case shall 
go on the docket for trial, and be

Court, 

Section 23: The Judge or Solici- 
tor of said Court shall have power 
to issue search warrants. The 
Judge of said court shall have 
power to issue writs of habeas 
corpus, prohibition, certiorari, quo 
warranto, injunctions and all oth. 
er special and extraordinary writs, 
and the procedure, practice and 
rules of the Circuit Courts of 
Alabama relating to such writs as 
are now, or which hereafter may 
be provided by law, except as 
otherwise provided in this Act, 
shall prevail in the Shelby County 
Law and Equity Court, and the 
Judge thereof shall have the 
same powers and authority, in- 
cluding punishment for contempt 
as is or hereafter may be con-

Section 24: The Judge of The 


Shelby County Law and Equity 


Court shall have the power and 
the authority to secure the servy- 
ices of a competent Court Report- 
er to attend the sessions of the 
Court and report all cases tried 
when request therefore is made by 
any party to the suit. The Re- 
porter sha)] serve at the will and 
pleasure of the Judge of said 
Court. The Reporter shall receive 
a minimum of $10.00 and a maxi- 
mum of $25.00 for each day, or 
fraction thereof, that he or she is 
called upon to serve, to be paid 
out of the County Treasury of 
the, County on a hay rawn 
thereon by the Judge of said 
Court and in addition he or she 
shall receive for his or her own 
use from the parties interested, at

Again th® week the House con- 
sidered and passed a large number 
lof local bills and very few contro- 
versial bills. 

House Bill 679 requires the 
State Department of Education to 
|furnish free textbooks to pupils 
bee teachers in classrooms or 
schools that are under the super- 
vision of the state hospitals. 

House Bill 713 was passed, which 
provides that banks may keep 
‘and use microphotographic (micro- 
film) processes for permanent 
| records and that they may be 
used instead of the original re- 
production as authorized. 

House Bill 825 authorizes cattle- 
men and cattle dealers, or bonded 
stock yard operators, to collect 
from the cattle seller, by mutual 
consent, a fee which when collected 
will be set aside into a general 
fund to bé used for the promotion 
of the beef industry for the state. 

The House convened at 10 A. M. 
Friday and things ran smoothly 
until members of the Black Belt 
faction found out that a reappor- 
tionment bill was about to be in- 
troduced, and leaders of the Black

Today, according to reliable 
estimates, some 16 million 
Americans enjoy some form of 
hunting. With our population ex- 
pected to increase by 100 million 
in the next twenty years or 60, 
how many hunters will we have 
by 19807—If ‘thére Is any game 
left to hunt, 

Certainly, there will be game 
to hunt. In recer®™ years we have 
“woke up” to the need for con- 
servation. Federal and state fish 
and wildlife departments, through 
management and planning, have 
“brought back" open seasons on 
many species of wildlife that 
were fast disappearing in many 
areas of the century. 

It is most likely a safe guess 
that within the next two decades 
we will have twice —. perhaps 
three times—as many hunters as 
we have today, And more than 
twice as many problems! 

The demands of an increasing 
population will necessarily turn 
more and more “open” country 
into industrial sites and residen- 
tial areas. Wildlife management 
teams will have an increasingly 
difficult task in keeping the wild- 
life harvest and wildlife supply 
in balance. 

Time will have to tell how these 
problems are met and dealt with. 
But, every man who shoulders a 
gun in the field this season should 
realize that a good tomorrow is 
as important as a good today. 

First: Don't violate game laws. 
Never shoot wildlife that is pro- 
tected by law and don't exceed 
bag limits. Laws are made for 
good reasons. 

Secondly: Don't waste wildlife. 
Retrieve all dead or injured 
game. Never take a shot when 
you know full well that your tar- 
get is out of range. Determine 
the effective killing range of 
your rifle or shotgun and don’t 
waste ammunition—or wildlife— 
by shooting beyond that range.

HE true sportsman cannot but

With this Sunday School lesson 
we are beginning a series of four 
lessons with the general topic of 
“We Must Decide”. The topic for 
the present discussion is “We 
Must Obey God.” 

In the lesson Scripture we are 
told of a choice or decision that 
Peter and others of the Apostles 
axnounced they had made. It was 
one of the most important choices 
any person could make at any time 
or place: “We must obey God 
rather than men.” A choice that 
could really be more important 
would be, “We must obey God.” 
Period, For, in most cases, there 
is no conflict betweet the com- 
mands of God amd God-directed 
men. 

The time when Peter and some 
of his associates declared their 
choosing to “Obey God rather than 
men” was soon after the healing 
of the lame man and immediately 
following one of the frequent 
Christian services conducted by 
the Apostles in or near the tem- 
ple. 

Because of the enthusiastic and 
almost tumultaous response by 
many of the people to the preach- 
ing of Peter and other Apostles, 
these preachers , who had previous- 
ly been warned by the Jewish re- 
ligious leaders not to preach in 
the name of Jesus, were brought

Our present Sunday sehool les- 
son concerns a man who decided 
that it was more important to 
feed the souls of people than it 
was to feed their bodies. 


That man was Phillip, a mem- 
ber of the early Christian church, 
who, like Stephen, had been chos- 
en by the church leaders to direct 
the welfare department of the 
Christian community. 

Also like the martyred Stephen, 
Philip soon outgrew the job of 
administrating to the physical 
needs of his fellow Christians and 
decided that he could render a 
greater service for Jesus by tak- 
ing his Gospel to those who had 
never heard it. The people to 
whom Phillip had first preached the 
Savior’s Gospel were the Samari- 
tans. 

One reason why Phillip went to 
Samaria, the district immediately 
north of the Judea and Jerusalem 
area was that a severe persecu- 
tion of all Christians followed the 
martydom of Stephen, and Phil- 
lip. like most of the other Christ- 
ians of Jerusalem, felt it necessary 
to go somewhere. He chose 
to go to Samaria, and thus he be- 
came the first Christian mission- 
ary to non-Jewish people. 

The Samaritans were not in fa- 
vor with the Jewish people of Ju- 


what he said when he commanded 
his followers to preach his Gospel 
to all people. The other fact was 
that even a layman canbe an 
evangelist for Jesus. 

Philip was indeed merely a lay- 
man. He had not been ordained to 
preach. But he did it anyway. 
He believed and proved that any 
Christian, layman or not, can be 
a messenger for Jesus and can be 
an effective influence in helping 
other people to accept Jesus as 
their Savior. 

While Philip was so successful- 
ly at work for his Lord in Sama- 
ria, a seemingly unreasonable 
message came to him. He was di- 
vinely directed to leave there and 
go into the desert country south of 
Jerulsalem. Philip went as dir- 
ected and thus proved that divine 
commands should always be obey- 
ed. 

It was while journeying along 
the desert road that Philip met 
the Ethiopian official and assisted 
him in becoming a Christian. And 
here Philip proved another great 
truth. It was that the Gospel of 
Jesus was not only for the white 
people of Judea and Samaria, but 
that it was also for the black peo- 
ple of Africa and for every human 
being, for everyone made in the 
image of the Heavenly Father, 
who wants the love and service of 


all men everywhere and of all | 


time. 
It seems that one of the great-

mongrel people. While they obser- 
ved the laws of Moses generally 
and acknowledged Jehovah as their 
God, they did not beileve it nec- 
cessary to worship at the Temple 
of-Jerusalem ‘nor to accept the 
traditions and customs of the Jew- 
ish church as they then were be- 
lieved necessary by the Jewish 
people of Judea and elsewhere. 
The Samaritans had their own 
temple situated on an_ elevation 
called Mount Gerizim. They did 
however, look for the coming of 
a Messiah, as did the Jews. 

Perhaps the belief of the Sama- 
ritans in the coming of the Mes- 
siah, or Deliverer from their ene- 
mies, contributed to the success 
Phillip had in preaching to those 
people, the Gospel of Jesus, the 
Messiah who had already come. 
Many of the Samaritans readily 
received the message Philip took 
them and accepted Jesus as their 
Messiah and Savior, their Deliver- 
er from sin. 

When the officials of the Christ- 
in church, who had been permit- 
ted to remain in Jerusalem, 
heard of the success Philip was 
having, they were so_ skeptical 
about it that they went to Sama- 
ria to see for themselves.

Overtop- 
ping and competing hardwoods are 
dead or dying from effects of gird- 
ling and poisoning operations. 
More than 10,000 planted pines are 
replacing worthless hardwoods, 
with countless thousands of nat- 
urally seeded pines free to grow 
in other areas. 

L. D. Hand was visited Tuesday 
by SCS technicians interested in 
tree planting, and he showed them 
a very good stand of pines on two 
acres he planted last year. He had 
just put baby bream into the SCS 
designed farmpond he built last 
spring. 

Elbert Gibson also was among 
those receiving bream Tuesday 
from the Alabama Department of 
Conservation fish hatchery. 

A price list quoting very rea- 
sonable prices for Bicolor Lespe- 
desa plants has been received by 
the SCS office. Since the free dis- 
tribution of bicolor plants for 
quail food plantings has been dis- 
continued, this information will be 
of interest to wildlife enthus- 
iasts.

One of the most difficult of all 
questions of public interest is that 
of Taxation. There are so many 
different forms of taxation. 

Perhaps the most difficult of 
all is what we call ad valorem tax- 
ation, that is, the tax assessed ac- 
cording to the value of the pro- 
perty taxed. It is very hard to de- 
termine the value of property. The 
law provides that property shall 
be assessed on the basis of a fair 
market value. That is often very 
hard to determire. 

In Alabama the law requires | 
that property be assessed at 60) 
per cent of its fair market value. | 
But those who have made a care-| 
ful study claim that in none of the | 


In some counties, it is claimed, 
property is being assessed at less 
than 20 per cent of its fair mar- 
ket value.

Tax Commissioner announced that 
he would move to have al] the 
property in the state assessed at 
a uniform rate of 30 per cent of | 
its fair market value.

values. Especially loud were the

Here are some of these 
findings, published in one of our 
state papers. 


One tax payer has 58 acres as-!

But Paul existed before the 
stoning of Stephen. In his recorded 
addresses and writings Paul him- 
self tells almost all that is known 
of his personal history prior to 
Stephenson's death; that he was 
born in the city of Tarsus, the son 
of Jewish parents who were Ro- 
‘man citizens, that he went or was 
‘taken to Jerusalem to continue 
his education begun at Tarsus, 
that he was a student of Gamaliel, 
‘the distinguished religiou# and 
political leader of the Jews, and 
that he became a member of the 
party known as the Pharisees. 

As a Pharisee, Paul became a 
diligent student of the Mosaic law 
and was devoted to its observance. 
However, Paul apparently belong- 
led to the most radical group of 
the Pharisees and, when the teach- 
jings of Jesus seemed to clash with 
some of the traditions and cus- 
toms of the Jewish church, Paul 
joined in the effort to suppress 
the preachings of the Jesus Way 
of Love and to punish those who 
preached it. Stephen was the first 
i suffer death for such preaching. 

Paul was a leader in the perse- 
|cution of Christians which follow- 
ed Stephen's death, and such per- 
secution was not confined to Jer- 
usalem and its environs. In his 
efforts to persecute Christians in 
other cities, Paul was en route 
to Damascus when he came face 
,to face with Jesus, the one he 
was persecuting most. 

Let -us believe that Paul -was 
sincere in opposing the teachings 
and preaching of the followers of 
Jesus. He declared later that he 
then believed he was doing the 
will of God, that he was acting in 
good conscience. But Paul found 
,that he could not always depend 
on his conscience for proper guid- 
ance. Nobody can.

woman makes a larger gift be- 
cause of the cure or benefit re- 
ceived by a loved one. Sometimes 
an industrial concern chooses to 
make a gift of some size as was 
the case of the Brake Shoe Com- 
pany of Calera which, last year 
contributed $70.00 to the 1959 cam- 
paign. 

There are some people who are 
convinced that tuberculosis is al- 
ready conquered; that modern 
drugs and surgery have mastered 
the “great white plague”.

HE safe driver on the high 

way often turns purple with 
rage when the careless antics 
of some daredevil almost causes 
a serious or tragic accident. The 
sportsman who enjoys hunting 
and who regards his rifle and 
shotgun as dangerous weapons 
to be handled with care and 
caution, feels the same surge ol 
anger when he reads about or 
has personal experience with e 
shooting accident brought on by 
the ‘‘quick-draw™ craze which 
swept the country. 

The ‘“‘quick-draw™ craze in it 
self is foolish enough To -this 
writer there could be nothing 
more stupid than the sight of a 
grown man standing before a 
mirror and amusing himself by 
seeing how fast he can “clear 
leather.”” But, when this stupidity 
is compounded by practicing 
with a loaded revolver, it goes 
beyond all reason. ; 

Most of the accidents are selt- 
inflicted wounds, it’s true. In the 
states of California, Oregon and 
Pennsylvania, ‘“‘quick-draw” ar- 
tists shot themselves in the leg 
or foot while “practicing.” But 
in several other states, bystand- 
ers have been killed or wounded 
while watching these foolish 
antics with a loaded gun or, in 
one case a gun that the user “‘for- 
got’’ was loaded. 

Aside from the fact that these 
“quick-drawers” are wounding 
and killing themselves and 
others, they are building up un- 
necessary prejudices against 
those who must use firearms in 
their daily work (such as police- 
men) and against. those who use 
them (safely) in the sports of 
target shooting and hunting. In- 
telligent gun users will now have 
to fight harder and harder to pro- 
tect their right to own and to 
use weapons.

"| REMEMBER” 


BY THE OLD TIMERS 


From Loula Ashbzugh, Little 
Rock, Arkansas: In the warmer 
climate where I now live I well 
remember the days of my youth, 
especially 1908, when 1 drove to 
school with my father, C.O. 
Raley, who was a “country school 
teacher”’ in Clay County, Illinois. 
We drove a buggy with one horse 
hitched to it in the winter and 
while we were getting dressed 
and ready my mother would heat 
bricks and jugs of water and 
place these in the straw in the 
bed of the buggy to keep our 
feet warm. During spring and 
early fall we usually rode horse- 
back the four miles to school. 

In those days my father wore a 
long mustache and on icy days 
the long icicles would form and 
hang from his mustache and he 
would ask me to break them off. 
I counted that a great privilege 
to be able to help him in that 
manner while he was driving over 
frozen. roads and snow drifts. 

On arriving at the school, our 
Junches.and ‘over shoes’’ would 
be brought close to the stove so 
that the lunch would not freeze 
and the shoes would be warm 
when—it-was_time_to start home 
in the afternoon, and again the 
bricks would be heated and 
placed in the buggy. 

How. wonderful it would be to 
arrive home, usually after dark, 
to find a good warm supper—it 
was ‘‘supper”’ in those days— 
with homemade light bread 
straight from the oven, and 
Mother there to welcome us.

9.5 Cents Of Total Farm Dollar 


Hogs Accounted For 31.7 Cents 
Of State’s 1958 Livestock Dollar

pig is a cornerstone in our Alabama 

farm economy. Last year he accounted 

for 31.7 cents of every farm dollar received 

from all meat animal sales, and about 9.5 

cents of the total farm dollar came from the 
sale of pigs. 

The lowly pig is not only an important 
source of farm income, he is a great fellow. 
He has personality, and he is honest. He 
never pretends to be what he is not. Unlike 
the horse that is a beast of burden, the cow 
that gives milk, and the sheep that produces 
wool, the pig is worthless until he becomes 
pork. He does an excellent job of converting 
feed into pork, without boasting. 


Pigs Are Smart 


And the pig is smart. In fact, scientists 
at Cornell University found that the pig is the 
smartest domestic animal. Certain historians 
record instances when pigs have been train- 
ed to point birds as effectively as trained bird 
dogs (none of these occurred in Alabama) ! 

Those with experience agree that pigs can 
. be housebroken like dogs, will learn to keep 
their pens clean, and will attract their own- 
er’s attention when they have to go out. 

But people have not used the pig well. We 
have made the term “dirty as a pig’”’ an ex- 
pression of complete uncleanliness when, as 
a matter of fact, the pig is quite clean by na- 
ture. Most of his unsanitary habits are forc- 
ed upon him by his lord and master, man. 


His eating habits have become a synonym 
for greed although he eats only what is good 
for him and never too much. “Hoggish’” or 
“road-hog” are terms symbolizing greed at 
the public trough and certain automobile 
drivers. These terms are associated with 
porcine eating habits, but the pig simply has 
a money-making appetite. If pigs had ap- 
petites like cats, ham would be $5 a pound! 

As for gluttony, it should be pointed out 
that pigs are completely omnivorous. They 
choose their food impartially from the animal 
and vegetable kingdoms, eat everything that 
man eats, and also eat a lot of other stuff 
including weeds, worms, and grasshoppers. 
If the pig is forced by man to eat garbage 
or refuse, it is his stingy provider’s fault and 
not the fault of the pig. 

The pig is the only animal, two-legged or 
four-legged, that provides hams, pork chops, 
and sausage. What would breakfast be like 
without bacon? And wouldn’t this be a dull, 
drab world if there should suddenly be no 
more delicious ham with red-eye gravy,:no 
more delectable golden brown pork chops, 
or just-right sausage on a cool, crisp morning? 

Thousands of farm families have come to 
depend on the sales of market hogs for a 
substantial part of their farm income. In 
all the counties of the great Wiregrass area, 
cash gales of market hogs normally exceed 
those received from any other form of live- 
stock. In other Alabama counties, market 
hogs rank high as a source of farm income. 

In some counties, hogs brought in more 
cash money last year than any other crop 
or form of livestock. (Figures are not yet 
available for the current year.) These in- 
cluded Pike, with producers selling an av- 
erage of $2,447 worth of hogs; Geneva, 
$1,850; Crenshaw, $1,832; Covington, $1,- 
549; and Conecuh, $1,456. 

Market hog production has both oppor- 
tunities and problems. Some of these are: 

1. About 75 percent of Alabama’s farm- 
ers can profitably produce pork. 

2. From the standpoint of capital invest- 
ment and the size of necessary unit and man- 
agement involved, hogs offer a greater op- 
portunity for more farmers to increase their 
income than any other crop. 

3. One advantage of market hog produc- 
tion is that markets are readily available to 
every producer in the state. 
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4. The average Alabama grower keeps 
about one and one-half sows. In this era of 
greater specialization and increased effici- 
ency, many average growers need to increase 
their units to an average of 10 to 12 sows. 
This size unit could be efficiently handled 
on 60 to 75 acres of crop land when good 
crop practices are used. With good manage- 
ment, at an average of 18 cents per pound 
(the last five-year average), growers. should 
send to market $648 worth of top hogs per 
sow, or from $6,480 to $7,776 worth of pork 
from 60 to 75 acres of crop land. 

5. Estimates show that the volume of pork 
produced in Alabama should be doubled with- 
in 10 years. 

6. Officials of the Alabama Meat Pack- 
ers Association and other responsible officers 
say that much progress has been made in re- 
cent years in changing from production of 
lardy, short, over-fat hogs to the meaty kind. 
However, much educational work needs to 
be done. For example, the Zeigler Packing 
Co. in Selma is slaughtering an average of 
75,000 hogs annually. The manager states 
that he can afford to ship in meat-type hogs 
from St. Louis because of the increased cut- 
out value over his average Alabama receipts. 
Alabama needs to supply Alabama packers 
with all their needs.

Montgomery County 4-H Member 
Off To Good Start In Club Work 


OR a 10-year-old, Susan Gaston of Mont- 
gomery County has made a big splash in 
the ocean of 4-H activities. 


The Pike Road Junior 4-H Club member 
started her club work when she was barely 
eight years of age. This was when she own- 
ed her first dairy calf. She kept complete 
records on the animal and showed it in the 
county and district dairy shows in 1956. That 
year she only won a red ribbon and $20 with 
her grade calf, but the most important thing 
was the training she received in the field of 
dairying, says Assistant Home Agent Vir- 
ginia Gilchrist. Prizes and ribbons can never 
equal the experience and knowledge one gets 
from feeding and managing a calf, points out 
the young 4-H’er. 

In 1957 Susan started working with a reg- 
istered Holstein calf and when she entered 
it in the county and district shows, she walk- 
ed off with first place in the junior Holstein 
division in both events. And she added $25 
to her calf-income. That same year she en- 


Heavier Calves Needed 


DING cattle to heavier weights is be- 

coming more important each year in 
Alabama. Studies of the Agriculture Eeo- 
nomics Department show that less than 20 
percent of the calves sold at six different 
graded markets from the fall of 1953 through 
the spring of 1955 graded good and choice. 
Those remaining were classed as standard 
to culls. And the average weight of these 
calves was only 327 pounds—entirely too 
light. 

At present production costs, it would be 
impossible to make money selling calves at 
this weight over a period of years. Cattle 
feeding will not cover up a poor brood cow 
operation, but it will bring a higher dollar 
return per brood cow unit.

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tered the Holstein in the dairy show at the 
Birmingham State Fair—where competition 
is really keen—and her animal placed sixth 
in its division and brought home $24 more 
to the calf bank. 

Susan doubled her chances in 1958 by add- 
ing another registered Holstein to her proj- 
ect. This time she won a red ribbon on one 
animal and a blue one on the other. The 
prizes came to $46. Results on the 1959 
shows were not available at the time this 
information was recorded. 


In line with her dairying Susan has a dairy. 


foods project. She gave a demonstration on 
dairy foods in her local club but failed to 
win the program contest because she didn’t 
speak loudly enough, according to judges. 

The youngster also carries a clothing proj- 
ect. The first year she entered this field of 
work she made an apron and was classed 
among the top 10 in the county. Agent Gil- 
christ says Susan is a perfectionist in all that 
she undertakes. She made more than one 
apron before shé decided on the one to en- 
ter in the contest. 


One of her most profitable projects—one 
that slashes high costs of living—is her froz- 
en and canned foods project. She just start- 
ed this project last summer and has already 
preserved 58 quarts of fruits, 243 pints of 
vegetables, and 115 pints of various jellies. 
This was Susan’s part of the work. To- 
gether, Susan and her mother, Mrs. M. C. 
Gaston, prepared twice this amount for the 
freezer and for canning. 

Besides all the work Susan has done in 
these projects, she also finds time to prac- 
tice piano. And she entered the county tal- 
ent contest where 40 seniors and 40 juniors 
participated. Her specialty in the talent pro- 
gram was a baton twirling-dance combina- 
tion. She won a $2 prize in this event. 

An active youngster in all 4-H and other 
community activities, Susan takes part in 
Parent-Teacher Association plays, church 
programs, and many others. 

Her newest project, according to Mrs. Gil- 
christ, is home improvement. And if she 
does as well with this phase of her 4-H work 
as she has with others, she’ll make a good 
prospect for state achievement winner by the 
time she is old enough to compete for this 
honor. : 
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Select Best Plants 
Do Proper Setting Job.

HERE will always be some failures in 
transplanted shrubs, but losses will be 
small if you set the plant at the proper depth 
at the right season, use a good planting soil, 
firm the soil thoroughly around the roots, 
prune the plants lightly, keep the soil moist, 
and use a mulch. Of course, you should pur- 
chase a healthy, vigorous plant and prevent 
it from drying out before plantirtg. 

Late fall to early winter is the best time 
to plant because most plants continue root 
growth during this dormant period. A good 
root system helps fall- or winter-set plants to 
go through the spring and summer in better 
condition. 


Greater Selection 


Markets today are stocked witha much 
better selection of plants. These plants are 
either field-grown or container-grown. And 
both cultural methods- have distinct advan- 
tages. Field-grown plants usually can be pur- 
chased in larger sizes. Container-grown plants 
normally have a more complete root system 
and can be planted during any season, where- 
as field-grown plants come bare root or as 
balled and burlapped plants. 


Field-grown plants are transplanted or 
root-pruned at least two or three times be- 
fore they are ready for market. In this pro- 
cess, the long roots are cut off to stimulate 
a growth of fibrous or feeder roots in a mass 


directly beneath the trunk of the plant. This . 
permits better sizes of plants at cheaper. 


prices due to less marketing cost. 

Container-grown plants have very few roots 
destroyed when transplanting. There is less 
danger of breaking the soil from the roots 
of these plants when moving them, thus han- 
dling is easier. 


Bare Root Plants 


Plant bare rooted plants in a hole large 
‘enough to take care of the root system with- 
‘out cramping. If the soil in your area is 
poor, make the hole twice as large as the root 
‘system. A better soil, consisting of one-third 
to one-half of organic matter (peatmoss, leaf 
mold, or well rotted stable manure) and a 
‘good loamy top soil, should be placed in the 
hole around the roots. Tamp the soil with 
a shovel handle. ‘In order to use the water 
applied at planting or rainfall, leave a dish- 
shaped area around the stem of the plant. 
This will drain the water toward the roots 
rather than off to the side. A mulch over 
the soil surface will help prevent excessive 
soil drying. 
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Master Eye 
Many hunters don’t aim with their ‘‘mas- 


ter eye.”” Result? Poor shooting. 

Yet it’s simple to determine your own 
master eye. Look out the window and 
point your finger at a distant object. Close 
your left eye. Did your finger seem to 
move? Now open both eyes again and 
center finger on object. Close your right 
eye. Again did your finger appear to 
shift? Your master eye is the one that 
was open when your finger did not seem 
to move, or when it did not move as much 
as with the other eye open. 

Therefore, if your master eye is your 
left, shoot from the left shoulder, and vice- 
versa. Regardless of which is your master 
eye, shoot a rifle, shotgun, or hand gun 
with both eyes open. 


Gun Shot Pattern 

Do you have any idea how shot travel 
through the air when fired from a scatter- 
gun? Well, if you shoot a full choked shot- 
gun, the shots “string out” in a column— 
oh, say, four or five feet long. That means 
a dove or duck flying straight across in 
front of you may be struck by the front, 
middle, or tail end of the shot string. 

The picture is different with a cylinder 
bored gun. The shots spread out or “pan- 
cake.” The modified choke gives a shot 
pattern between the full choke and cylinder 
bore.

Do you know how many people die of 
firearm hunting accidents every year? Ten 
times the number who die from poisonous 
snakebite! Every year around 500 deaths 
occur in hunting accidents and 2500 as the 
result of firearm accidents of all kinds. 
Moral: be careful with that gun for your 
own safety and for the safety of others.

A Gun For Christmas 

Buying that youngster a gun for Christ- 
mas? The best all around shotgun for the 
beginner is a 20-gauge. Personally, I lean > 
towards the double barrel, but it costs more 
than the pump and autoloader and they’re 
top guns. If the gun is to be a .22, you 
have a wide selection. I will say this— 
don’t get one of the very lightweight 
models. And remember, the peep sight is 
better than the open sight. 

I believe every rifle should have a car- 
rying sling or strap. Safety is my main 
thought. If you carry the rifle properly 
strapped over your shoulder, the gun muz- 
zle will point upward! 


Game Meat Care 


Handle that game meat properly for best 
results. Dress and clean your game such 
as deer as quickly as possible. Split open 
the b cavity of a deer and drain out the 
blood. ‘Do not freeze meat immediately 
after dressing. Hang your de in cold 
storage to age for a week or so. 

I believe you even get better flavor with 
birds, rabbits, and squirrels by keeping 
them in the icebox for three or four days 
before cooling or freezing. 


- Prevent Drying Out 

If you want to keep birds from “drying 
out” in the freezer, pack them in a plastic 
container and cover them with pure ice 
water (crack or chip ice into separate con- 
tainer and allow to melt. Then pour ice 
cold water over birds, being sure to com- 
pletely cover them). Quick freeze immedi- 
ately. You can freeze about six birds per 
quart container. Slow freezing forms big 
ice crystals and results in flavor loss.

Time To Plan 
And Make

For Your Home 


OW that Thanksgiving holidays are over, 
our thoughts turn to gaily decorated 
homes—symbolic of Christmas time. 

You might be wondering what decorations 
to use this year in the living room, dining area, 
front door, etc. But regardless of your de- 
cision, keep in mind that a center of interest 
for each room is the best plan, says API Ex- 
tension Specialist Alice Peavy. The home fur- 
nishings specialist points out that the prin- 
ciples of good design which are so necessary 
in furnishing a home are just as important 
in planning successful Christmas decorations.

Use any form of available materials such 
as pine cones, holly, clippings from shrubbery, 
and many others. Spray paints can be pur- 
chased in practically all colors. But above 
all, use imagination, insists Miss Peavy. 

Try planning a theme. It may be casual 
or sophisticated, old fashioned or modern. 
Avoid confusion by following through on the 
theme. If you choose to decorate with fresh 
green foliage and berries, do not use dried 
or artificial materials unless you can success- 
fully blend them in with the fresh ones. By 
all means, let one type predominate, she says. 

Select a color scheme. Red and green are 
traditional, but blue, pink, silver, gold, lav- 
ender, and even black or brown are used in 
many beautiful decorations. The important 
thing is to select colors to blend with those 
in the home and carry out this color scheme. 

As you look through current magazines for 
Christmas decoration ideas, think in terms of 
whether or not they will go with your home, 
color scheme, and theme. 

“An easy way to make a swag for your 
front door is to pull a coat hanger into the 
shape of a diamond, cover it with chicken 
wire, and insert stems of branches into the 
wire,” says Miss Peavy. ‘The stems can be 
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woven in and out of the wire mesh to secure- 
ly fasten them. A small reindeer, Santa 
Claus face, half bell, or other such objects 
can be fastened in the center of the piece 


along with a large bow or ribbon. Be sure, 
however, that your colors tie in with your 
color scheme for the rest of the home,” adds 
the specialist. 

From St. Clair County Home Agents Aileen 
Puckett and Kate Hodges come a couple of 
ideas for center pieces for the dining table 
or mantle piece. 

First, gather a number of sweetgum tree 
burrs. Be sure each has a stem. Then, find 
a cone- or horn-shaped dairy products con- 
tainer or make one from a piece of cardboard. 
Punch tiny holes about a half inch apart over 
the surface of the horn. Pull the stems of 
the sweetgum burrs through the holes and 
secure on the inside with a bit of tape. Now 
spray the finished piece with gold, silver, or 
other preferred color of paint and let dry. 


Live To Remember It 


This piece can be placed in a tray and ac- 
cented with base decorations such as small 
branches of holly sprayed with matching 
paint, etc. 

Another idea these ladies are teaching their 
homemakers is one method of making candle 
stick holders. For this one you will need 
some wire mesh such as screen wire. Shape 
the wire ‘into the type base you want, per- 
haps to resemble a small, short log with knots. 
Punch holes the size of the candles you will 
use along the top of the wire piece. Cover 
the wire with a coat of papier-mache. By 
using a stiff brush, comb, or the like, you can 
give the outside a tree bark appearance. Af- 
ter the papier-mache is dry, spray with brown 
paint followed by spotting or blending of 
some black color where desired to give the 
piece a life-like touch. 

The candle holder can be used as a mantle 
piece or center piece for the dining table by 
adding a few Christmas decorations around 
the base.

# it best way to have a Merry Christmas 
is to have a safe one. 


Each year too many people have an un- 
happy holiday season because they do not 
observe the simplest safety rules. At Christ- 
mas we are reminded that decorations nor- 
mally cause many of the accidents and home 
fires we have every year. So as you plan 
and prepare your decorations for both the 
inside and outside of the home, use only ma- 
terials that will not burn easily. 

The Christmas tree should be brought in 
early enough so that it can be treated to make 
it fireproof. In addition, the tree should be 
kept in a container of water to keep it fresh 
and green. All the ornaments used on the 
tree should be of the fireproof type and all 
electrical wiring should carry the UL label 
(Underwriters Laboratory label) and be in 
good condition. 

Never use candles on a Christmas tree. 
Even a green tree will burn if enough flame 
is applied. 

Santa Claus looks mighty pretty in his red 
suit and white whiskers, but unless the suit 


and whiskers are fireproof, Old St. Nick 
could become a blazing torch. 

For your outdoor lighting, use only 
weatherproof lighting and wiring materials, 
and in all holiday lighting be sure that your 
electrical system is capable of handling the 
extra load. Overloaded circuits can also cause 
fires. 

Fires, however, are not the only hazards 
at Christmas time. There are the usual falls, 
gunshot wounds, electrocutions, power tool 
accidents, and injuries from careless handling 
of fireworks. Many falls are caused by toys 
on stairs, loose carpets, items hidden under 
package wrappings, and just plain overen- 
thusiasm on Christmas morning. 

That new shotgun or rifle can lead to a 
serious injury or death if not handled prop- 
erly on the first hunting trip. That new tele- 
vision set will be nice, but it is unlikely that 
you will watch it if the antenna falls across 
a power line when it is being installed. Final- 
ly, fireworks are mighty pretty, but they can 
do a lot of damage when held in the hand. 

Let’s all have a safe and Merry Christmas 
so that in the New Year we can look back 
and think, “What a fine time was had by 
all,” insead of “Christmas would have been 
so nice, except. . .” 
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What and Where to Produce 


Good farmers spend a good bit of their time 
thinking and planning what they can do best. The 
kind and amount of available resources largely de- 
termine the products individuals or groups in an 
economic area can grow most efficiently and profit- 
ably for market. A good general rule to keep in 
mind is: produce poultry where labor is available, 
sheep and cattle where grass grows best, hogs where 
grain is plentiful, and milk where consumer-markets 
are adequate. 


Lumber Costs to Farmers 


Alabama farmers are fortunate in comparison 
with those of other states in the cost of one major 
supply item—lumber. Current figures show that 
our farmers pay $93.50 per thousand board feet 
for a commonly used item (ship-lap common pine 
No. 2 and better). Only two states—North Caro- 
lina and Washington—pay a lower price. The av- 
erage for the country is $133, while farmers in 
Utah pay the highest price for this item—$178 
per thousand. y 


Farmers Use More Credit 


Production Credit Association loans to farmers 
rose almost 21 percent in the first half of 1959 
over the same period in 1958. PCA loan volume 
has almost doubled during the last five years, 
reaching a record high of $2.2 billion in 1958. 
This loan volume covers a variety of farm expendi- 
tures such as purchasing farm supplies, machinery, 
labor, and other production items. In Federal 
Land Bank loans, a record of $574 million was 
made during the fiscal year ended June 30. This 
was a 67 percent increase over the previous year 
and brought to $2.2 billion the total of loans out- 
standing—another record high. 

These borrowings make up the effort of farmers 
to operate more efficiently, modernize their farms, 
and meet higher operating costs. Borrowings last 
year were the highest since 1933-84. In the mid- 
thirties the land bank system was called upon to 
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assist in the giant task of farm refinancing. The 
big job then was to head off farm foreclosures. 
Last year farmer-members of this now completely 
farmer-owned mortgage lending system used much 
of the money they borrowed to buy additional land 
and to modernize their farms to make them more 
efficient units. 


Working Time Value of Food Going Down 


Here is the latest word in comparison of food 
costs to work time. The price of food—measured 
in working time—continues to go down, according 
to the U. S. Departments of Agriculture and Labor. 

In July, 1959 it took only 6.4 minutes for the 
average urban worker to earn enough to buy a 
quart of milk at a grocery store. In 1952 it took 
8.1 minutes. A pound of beef took 39.6 minutes 
worth of earnings in 1952 but only 29.3 minutes 
in 1959. A pound of butter cost 30.56 work min- 
utes in 1952 with only 19.9 minutes this year. 

This looks good for the consumer and for the 
laboring man outside of agriculture. Labor in in- 
dustry has fared pretty well at the wage bargain- 
ing table the last 25 years. How about a little 
bargaining by farmers for a fair price for the 
food that goes on the table? S 


Creating and Supplying Demand 

When we use the word “demand” in marketing 
we usually think of its relation to supply and price. 
But there are several aspects of demand that may 
be equally important to any product. 

1. Acceptability—do consumers like the prod- 
uct, use it, demand it? 

2. How can you promote, advertise, and get 
consumers to use a product? 

8. Demand for a product bears a direct rela- 
tionship to its number of uses. One continuing 
job with most products is to find new uses and 
get them accepted. For an example, hamburger 
is the shock absorber for a big beef supply. Mer- 
chandizing trials indicate that ground pork may 
expand pork consumption as the hamburger has 
in the case of beef. 


Controlled Breeding, Increased Calf Crop Needed

EEF cattle income in Alabama could be 

greatly increased without adding an- 

other brood cow or growing an additional 
blade of grass. 


Two aspects of production, controlled 
breeding and an increase in calf crop per- 
centage, can add millions of dollars to the 
income from beef cattle in our state. And 
this income is already approaching 100 mil- 
lion dollars, 

For a number of years, county agents 
throughout Alabama have been stressing the 
importance of a controlled breeding pro- 
gram—breeding for fall-born calves. Ex- 
periments have shown that cows calving in 
the fall—starting the last of September or 
first of October—returned about $40 to $50 
more per calf than those calving in April 
or May. 
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To change breeding time, the farmer must 
have a forage program for feeding the cows 
during winter. Also, he should not try to 
completely change a cow’s time of calving 
in one year. If the cow normally calves in 
the late winter or spring, the calving date 
should be pushed back about two months a 
year. In about three years, the grower can 
have the major portion of his calves drop- 
ped during fall and winter months. Then 
there should be a calf weighing at least 500 
pounds to sell in the summer when prices 
normally are at the highest point of the year. 

A larger calf crop is the second must for 
increasing the state’s beef income. Ala- 
bama’s 1958 calf crop was 81 percent—six 
percent lower than the U. S. figure. 

It’s expensive to keep a brood cow herd 
and get only an 81 percent weaned calf crop. 
This means that for every 100 brood cows 
only 81 calves are produced. But this low 
percentage can be improved if cattlemen will 
identify their cows and keep a record of each 
cow’s calving dates.

Mining Lost Profits 

I noticed in an article the other day that 
everyone in the poultry and egg business is 
facing the same problem— a 
how to make a profit. 

This is true in hogs, beef, 
you name it. Could it be that 
producers haven’t cut per- 
unit cost as low as they can? 
Or maybe this lack of profit 
stems from | dissatisfaction 
of the product on the part 
of the customer. Maybe your 
eggs are not clean, fresh, 
etc., or your pork chops 
have too much excess fat, 
or maybe that last steak was too tough. 

I’m not suggesting that per-unit cost can’t 
be cut—just didn’t want you to overlook some 
other possibilities, 
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Per-Unit Cost 


_ While Haskell Lumpkin and I were chew- 
ing the fat during one of those recent rainy 
days in his county, he told me that hog pro- 
ducers in Lamar were hedging against short 
profits in these low-hog-price times by cut- 
ting per-unit cost. 

Seems that the idea struck them to slow 
down on grain and give the animals more 
grazing. Lumpkin, who is farm agent in 
that county, said it might take a little longer 
to get the porkers to market where only a 
few ears of corn are fed per day, but the 
prices hogs are bringing in that area do not 
warrant top-level production, he said. 


~ How’s Your Orchard? 


Whether. you are a farmer with several 
hundred acres of land or a business man with 
just a city lot, you can grow your own fruits 
and nuts. 

Just a tree or two will supply the average 
family, at least during the harvest season. 
Check with your county agent for varieties 
and reliable nurseries—December is the 
month to plant. 


Social Security Plan 
Social security for farm operators has gone 
over well, especially among low-income farm- 
ers. In 1955 and 1956 about two-fifths of all 
farmers who paid the self-employment tax 
netted less than $1200 per year. 
Acceptance was termed very good in view 
of the fact that coverage is voluntary and the 
farmer himself must take the initiative in pay- 
ing the tax to the Internal Revenue Service. 
Non-farm self-employed persons must pay 
the tax, but farmers have the choice.

RENSHAW County’s hog industry will re- 
ceive a terrific shot in the arm this win- 

ter. A Luverne feed company has plans for 
placing 1400 sows on county farms starting 


in February or March, reports County Agent 
Owen Reeder. 

C. L. Gholston, manager of the hog pro- 
gram, says the animals will be placed on 
farms in units of 24 sows and two boars.

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The company will furnish the brood stock and 
the farmer will provide the labor, facilities, 
and utilize his own feed. The company will 
handle the offspring for the farmer on a 
percentage basis. 
. “The object is to put better hogs on Cren- 
shaw County farms and to help the farmer 
utilize the feed he raises,’”’ said Gholston. 
The company has its facilities near Luverne 
and already has 77 gilts and six boars, all out 
of certified meat litters. They were purchas- 
ed through a breeder in McDonough, Ga., 
and include Yorkshire, Berkshire, and Hamp- 
shire breeds. All gilts are being crossbred to 
provide gilts for the units going to farms. 
The sponsoring company’s facilities in- 
clude three farrowing houses with 12 far- 
rowing units to the house. There are two 
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Agent Glenn Handley and C. L. Gholston View Jackets 


$00-capacity pig parlors to feed out culls and 
pigs the farmers do not want to feed out. 
There are eight acres of pasture to provide 
grazing for the bred gilts. 

Gholston pointed out that the crossbred 
gilts to be placed on farms will be high qual- 
ity animals. 

After 31 of the gilts had farrowed, the lit- 
ter average was 9.2 pigs born and 8.25 rais- 
ed. It is hoped that the 1400 sows will pro- 
duce 16 pigs per year, making more than 
82,000 additional hogs to be raised in Cren- 
shaw each year. 

When the sows reach their peak, they will 
be replaced with new gilts, explained Ghol- 
ston, providing the farmers with brood stock 
to operate at maximum efficiency at all 
times. 


Feed Production Is Big Need On Most Farms

HE big need on most livestock farms in 

Alabama is feed. These farms not only 

need more feed, but feed that’s more nu- 
tritious and tasty. 

And feed is not the whole answer; breed- 
ing, management, and other things have much 
to do with success in the livestock business. 
Nevertheless, feed is the key to money-mak- 
ing beef, hog, and dairy enterprises. 

While we have made progress, here are 
facts that still stand. We market too many 
lightweight, low-grade calves; the average 
milk production per dairy cow is too low; 
and the average number of pigs per litter is 
not high enough. A good feed production 
program would certainly increase market- 
ings and income from livestock. 

Now let’s take a close look at the feed 
situation. What about our clover-grass per- 
manent summer pastures—white clover-Dal- 
lis grass, crimson clover-coastal bermuda, and 
other mixtures? Everyone agrees that these 
pastures are the mainstay in a feed program. 
Based on county agents’ estimates and cen- 
sus figures, there are about 2,500,000 acres 
in the clover-grass mixtures. Nevertheless, 
we are still measuring pasture success in 
acres per cow rather than cows per acre. 
The average stocking rate is about one cow 
to three or four acres. We must improve our 
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pastures to the point where we can at least 
double our stocking rate. 


Roughage Big Need 


A good roughage program—plenty of 
good quality hay or silage—is a big need on 
most dairy and beef cattle farms in the state. 
According to estimates made by the API 
Agricultural Economics Department at Au- 
burn, we are producing 900,000 tons of hay 
annually—about half the amount needed for 
our present livestock numbers. Yields are 
too low, and we need more acres. 

Alabama farmers are planting slightly 
over a million acres of crops for winter graz- 
ing. This acreage is enough for the livestock 
we now have. 

But we are far short on Starr millet and 
other summer temporary grazing crops. We 
plant 75,000 acres—about half of what’s 
needed. 

We use 75,000,000 bushels of grain per 
year for our livestock and poultry. It now 
looks like we’ll grow about 60,000,000 bushels 
in 1959 or about 15,000,000 bushels short of 
our needs. 

There is a brighter side to the feed pic- 
ture, however. Alabama cash farm income 
from the sale of cattle, hogs, and dairy prod- 
ucts rose from about $62,000,000 in 1944 to 
$177,000,000 in 1958. 

Pastures have increased by 1,000,000 
acres during this period, and over 2,000,000 
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acres have been improved. The acreage of 
summer grazing has increased at a rapid 
rate since Starr millet planting was begun 
four years ago. 


Silage On Increase 


Hay production has gone up slightly, but 
some of the gain has been offset by a drop 
in peanut hay due to a change in harvesting 
practices, The tonnage of silage, about 500,- 
000 tons annually, is six times what it was 
10-years ago, and it is increasing slightly from 
year to year. 

Percentage-wise, there has been more im- 
provement in corn production than in any 
other feed crop. Yields averaged 28 bushels 
per acre during the last five-year period. This 
is about double the yield of 15 years ago, be- 
fore the API Extension Service’s “More- 
Corn-Per-Acre Campaign” was begun. Many 
growers are now averaging 60 bushels or 
more per acre on their entire crop. How- 
ever, the state’s yields are still too low to 
make money on corn. 

Where do we go from here? Many people 
believe that the growing of feed and grazing 
crops offers one of our best chances for mak- 
ing wise use of our land, labor, and capital 
in our expanding livestock industry. This can 
be done without reducing our present acre- 
age of cotton, peanuts, soybeans, or other 
cash crops.

Practical On Larger Dairies 


Silo Unloader-Feeder Replaces Hand Labor 


Bags vob farming for Joe Hall of 
Montgomery County was a_ necessity 
rather than a convenience. Hand feeding 
silage to 140 milking cows proved to be more 
than this thrifty dairyman could handle alone. 
Laborers are few and far between, and the 
ones Hall has been able to hire keep walking 
off the job to better paying industrial work. 
So it’s easy to see why he’s installing auto- 
matic equipment where and when he can. 
By installing an automatic silo- unloader- 
feeder, Hall is able to push a button, feed 
100 cows at a setting, and use the would-be- 
hand-labor time for supervising his man 
other operations. 
Just what is this silo unloader-feeder? 
It’s a mechanical device that replaces man- 
power in your silage, operation. Consisting 
of a silage blower that fits inside the round, 
upright-type silo, a long feed trough that ex- 
tends outward from the base of the silo just 


PUSH A BUTTON—Joe Hall (above) of Montgom- 
ery County has only to push a button on the side of 
this 400-ton capacity silo and the silage is rolled out 
electrically into an 84-foot-long feed trough. One hun- 
dred cows can find space at the trough at one feeding. 
Hall installed the. automatic unloader-feeder because 
of labor shortage. 
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under the silo chute, and an auger that pulls 
and distributes the silage along the trough, 
this automatic device is equivalent to several 
laborers—laborers that are practically un- 
available these days. 

If you are wondering how this automatic 
device works merely by punching a button, 
here’s how. The unloader inside the silo 
blows the silage into the silo chute. As the 
feed drops to the bottom of the chute, an 
auger running the length of Hall’s 84-foot 
feed trough distributes the silage along’ the 
trough. The entire operation is controlled 
by an electric switch and a couple of pull 
levers that are used to manipulate the blower 
spout into the openings of the chute. 

These mechanical devices plus the trough 
and a concreted feeding area cost Hall 
around $2500. Is it practical? It is, if your 
dairy operation is large enough to, warrant 
hiring of several laborers. 

Speaking of silage, Hall is using a different 
method than most people in his area for pre- 
paring silage for the silo. This year hé put 
up 700 tons—300 tons of oat silage and 400 
tons of Johnson grass, all wilted before stor- 
age in the silo. 

Why the wilting process? Says Hall, “If 
you are putting up oat, Johnson grass, alfalfa, 
or other grass silages that have high moisture 
content—above 70 percent—there are two 
methods you can use. 

“Cut the crop and let it lay in the swath 
until it wilts, being sure that the moisture 
content has dropped to 70 percent or below. 
Then store the forage in your silo.. The other 
method is to use a preservative such as crush- 
ed corn, beet pulp, or a chemical. 

“TI wilted my oats and Johnson grass for 
four hours before placing the forage in the 
silo. This helps prevent excess drainage and 
takes the place of the corn or beet pulp. Of 
course, wilting time will be determined by the 
kind of weather you have or the season of the 
year. I had warm, sunshiny days. Hot sum- 
mer days or cold, less warm days would 
change the wilting time.”

* RESULTS 


LIGHT FOR PULLETS. Pullets grown on 
six hours of light daily have highest rates of 
production. This amount of light per day 
was superior to no light, two, four, eight, 10, 
or 14 hours in Auburn tests. The percentage 
production for the first four months of laying 
were: no light, 71; two hours, 76; four hours, 
78; six hours, 82; eight hours, 80; 10 hours, 
78; and 14 hours, 67 percent. The pullets 
were given six hours of light per day with 
a daily increase of 18 minutes given once a 
week during the laying period. 


CORN SALES. Southern farmers are sell- 
ing more of their corn crop than in the past. 
In 1949 about 17 percent of a 628 million- 
bushel crop produced in 18 southern states 
was sold. From an estimated production of 
588 million bushels in 1958, about 27 per- 
cent was sold. Since price of corn rises about 
15 percent between November and March, 
adequate farm storage is needed for maxi- 
mum profits. 


TREATING TREE WOUNDS. Most tree 
wounds of one-inch diameter or larger will 
heal more rapidly if a flush, slanting cut 
(for drainage) is made in healthy wood. Ex- 
posed cambium, or growth cells, need pro- 
tection from weather and from tree paints. 
A coat of shellac provides the necessary pro- 
tection. A good commercial tree paint can 
be applied over the shellacked cambium to 
protect exposed wood in the cut. 


FARM DEBT. Rising farm mortgage debt 
and higher interest rates were typical in Ala- 
bama in 1959. Reaching an all-time high of 
$173 million on January 1, Alabama farm 
mortgage debt was 13 percent higher than. 
in 1958. This compares with a seven percent 
increase for the United States as a whole. 
Mortgage rates charged by Federal Land 
Banks were raised to five and a half percent 
in May, 1959, the highest in recent years. 


POSTS FROM THINNING. Thinning dense 
stands of young pines for farm fence posts 
can be profitable as well as improve the 
stand. Net returns ranging from one to seven 
cents per post were made in nine years of 
studies at the Fayette Experiment Forest. In- 
creased diameter growth and improved tim- 
ber quality were stand benefits from thinning. 
Thinnings make it possible to use trees that 
would normally be lost. 


SWEETPOTATO PIE. Studies on sweet- 
potato products at Auburn revealed major 
differences in quality of pies and souffles 
from different recipes. Excellent results were 
obtained from the following recipe for a 
nine-inch pie or family size souffle: one and 
a half cups sweetpotato puree (without wa- 
ter), one and a fourth cups sugar, one-half 
cup whole milk, one egg, five teaspoons milk 
powder, four teaspoons oleo or butter, and 
one-half teaspoon salt. 


LIME FINENESS. Finely ground limestone 
is much more effective than coarse lime. This 
was shown in tests comparing different fine- 
ness with sudan grass and crimson clover 
grown in rotation. Very fine material (100 
to 200 mesh) was superior to all others for 
the first year or two. The 60- to 100-mesh 
lime was as good by the third year, but the 
20- to 60-mesh material was definitely in- 
ferior. Coarser lime showed no effect in 
four years.

Poll Tax 
Due Soon 


The fact that 19 amendments 
are to be voted on in February and 
that the regular primaries of the 
Democratic party will be held this 
spring will bring to the mind of 
many Shelby County citizens the 
matter of payment of poll tax. 
February 1 is the last day to pay 
this tax. 

To be on the list of qualified 
voters one must have been duly 
registered and have paid all poll 
tax due for the two preceeding 
years. . 

The law provides certain exemp- 
tions from payment of poll tax. 
Chief among them are persons 
over 45 years of age and veterans. 
One who reaches 45 prior to Oct- 
ober 1 does not have to pay poll 
tax for the following year. A vet- 
eran who served honorably be - 
tween January 1, 1917 and Nov- 
ember 11, 1918 or September) 16, 
1940 and January 31, 1955 is en- 
titled to exemption from poll tax 
provided the evidence of such hon- 
orable service is presented in t's. 
probate office. 

Other persons exempt are mem- 
bers of the National Guard; per- 
sons totally deaf, the blind and 
cértain persdhs who fife disabled. 
The exemption must be claimed by 
these people each year. Guards- 
men may obtain a certificate of 
membership from their unit com- 
mander and present it at the Pro- 
bate office. Persons deaf, blind or 
disabled should present medical 
proof of the extent of their dis- 
ability.

Younger Drivers 
May Now Get 
Learners Permit 


Teenagers between 15 and 16 
years of age may obtain a learners 
permit to operate a motor vehicle 
under the provisions of Act 346 
passed by the last legislature. 
Prior to this amendment a boy or 
girl had to have reached their 16 
birthday before being given the 
learners permit. 

Under the new iaw one who pos- 
sesses this type of permit must be 
accompanied while driving by a 
parent or guardian who is a li- 
censed driver or by a certified 
driving instructor. 

An applicant for the learners 
permit must produce a birth cer- 
tificate as proof of age and must 
have successfully completed the 
written portion of the regular 
drivers test. The permit is issued 
in the Probate office. A supply of 
forms is expected soon. 

The permit automatically ex- 
pires when the holder reaches 16 
years of age.

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Launching Out On A World Mission

During the first three months 
of the present year, the Scripture 
selections for our Sunday School 
lessons are taken from the Book 
of Acts. This book, with Luke as 
its author, is a record of the ac- 
tivities of Christian leaders dur- 
ing the first half century follow- 
ing the resurrection of Jesus, 

Also, beginning with the Scrip- | 
ture selections for the present les- 


son, Luke’s record largely con. 
cerns the activities of Paul and his 


associates. 

No doubt Peter and the other 
Apostles who had their headquar- | 
at that time in Jerusalem 
were active in the preaching of 
the gospel of Jesus and taking it| 
to various parts of the then Roman 
Empire as well as supervising the 
activities of the Christian Church 
generally. 

But whatever the work of the 
Aposties was and what success at- 
tended their activities, very little 
of the record of their work has 
been preserved, Rather to Luke's 
record and the letters of Paul we 
must look for information con- 
cerning the growth of the Christ- 
jan church in its first century. 

Not only does Luke give us the 
record of men who were not of the 
original Twelve close disciples of | 
Jesus, but he also designated An- 
tioch as being the headquarters of 
their activities instead of Jeru- 
salem. 

Following the persecution of the 
followers of Jesus at Jerusalem, 
during which Stephen was stoned 
to death, James was murdered 
and an attempt was made on the 
life of Peter, some, of the perse- 
cuted ones went to Antioch in the 
Roman province of Syria and es- 
tablished a Christian church there. 
In fact, it was at Antioch where | 
the followers of Jesus were first! 
called Christians. 

It was also at Antioch where 
the leaders of the church definitely 
determined to accept Gentiles as 
members of the church without re- 
quiring them to conform to the 
ceremonials of the Jewish church.

One leader of the church at An-| 


tioch was Barnabas, who was a 
native of Cyprus and who had 
served the church at Jerusalem as 
a steward, or a director of the wel- 
fare activities of the church. 

Barnabas was one who 
persuaded the Apostles at Jeru- 
salem to accept Paul, after his 
conversion, as a member of the 


fellowship of Jesus. After Barna- | 


bas established his headquarters 
at Antioch and while Paul was in 
seclusion at his native city of Tar- 
sus, Barnabas went to that city 
and persuaded Paul to join him in 
Antioch. There they worked to-

From Mrs. Richard Beaudin, 
Jenison, Michigan: I remember 
when I was a small child grow- 
ing up in the Muldraugh’'s Hills 
section of Kentucky getting out 
in the early Fall mornings after 
the first frosts had ‘‘fallen’’ and 
going outside, sometime by lan- 
tern light, with my older sister 
to “pick up” chestnuts that had 
fallen from the trees during the 
night. 

It gave joy to a little girl to see 
so many plump hrown nuts lying 
loose on the ground and trying to 
get nuts out of the partly opened 
burrs without getting “stickers” 
in your fingers. The burrs were 
like miniature porcupines on the 
outside and like thick golden 
brown velvet inside, where the 
nuts were nested. Maybe two or 
three big ones or a_ half-dozen 
small ones. 

Degrees of humidity or baro- 
metric pressure would have 
meant nothing to me but when 
the fog dripped from the trees like 
heavy rain drops and the nuts 
fell with it or when the wind blew 
hard and dry; those were the best 
times to gather chestnuts.
